KNOWN TO BEA PRISONER 


Removal From Place of Confine- 
ment a Preliminary to Her Re- 
lease--Story of Case Famous 


on Two Continents 


London, Feb. 1.—In spite of the mys- 
tery with which ofticials shroud the ac- 
tion in connection with the reported re- 
lease of Mrs. Florence Maybrick, whois 
serving a life sentence for poisoning 
her husband, it can be definitely said 
that she has been removed from Ayles- 
bury prison. At the United States em- 
bassy it is most emphatically declared 
that she has not been pardoned and that 
she is still a prisoner. 

Where she has been taken remains a 
mystery, but reports from Aylesbury 
are to the effect that she has been re- 
moved to some institution at Cornwall. 
The home office and the governor of 
Aylesbury prison refuse to make any 
kind of a statement on the subject. 

If the ordinary course had been fol- 
lowed Mrs. Maybrick would have been 
taken to Holloway if her immediate re- 
lease were contemplated, but she is not 
there and has probably been removed 
to sone other prison of less rigorous 
discipline, where she can recuperate 
prior to her release. Possibly she has 
been conveyed to one of the government 
homes of detention or to an asylum. 

The newspapers this morning that 
announce Mrs. Maybrick’s removal 
from Aylesbury prison express the be- 
lef that she will be released within two 
or three moaths. 


Mrs. Florence Elizabeth Maybrick 
was the daughter of William G. 
Chandler, a banker of that city. 
Through both her parents she was high- 
ly connected. She met James Maybrick 
in 1878 in America and a curious fasci- 
nation sprang up between them. Her 
family strongly opposed the match, but 
finally reluctantly gave their consent, 
and at the time of their marriage, 
which occurved in London, in July, 1881, 
she was 19, while her husband was 45 
years old. After the wedding they re- 
turned to America, where they lived 
for some years, and then returned to 
England to permanently reside in 
Grassendale, near Liverpool, Maybrick 
carrying on his business as cotton 
broker in that city. Two children were 
born te them here. 

Maybrick, who from all accounts, 
had a monomania for doctoring himself, 
resorted to the use of all sorts of drugs 
to allay his various sicknesses, tinally 
hitting upon arsenic as giving him the 
most relief, and he became a confirmed 
arsenic eater. 

On April 27 Maybrick was taken sick 
and died, the doctors describing the 
cause of death as gastro-enteritis, or 
inflammation and irritation of the stom- 
ech and bowles. 

Largely because of the gossip ofa 
servant girl, Mrs. Maybrick was ar- 
rested and charged with having poi- 
soned ber husband with arsenic. Inthe 
house 85 grains of arsenic was found, 
and an autopsy and chemical analysis 
of Maybrick’s organs revealed the pres- 
ence of one-tenth of a garin of arsenic. 
There was conclusive evidance to show 
that arsenic was one of the drugs that 
Maybrick was addicted to taking, and 
that a short time before he became sick 
he had purchased 150 grains of that 
poisen, 

Mrs. Maybrick’s trial was largely a 
battle of experts, and was fought bit- 
terly on both sides. The presiding 
judge was Justice Stephen, who not 
long after the trial went insane and 
died ina madhouse. 

After being out only 38 minutes the 
jury brought in a verdict of murder in 
the first degree. Mrs. Maybrick was 
sentenced, and the scaffoid for her exe- 
cution was actually erected close to 
her cell in the prison. But in the mean- 
time there had been a revulsion of 
popular feeling, which at first had been 
strongly adverse to Mrs. Maybrick. An 
international ““Maybrick association” of 
American and English women was 
formed, and such strong pressure was 
brought to bear that the death sentence 
was commuted toone of imprisonment 
for life. 

From that time on the movements to 
secure Mrs. Maybrick’s release have 
been persistent, but heretofore clem- 
ency has been steadily refused by the 
English authorities, 

Sults are now pending in the United 
States involving $7,000,000 worth of 
property in which Mrs. Maybrick is In- 
terested.

Washington, Feb. 1—Regarding the 
case of Mrs. Maybrick, interest in 
which has been revived by reports that 
she had been released from prison in 
England, the statedepartmentsaysthere 
bas been no recent communication be- 
tween it and the English government iu 
the matter. The last information the 
department had regarding the case, and 
this is now some months old, was that| 
Mrs. Maybrie!, probably would be 
leased late in the coming summer. 
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Army Life as Punishment 

Mexico City, Feb. 1.—Several pris- 
oners convicted as pickpockets have 
been placed in the regular army to serve 
vut the terms of their sentences. Goy- 
ernment officials believe this mode of 
punishment will prove more satisfac- 
tory than imprisonment.

Meunier Stabbed a Woman After 
Trying to Poison Her 

Detroit, Feb. 1.—Joseph Mcunier, 
who claims he was married in Manches- 
ter, N. H., in 1903, walked into police 
headquarters and gave himself up, ad- 
mitting that he stabbed Mrs. James T. 
Seville to death. Meunier told the po- 


killing Mrs. Seville, whom he loved, was 
that he believed that she an‘ ber bus- 
band had concocted a plot to cheat him 
out of hismoney. He said that before 
stabbing Mrs. Seville to death, he had 
decided to peison her and bought a half 
pint of sherry in which he placed 20 
grains of arseuie. 

He offered ber this drink, but Mrs. 
Seville refused to take it. Meunier 
says he afterward drank part of it him- 
self, and that it burned his stomach ter- 
ribly. Seville says his wife left bim 
after five weeks of married life. Hede- 
elared he weuld have killed her too if 
be could have fcund an opportunity. 
Meunier expresses no regret for his 
deed. 

Manchester, N. H., Feb. 1.—Joseph 
Meunier, who surrendered to the police 
at Detroit, admitting that be had killed 
Mrs. Seville, was a resident of this city 
until nearly a year ago and when he 
left here in the spring of 1903 he lefta 
young woman to wkom he had been 
married four weeks before. Meunier is 
33 years oll. On April 138, 1908, he 
married Esther Campbell. The bride 


"waa but 16 years of age and during four 


weeks intervening between the mar- 
riage and the time Meunier left the city 
the two sparatd twice. 


No Commander-in-Chief 

London, Feb. 1.—The report of the 
royal commission, which was appointed 
last November for the purpose of advis- 
ing the government concerning the crea- 
tion of a board for the administrative 
business of the war office, bas been 
issud. With the apprval of the king 
and acting upon the recommendations 
of the commission the government has 
decided to appoint an army council, 
framed upon the admiralty model; to 
abolish the cflice of commander. in- 
chief of the army and to create a new 
post, that of Inspecior general, whose 
principal duty will be to inspect and re- 
port on the efficiency of the military 
forces. 


Wreck and Deaths From Gas 

Pittsburg, Feb. 1—An explosion of 
natural gas in the cellar of the home of 
Henry Magel was the cause of the 
deaths of two persons and the severe in- 
jury of six others. The explosion is 
supposed to have been caused by a leak 
from the gas main into the cellar and 
when Mr. Magei went to the cellar fora 
bucket of coal, carrying a Hghted 
candle, a terrific explosion followed, 
completely wrecking the house. 


Departure Again Delayed 

Washington, Feb. 1.—Genera! Reyes, 
in a letter from New York to Thomas 
Herran, the Colombian charge, an- 
nounces that he has decided to postpone 
his departure for Colombia, but gives 
no reason for his action nor any indica- 
tion as to when he expects to leave for 
home. 

Died on Her Doorstep 

Saco Me., Feb. 1—The wife of John 
Nisbet, a weaver, went shopping, and 
when she did not return her husband 
started out to look for her. Upon open- 
ing the door he found the woman's 
body. surrounded by bundles, where she 
had fallen whiie attempting to reach 
the door. Death was probably due to 
heart failure.

Consul Skinner’s Trip Devel- 


opes It For Americans 


A NEGLECTED MARKET 


| 
Uold, Coal, Petroleum and As- 
phalt Possibilities of a Country 


Rapidly Becoming Modernized 
Furnish Wide Field For Us 


Marseilles, Feb. 1—The steamer Vic- 
; toria, having aboard United States 
Consul Skinner, who has been on a 
government mission to King Menelik 
of Abyssinia, has arrived here. The 
American marines and bluejackets who 
accompanied the expedition were left at 
Aden, and went on to join the American 
gunboat Machias. 


Consul! Skinner and the other mem- 
bers of the party are in good health, aud 
they speak enthusiastically of the re- 
ception accorded them by King Mene- 
lik. On the way to the coast the party 
saw one elephant and heard a number 
of lions, but experienced no exciting 
adventures.- In the course of an inter- 
view, Mr. Skinner said: 

“President Roosevelt selected a most 
opportune time for establishing rela- 
tions with Ethiopia, as Americans 
heretofore have been too indifferent to 
the remarkable development which is 
now going on in Abyssinia. Our cotton 
cloths pass through many hands before 
being sold at high prices in Abyssinia, 
but now Aimericans lave opportunities 
to conduct theirown trade. King Mene- 
lik will send some of the products of his 
country to the St. Louis expositlon, as 
weli a3 a commission composed of able 
men to show the Americans com- 
opportunities in Abyssinia. 
The king is a broad-minded statesman, 
who wiil welcome Americans.” 

During the visit of the Skinner party 
at the capital King Menelik received 
them surrounded by an imposing as- 
semblage of 2000 functionaries. The 
escort of American marines estabiished 
A camp, called “Camp Roosevelt,” 
which attracted a great dea] of interest. 
The king made a personu! inspection of 
the camp and after having witnessed 
the maneuvers of the marines he asked 
one of the men for bis gun and loaded 
and fired it. The members of the 
American expedition were impressed 
with the assimilative ability of the 
Abyssinians. 

Consul Skinner says further that the 
country is being rapidly modernized 
and that new roads, bridges, water sup- 
plies, telephones and telegraph lines are 
being constructed. He considers the 
Abyssinians to be the “Japanese” of 
Africa. He points ont, however, that 
the postal and banking systems are de- 
fective and unsatisfactory. The money 
is on a silver basis. 

Mr. Skinner believes that Americans 
will find a large field fur activity in 
the gold, coal, petroleum and asphalt 
possibilities of Abyssinia, which, he 
says, is a marvelous country with a 
great agricultural and commercial 
future. An official report of the result 
of thé mission has been forwarded to 
Washington. 

Ilg, the confidential adviser of King 
Menelik, will return to Abyssinia  to- 
day. In an interview he sald Abys- 
sinia would continue to do her utmost 
to favor French interests, but that she 
was having a serious struggle against 
foreign influences. He said also that 
King Menelik intended to prove his 
good feeling for France by visiting that 
country during the present year.

President Shows High Esteem 
In Which He Held Root 


TAFT TAKES THE REINS 


Enters Upon New Duties as Sec- 

retary of War, a Position His 
Held 
Years Ago Under Grant 


Father Nearly Thirty 


Washington, Feb. 2.—The president 
walked from the White House to the 
residence of former Secretary Root in 
Jackson square shortly before train 
time late yesterday afternoon per- 
sonally to say goodbye tu the retiring 
aecretary and Mrs. Root. As the 
president came up a troop of cavalry 
Was lined up in front of the secretary's 
house ready to escort him to the sta- 
tion. The president went to the secre- 
tary’s study, where he was followed by 
General Chaffee and his assistants, 
Major Generals Gillespie and Bliss. 
Secretary Yaft came a few minutes 
later. After 10 minutes’ conversation 


| the party emerged from the house, the 


president walking with Mrs. Root, 
whom he assisted into the carriage. He 


| then bade the secretary a feeling fare- 


well. 

After closing the carriage door him- 
self the president turned and, bowing to 
the crowd, walked back to the White 
House. The Se+retary and Mrs. loot 
the 
troop of cavalry and followed by the 
new secretary of war, the chief of 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Root left for New York, where Mr. Root 
will resume the practice of law. 

The extraordinary military honors 
shown the retiring secretary were done 
at the direction of the president. 

Hanging in the office of Mr. Taftwhen 
he was inducted into the arduous du- 
ties of secretary of war was the picture 
of his father, Alphonso Taft, who was 
President Grant's secretary of war in 
1876. Thus father and son have held 
the same portfolio, it being the see- 
ond instance in the bistory of the war 
department, the first being presented in 
the incumbency of Simon Cameron un- 
der Lincoln, and James D. Cameron, his 
son, under Grant. Thereisa single 
other case of the kind in government 
history where Gideon Granger was 
postmaster general under Jefferson and 
Madison, xud Francis Granger, his son, 
under Harrison and Tyler. 

Secretary Taft entered upon his new 
duties immediately upon taking the 
oath of office. The ceremony teok 
place in the large recgption room at- 
tached to the secretary's office in the 
war department, and the transfer of 
authority from Mr. Root to Mr. Taft 
was more impressive than any similar 
event in many years. General Chaffee, 
chief of staff, took charge of the cere- 
monies. The room was cleared of all 
except the participaats in the induction 
and the party of friends and the mem- 
bers of the general staff. Taft and 
Root took their places at the long table, 
where stood John Randolph, a notary, 
who administered the oath of office to 
the incoming secretary. Then there 
Were congratulations showered upon 
Secretary Taft and goodbyes were said 
to Secretary Root. 

Every army officer on duty in Wash- 
ington wes aligned at the doorway, and 
the brilliantly uniformed column pass- 
ing before the retiring and incoming sec- 
retaries formed a striking spectacle. 
Secretary ‘Taft was in the best of spirits 
and he had a smile and a good word for 
everyone, while Secretary Root showed 
in his countenance the relief he felt in 
laying down the cares of the great office. 
After the military men had passed 
through the room the heads of bureaus, 
and finally, most of the employes of the 
department were admitted, and each of 
these received a pleasant greeting. 

Elihu Root, who retires as secretary 
of war, has worked more changes in the 
American army and accomplished more 
for its advancement in the 4% yeara 
that he has been in the cabinet than any 
of his predecessors. The chief results 
ef his incumibency and those which he 
belleves will stand as enduring monu- 
ments to his genius, were the army reor- 
ganization law, which provided for the 
creation of the general staff, and the 
new militia lay. 


Taft on Filipino Problem 
Washington, Feb. 2—The Yale 
Alumni association of Washington 
gave a banquet last night in honor of 
Secretary of War Taft. Secretary Taft 
Was a member of the class of '78. In re- 
marks he made, Secretary ‘Taft laid 
great stress on the education of the 
Filipino masses. He was surprised at 
the wonderful interest the natives are 
taking in learning English. The seee- 
tary said he could not tell how long it 
would take to solve the Filipino prob- 
lem, but he believed the work was not 

impossible and was well worth while. 


Wants Congressional Seat 
New Yerk, Feb. 2—W. Bourke Cock- 
ran was nominated as Democratic 
candidate for congress in the Twelfth 
New York district at a convention held 
last night in the headquarters of the 
Tammany Central associution. Cock- 
tan accepted in a speech !n which he de- 
nounced what he termed the “rule and 

ruin” policy of the Kepublican party. 


Fatalities Result From Wind 

Paterson, N. J., Feb. 2.—During a 
high wind an icekouse at Stockholm 
was blown down and Andrew Pulls and 
Edgar Boyd were buried in the ruins 
and killed and four men were injured, 
two probably fatally. 


DEMANDS REFUSED 


Strike of Boston Compositors Is 
Expected to Spread 

Boston, Feb. 2.—As a result of the 
strike of the nook and job compositors 
in this city acd vicinity 250 men and 
women are out and indications point 
to as many more leaving their work be- 
fore tonight, while others are expected 
to quit tomorrow. Many shops have 
not yet been visited by the committee 
of the union which is making a canvass 
of the master printers and formally de- 
manding the individual signatures of 
employers to the new schedule. In 
most instances the demands of the com- 
mittee have thus far been promptly re- 
fused, although some of the smaller 
firms belonging to the Typothetae, 
which were already paying wages a8 
high as the new scale provides for, ac- 
cepted the new schedule. 

Wright & Potter, the state printers, 
with the permission ofthe Typothetze, 
effected a compromise with the print- 
ers, agreeing to the new rate pending a 
settlement of the strike. The firm did 
not sign the scale. By direction of 
Mayor Collins the new schedule has 
been temporarily accepted at the mu- 
nicipal printing plant. 

Thus far the strike extends no fur- 
ther than the compositors. Should the 
master printers attempt to fill the places 
of the strikers with non-union help it is 
likely that the pressmen, stereoptypers, 
bookbinders and other organizations af- 
filiated with the printing trades will be 
ordered ott. 


Mills Making a Sacrifice 
Lowell, Mass., Feb. 2.—In view of the 
high price of cotton in New York, if 
Lowell mills were without cotton it 
would be impossible for them to run 


longer. There is cotton enongh in 
the storehouses or on the way to 


Lowell, however, to carry the mills 
through to the spring and tke agents 
Will keep their faith with the operatives 
and not shut down. ‘There is a strong 
temptation, however, to curtail produc- 
tion and sell raw cotton at the present 
high price. If the Lowell cotton mills 
manufacture their raw product into 
cloth and sell it at the prices now rul- 
ing in the market there will be less 


profit than in selling the raw cotton, 
even at the prices at which it was 
bought. 


Murder at Roadside 

Hartford, Feb. 2—The body of 
Alfred Sellgrem was found last nicht 
half buried in snow at the side of the 
road between Newington and New 
Britain. ‘The medical examiner found 
six bullet holes, forming a circle around 
the heart, and gave the opinion that the 
man was murdered. Sellgrem was 
sent by his employer to New Britain, 
but so far as can be learned he has not 
been in that city. No trace of the mur- 
derer has been found. 


Cape Co& Town Meetings 

Boston, Feb. 2.—Six of the towns on 
Cape Cod—Chatham, Tastham, Har- 
wick, Orleans, Truro and Wellfleet— 
held their annual town meetings, 
transacted the usual business of electing 
town officers, voting appropriations and 
decided the license question for the 
year. The sentiment agzninst the sale 
of intoxicating liquors was as strong as 
usual, the majorities in favor of no- 
license being overwhelming. 


Burned Out For Second Time 
Boston, Feb. 2—The Heintzemann 
Press, a printiag company, was burned 
out last night for the second time 
within a year. The fire worked down 
to the fioor below, occupied by the 
American Cotton Miils colupany. The 
total loss is $75,000. The fire was 
fought in a gale of wind and freezing 
weather and nearly every fireman was 
coated with ice from top to toe. 


Aged Widow Fatally Burned 

Boston, Feb. 2.--Mrs. Mary Spillane, 
70 years old, a widow, lived alone at 
245 Paris street, East Boston.

FEUD OF 235 YEARS | 
Pastors of Old Churches Will 
Break It by Exchanging 

Boston, Feb. 2—Rey. Dr. Gordon, 
pastor of the Old South church, has re- 
quested Rey. Dr. Eells, pastor of the 
First church, to preach at the Old South | 
on Sunday. Dr. Eells has accepted the | 
invitation and has asked Dr. Gordon to | 
fill the pulpit of the First church. | 

When Gordon and Eells exchange | 
pulpits an ecclesiastical rivalry that 
has existed since 1669 will be ended. 
The Old South was founded in that year | 
by members of the First church, “vho | 
rebelled aguinst the policy of Rev. John 
Davenport, who in 1680 founded the | 
First church. At that time Daven- | 
port aroused the enmity of many mem- 
bers of his congregation by his un-/ 
wavering support of the laws providing 
that only church members should yote, 
hold property or teach school. ‘The 
dissenters then founded the Old South 
church and were roundly denounced by 
Davenport and his adherents. This 
feeling of eumity never disappeared en- 
tirely until recent years, although fora 
long time it has been traditional rather 
than actual. 

In April, 1884, when Gordon was 
called to the pastorate of the Old South 
church, Dr. Ellis, then pastor of the 
First church, invited Gordon to ex- 
change pulpits, but the latter was 
obliged to decline owing to the feeling 
manifested by his congregation. Gor- 
don promised Ellis at that time that 
when conditions were more favorable to 
an exchange cf pulpits he gladly would 
take the initiative. Last night Gordon 
said that in asking Eells to preach at 
the Old South he was keeping a promise 
The 
First church now holds to the Unitarian 
doctrine, while the Old South remains 
Congregational.

RUSSIA IS. READY 


Evidently Profited by Delay In 
Negotiations With Japan 


RESERVES ARE MOBILIZED 


Last Division of Warships De- 
spatched to Far East Nearing 
Its Destination--Russia Feels 
That Japan Asks Too Much 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 2—In spite of 
the expressed hope of the Russian au- 
thorities that the present crisis will be 
passed and that pacifie solution of the 
Russo-Japanese negotiations will be 
reached, it is no longer concealed thut 
Russia is practically prepared for 
The mobilization of the 


Manchurian reserves was auounced 


last evening. 

It has been well known for months 
that Russia has been steadily strength- 
ening her army and navy in the far east 
to meet the preparations which Japan 
Was openly making. The available 
warships were dispatched to the far east 
and the last division, which left the 
Mediterranean a month ago, is now 
nearing its destination. Quietly, but 
surely, it was necessary that Russia's 
preparations should keep pace with 
those of her diplomatic adversary. 

The feverish activity of Japan during 
the last few weeks naturally increased 


| the distrust of her ultimate intentions 


and the Russian authorities have been 
pushing their precautionary measures 
with more vigor. It is understood that 
six or seven military trains daily bave 
been going east over the Siberian rail- 
way and the charters of some _ ships’ 
cargoes for the Pacific have been 
cancelled becuuse the water route Was 
considered too slow. 

There has been some difficulty at 
Irkutsk, capital of Eastern Siberia, on 
account of the stoppage of the ice 
breakers and the excessive cold imped- 
ing the sledges from crossing Baikal 
lake, but this will be obviated when the 
line around the lake is completed short- 
ly. Chinese coal exclusively has been 
purchased for the Russian fleet. 

The authorities now feel thut the sit- 
uation is secure should Japan reject the 
efforts the czar is making to avoid war. 

The draft of Russia’s reply probably 
wil! be submitted to the czar by to- 
morrow. The press is assured that it 
will be pacific and should “lead” to a 
settlement. The informant reiterated 
what he suid a few duys ago: 

“We have conceded much already and 


| We are ready to concede more; but some 


things we cannot grant. From our 
standpoint the Manchurian question 
was settled by Russia’s circular note to 
the powers recognizing all the Chinese 
Why should Japan demand 
more than the other powers?” 

Thé Russian papers today agree that 
treaty guaran‘ees covering Manchuria 
and permission for Japan to fortify 
southern Korea, making a closed sea of 
the Sea of Japan, are impossible. 


Troops Reported on the Yalu 
London, Feb. 2—A correspondent of 


| The Daily Mail at Nagasaki telegraphs 


that Japanese refugees from Port Ar- 
thur, Port Dalny and Harbin report 
the arrival already of one Russian 
division on the Yalu river. 

The Tokio correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph cables he has heard from 
Pekin that Yuan Shi Ki has resigned 
from the post of chief of the military 
training staff because certain officials 
are opposing his scheme for army re- 
form. 

According to the Seoul correspondent 
of The Times reports have been received 
from Ping Yang, Korea, that armed 
soldiers have been guilty of robbery and 
housebreaking there and the mission- 
aries declare the anti-foreign feeling to 
be increasing.

Poisons, 

Snake poison would kill the strongest 
man if the smallest possible drop of it 
were injected into his veins or laid on 
a cut finger or chapped lip. But the 
smallest child might drink a teaspoon- 
ful—probably a glassful—without snof- 
fering the least injury. The same is 
true of most of the poisons savages in- 
ject into their arrows, and you can 
suck the dangerous wound with im- 
punity. 

Arsenic eaters become so accustomed 
to the use of this drug that one of 
them could eat as much of it in a week 
as would kill a troop of cavalry, horses 
and all. If a man took a dose of lunar 
caustic and his wife a dose of hydro- 
chloric acid they would be subjects fox 
a coroner’s inquest in a very short time. 
But if either the man or the woman 
took both doses together the result would 
hardly be different from that of taking 
s0 much strawberries and cream. If 
two men each took a small quantity of 
hemlock one might drop dead, if he 
had a fatty heart, and the other feel 
only a slight inconvenience, if his heart 
was all right. 


Noses, 

One of the most brilliant essays on 
nasology is the one which classes noses 
not by origin, but by mentality. The 
aquiline nose, for example, is the sign 
of goodness, amiability and weakness. 
By that nose Louls XVI. was led to 
the direst catastrophies. Let us have 
commiseration for the nose that is very 
| slightly prominent. It is the muzzle 
of a sheep and belongs to people who 
are easily deceived. Distrust the nose 
with the medium part elongated. That 
elongation marks the extent of desires 
and the insatiability of appetites. Look 
out also for the ferret nose, with its 
sharp point, alweys on the scent for 
secrets. It is the nose of the inquisitor. 
The devil-may-care nose is slightly 
turned up at the end. It denotes a 
character without firmness. But when 
you see a nose that rises from the 
depths of the orbits and stands out in 
bold relief take off your hat. You are 
in the presence of the nose of a think- 
er.—Toronto Mail. 


Brain Work and Longevity. 

In a lecture on longevity delivered 
before the Royal College of Physicians 
Sir Hermann Weber, himself an octo- 
genarian, gave official support to the 
doctrine that brain work does not kill, 
but rather the reverse. A few of his 
instances were Sophocles, Plato, Galen, 
Cicero, Moltke, Bismarck, Mommsen 
and Gladstone, to whom we might add 
Hobbes, Carlyle, Spencer and Kelvin. 
The facts are that brain work increases 
the supply of blood to the nerve cells 
and promotes their nutrition and 
health. Mosso, an Italian, laid a man 
on a Gelicately balanced table and 
| showed that the head end sank when- 
ever the subject did a mental sum or 
any other brain work. The increased 
weight of his head was due to the life 
giving blood. The truth is that brain 
work, as such, never killed anybody.— 
London Chronicle,

A Successf’u2 Nurse Must Be Gentle, 
Patient and Tactful, 

The proper mental atmosphere creat: 
ed in a sickroom is often as important 
as the remedies given. A nurse should 
be in touch with her patient—that is, 
she should be sympathetic and not ak 
low irritability and whims to upset her 
equanimity. The nurse who can create 
an atmosphere of repose, who can hu- 
mor without indulging her patient in 
all the idiosyncrasies of sick people, 
has won half the battle. An unsympa- 
thetic, impatient nurse will do more to 
hinder recovery than the lack of rem- 
edies. It is not acts and words alone 
that help or hinder; her very thoughts 
are as potent as her general conduct, 
and the sensitive patient will be influ- 
enced for good or ill if the nurse were 
dumb. She should at all times main- 
tain a positive uplifting mental atti- 
tude and remember that the patient's 
irritability or melancholia is justified 
by her physical condition and is not 
perverseness. 

Gentleness, patience and, above all, 
tact are the requisites for good and in- 
telligent nursing, and the nurse who 
lacks these qualities has indeed missed 
her calling. Patients have often falled 
to improve simply because they did not 
fancy their nurse. A nurse must be 
likable and make herself liked, and it

THE GYPSIES. 
Their Tribes Existed In Europe 


From Immemorial Times, 

Gypsies were found in England about 
1514, according to “A Dyalogue of Sir 
Thomas More” (1529), but the exact 
year of their arrival is unknown. They 
were present in Scotland in 1505, and 
possibly they were the 
whose depredations in that country 
prior to 1460 are on record. 

Bataillard and other authors believe 
that gypsies existed in Europe from 
immemorial times, for they find no ac- 
count of their crossing the Bosporus, 
and no record is known to exist of their 
passage to England or Scotland. 

They were better received in these 
countries than in any other, but so 


early as 1531 an act was passed re-| 


quiring the Egyptians to quit the 
realm under pain of death, a similar 
edict being issued in Scotland in 1541 
and at varying periods in most of the 
European states, 

Transportation across the seas was 
among the milder means adopted and 


probably was the cause of much fur-| 


ther dispersion of the tribes. Under 
Henry VIII. gypsies were shipped from 
England to Norway or France, and 
from France, so recently as 1802, they 
were deported to Africa.

A DRAMATIC SCENE 


“‘Subs”’ 


For Balfour In Commons 


Austen Chamberlain 


ARRAIGNS THE LIBERALS 


Tiakes Weak Defense of Govern- 
ment’s Fiscal Policy as Ar- 
ranged by “Member From West 
Birmingham” and Premier 


London, Feb. 3.—“My right honorable 
friend, the member from West Birming- 
ham,” as Austen Chamberlain de- 
scribed his father, was the central 
figure lu the drama that marked the 
opening of parliament. For the first 
time in years Joseph Chamberlain took 
his seat as a private member of the 
house of_commons and was separated 
from his former colleagues in the cabl- 


net by the gaugway. Tom this seat he 
eaw his son act as leader of the house 
of commons, a positioa which Joseph 


Chamberiain, with all his years of 
parliamentary experience, never at- 
tained. 


Premier Balfour was }Jaid up with in- 
fluenza. When Austen Chamberlain rose 
to reply in behalf of the party of which 
his own father is supposed to be the 
most powerful member, tle house was 
spellbound. Until that moment Mr. 
Douglas, secretary of state for home atf- 
fairs, was generally expected to take 
Balfour's place, and interest in the >ro- 
ceedings was heightened by the fact 
that Mr. Bannermann, the Liberal 
leader, had just concluded a merciless 
satire on Austen Chamberlain’s father. 
The situation was without parallel in 
the recollection of the oldest politician, 
and all eves were fixed alternately up- 
on the father and the son. 

Joseph Chamberlain, who had sat 
unmoved under the ridicule of the Lib- 
eral leader, turned nervously toward 
lis son, who now takes precedence over 
him. With his monocle in his eye, an 
orchid in his buttouhule and his hands 
clasped across bis knees, the most prom- 
inent figure in the British empire sat 
and listened to his own defense from 
the lips of his son. 

Austen Chumberlain spoke haltingly 
and under evident strain, yet when he 
referred to his father, it was always as 
“the member from West Birmingham.” 
Now and again jeers greeted the youn.:- 
est member of the cabinet, whereupon, 
with unmistakable anger, his father 
turned bis glace in the direction of the 
offender. 

As Austen Chamberlain neared the 
conclusion of his defense of the atti- 
tude of Balfour and his father towards 
the fiscal question the interruptions 
grew more frequent and the chancellor 
of the »xchequer addressed his remarks 
almost solly in the direction of his 
father. Defiantly Austen Chamberlain 
accused Bannerman of attacking the 
preniier in his absence, and with a touch 
of pride he said: “The member from 
West Birmingham is here; he can speak 
for and look after himself.” 

The house frankly expressed its relief 
when the speech was over and generally 
terined the proceeding one of the most 
extraordinary personal situations that 
ever had occurred, and the speech as one 
of the weakest defenses of the govern- 
ment’s policy ever made. 

On behalf of Premier Balfour, Austen 
Chamberlain declared the house of coin- 
mous must first decide whether or not 
it desired any change at all in the fiscal 
system, and until that point was set- 
tled, the opposition demand for details 
of the government’s fiscal reform plan 
eould not be granted. 

With the exception of the foregoing 
unexpected incident and the spirited de- 
fense of his action in the Whitaker 
Wright case by Attorney General Find- 
lay the opening of parliameut was un- 
eventful. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
drove in full state to the house of lords, 
where, with much ceremony, the ses- 
sion was declared open. The king's 
speech from the throne was colorless 
and merely recorded facts already 
known, while the government's legisla- 
tive program hag been announced al- 
ready. 

The Irish party, which now almost 
holds the balance of power, beld a con- 
ference during the day and decld2d to 
take no action until the government 
has defined its intentions towards the 
Catholic university and the amendment 
to the land purchase act. 

Throughout this first sitting the op- 
appeared much invigorated 
with its successes in the bye-elections.

JADE AS MEDICINE. 


It Is Used In Various Ways For Many 
Diseases In China. 
Everything in China of any rarity 
whatever is certain to be dragged into 
the pharmacope@ia of the Chinese physi 
cian. Jade is no exception to the rule 
It may be swallowed as a powder or in 
little pieces the size of hemp seed for 
various stomachiec complaints. Even 
pockmarks and scars may be obliterat- 
ed by being daily rubbed with a piece 
of pure jade. It is also considered to 
be of a moist nature, and we read of 
an imperial favorite of the eighth cen- 
tury who was cured of excessive thirst 
by holding a fish shaped jade in her 
mouth. And so when the tomb of the 
great commander, Ts’ao Ts‘ao, third 
century, A. D., was opened 200 years 
after his death, among the usual ob- 
jects found in such circumstances was 
a large silver bowl full of water. That 
the water had not dried up was ac- 
counted for by the presence in the bow] 
of a jade boy three feet in height. 
Jade is chiefly brought from the 
K’un-lun, or Koulkun, range, between 
the desert of Gobi and Tibet; from 
Khoten or Ichi in Yarkand, and from 
Lan-t'ien, on the Belurtagh mountains, 
still farther to the west. In the tenth 
century, A. D., the latter was actually 
known as the Jade hills district, 
though it does not appear that any jade 
has ever been found there.—Professor 
Herbert A. Giles in Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. ;

Referring to 
Goebel, Bryan said his assassination 
Was encompassed by corporate infiu- 
ences that had determined he should 
never be governor. He said the man 
who wrote to Goebel that he should 
never be governor is alive and his name 
is mentioned in connection with the 
chairmanship ef the Democratic na- 
tional committee. 

Mr. Bryan devoted some time to 
Grover Cleyeland, saying he believed 
McKinley’s indictment of Cleveland, in 
which Cleveland was charged with 
making money the master of man, was 
correctly drawn. 

Mr. Bryan said he did not want a 
reorganization of the Democratic party, 
because he dii not want the party to 
take the chance of falling into the 
hands of the money power. He said 
the money question was no more dead 
now than it was in 1896 and discussed 
at length trusts and monopolies, which 
he said were fostered under the Repub- 
lican policy. He also criticised Presl- 
dent Roosevelt's policy toward Cuba 
and on the Panaima question. 


Chinese Labor Gets a Boost 

London, Feb. 4.—A blue book on South 
Africa just issued contains a dispatch 
from Lord Milner, in which, referring to 
the Transvaal] iegislature’s approval of 
the introduction of Chinese labor, Lord 
Milner says he realizes the gravity of 
the action, but there is not the shadow 
of a doubt as to its wisdom. The de- 
pression in business is increasing daily, 
the revenues are falling off, many peo- 
ple ure out of work and unless the sit- 
uation soon changes a great exodus of 
whites is inevitable. 


Settlers Mutilated by Savages 

Berlin, Feb. 4—A cablegram has 
been received here from the commander 
of the German gunboat Habicht saying 
that the garrisons at Windhoek and 
Okahandja in southwest Africa have 
been relieved. The latter place was 
taken by storm. The tribesmen killed 
and in most cases mutilated 44 set- 
tlers, including women and childre). 
The military losses were 26 and it is 
probable that the death list has been 
increased by 50 other casualties, 


May Import American Live Stock 

Vienna, Feb. 4.—The decision of the 
government to prohibit the importation 
of Argentine meat is causing intense 
indignation among the butchers and the 
poorer classes of meut consumers, The 
socialists accuse the ministry of sacrific- 
ing the interests of the public in order 
to benefit the agrariaus. The butchers 
now propose to import live cattle and 
beef, as well as bacon and pork, from 
the Ilnited States,

SANDFORD ISGUILTY| 


Jury Quickly Decides That He 
Was Cruel to Young Son 


SENTENCE IS DEFERRED 


“Holy Ghost and Us” Children 
Compelled to Go Without Food 
and Drink For 72 Hours--Man: 


slaughter Indictment Stands 


Auburn, Me., Feb. 4.—Rev. F. W. 
Sandford, head of the Holy Ghost and 
Us society, the headquarters of which 
are at Shiloh, was tried in the supreme 
court here and found guiity of cruelty to 
his 6-year-old son. The trial was a 
short one, the case being given to the 
jury late yesterday afternoon and a 
verdict rendered 30 minutes later. Sen- 
tence was deferred. 

The state chargd that Sandford, in 
fulfillment of his religious teachings, 
compelled Lis son to fast for 72 hours. 
The defense offered no evidence, The 
state called 11 witnesses who testified 
that they knew that the defendant's 
son had been deprived of food and water 
for 72 hours. 

Sandford is also under indictment for 
manslaughter, the charge growing out 
of the alleged ill-tr2atment of children 
in his congregation. An interested 
spectator in the court room was Rev. 
N. H. Harriman, formerly associated 
with the defendant, but who has _re- 
cently repudiated the latter’s teach- 
ings. 

Two weeks ago sic indict-nents were 
handed down by the grand jury, the 
first of which charged manslaughter 
and the others cruelty to children. It 
was thought probable that Sandford 
would be the first arraigned on the 
charge of manslaughter. This indict- 
ment alleged that Sandford “did kill 
and slay” one Leander Bartlett, 14 
years old, at Shiloh, in January, 1903, 
by failing to provide him with proper 
food, care, medicine und medical at- 
tendance while the boy was sick, his dis- 
ease being dipththeria. 

Sandford, however, was tried on one 
of the other indictments, which recite 
that he is guilty of cruelty to children, 
in causing Leander Bartlett, John Sand- 
ford, his own son, aged 6, and three 
children of Jobn Swart, aged, re- 


spectively, 7 months, 24% years and 4 
years at the time of the alleged offense, 
to go without food and drink for 72 
hours. 

These cases arise from certain re- 
ligious observan7es on the part of Sand- 
ford and his following at Shiioh. Itis 
part of Sandford’s religious belief that 
doctors shuld not be called to the sick. 
It is also part of his belief that fasts 
are necessary {n following the teachings 
of the scriptures, and that they should 
extend to children. 


Two Presidential Aspirants 

Chicago, Feb. 4—At the meeting of 
the Democratic state central committee 
presidential aspirations of William R. 
Hearst and Congressman Williams. It 
was claimed by the friends of Hearst 
that a poll of the congressional dis- 
trict commiiteemen showed that he 
would have 20 delegates to the national 
convention, while they were willing to 
concede 12 to Williams. On the other 
hand, the adherents of Williams were 
assured of the solid delegation from 
Uiilois. 


Anthony Certificate Rejected 

Topeka, Feb. 4.—The secretary of 
state refused to accept the certificate 
of nomination tendered by D. H. 
Anthony, Jr., of Leavenworth, who 
was nominated for congress by one ot 
the factions in the Republican conven- 
tion of the First congressional district. 
The certificate of Congressman Curtis, 
who was nominated by the opposing 
faction for re-election, was accepted.

Chicago, Feb. 4—Cash No. 2 red 
whet sold on the board of trade at $1 
a bushel, two carloads changing hands 
at that price.

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FARMERS’ CORPORATION 


Milk Producers Plan to Deal 
Directly With Retailers 


Boston, Feb. 4—The removal of the 
milk distributing business from the 
hands of the contractors in Boston is 
contemplated by the decision of the 
New England Milk Producers’ asso- 
ciation to form a corporation to handle 
the product of their dairies and thereby 
itself contrel the market. This agree- 
ment was reached after a long discus- 
sion, in which it was brought out that 
the contractors now are receiving a 
part of the profit which might remain 
with the farmers. Another reason ad- 
vanced for incorporation was that the 
producers and the contractors frequent- 
ly are in disagreement as to what price 
farmers shall! be paid for their milk, and 
the proposed corporation would elimi- 
pate this. The plan of forming a cor- 
poration will be worked out in detail by 
a committee of seven which was ap- 
Pointed for that purpose. 

About 35,000 cans of milk now enter 
Boston by rail every day, and the b=lief 
Was expressed that the farmers with 
25,000 cans of this supply pledged to 
the new company would practically 
have a monopoly of the business. ‘The 
Plan takes in a capitalization of $250,- 
000, to be divided into 25,000 shares of 
$10 each. It is planned that the com- 
pany shall sell the milk directly to re- 
tail dealers and city milkmen. 


Wakefield Postmaster Secure

port that the postmaster at Wakefield, 
Mass., was liable to reduction of salary 
and perhaps of dismissal on account of 
the sale of stamps or use outside the 
town.

In merry England several centuries 
égo there lived a young girl who, 
though she belonged to the most aristo- 


cratic family im England, was not 
brought up with proper care. Her 


mother died when Katherine was in 
early childlsod, and she was turned 
over to an old dowager duchess. In 
the duchess’ splendid mansion she was 
left with the waiting women and occu- 
pied the sleeping apartments common 
to them all. Here temptation was 
thrown in her way, especially by two 
of these women, Dorothy Berwicke and 
Mary Lassells. The former led the lit- 
tle girl just coming to womanhood into 
an intrigue with her music teacher, 
Henry Manox, while Mary Lassells led 
her into another with Francis Dérham, 
a member of the household troop of 
Katherine’s uncle, a powerful duke. 

Derham succeeded in persuading 
Katherine to become betrothed to him. 
A troth plight, as it was called in those 
days, was equivalent to a marriage 
and so recognized by the church. Der- 
ham called her “wife,” and she called 
him “husband.” In time this relation- 
ship was discovered by the dowager 
duchess, who, after giving Katherine a 
beating, placed her under duress, The 
matter was hushed up; the women who 
had fostered the intimacy were sent 
away, while Derham fled from the 
blight he had brought upon one of the 
noblest famiJies in England, escaping 
to Ireland. There he shipped with 
pirates. 

Katherine had only now 
womanhood and, having been freed 
from her evil associates, became re- 
markable for her modest and maidenly 
deportment. Derham returned and en- 
deavored to renew his intimacy with 
her, but Katherine would have nothing 
to do with him. 

Reports of Katherine’s attractions 
spread till they reached the court. Her 
family, indeed her relationship by blood 
to the royal houge of England, render- 
ed her fully eligible to an appointment 
in the royal service, and she was made 
maid of honor to the queen. The king 
noticed and admired her. Then he be- 
gan to pay her attention, and she be- 
came the queen’s rival. At last the 
queen was divorced, and Katherine be- 
came queen of England. 

Meanwhile Derham had vanished, 
while: Dorothy Berwicke, Mary Las- 
sells and the others who had known of 
Katherine’s temptations and their re- 
sults were scattered. But no sooner 
was it known that she was to become 
queen than these birds of prey began 
to hover over the woman they had 
ruined as a child. One of the women 
wrote her demanding to be taken into 
her service, and Katherine did not dare 
refuse her. Manox, who had first 
tampered with her, became one of the 
royal musicians, and the terrible cord

‘that was drawing about her was at 


last knotted by Derham’s receiving an 
appointment in her suit. 

Mysterious reports about the queen’s 
past life began to be circulated, but the 
king, who was desperately in love with 
her, either did not hear or ignored 
them. In those days Catholic and Prot- 
estant were struggling for the mas- 
tery, and it was not possible that any 
scandal about the queen shouNi escape 
the opposite party. Mary Lassells re- 
vealed the whole matter, and the king’s 
confidential minister informed his maJ- 
esty of the facts. He at first treated 
the accusation as a calumny designed 
for the destruction of the queen. Nev- 
ertheless he could not rest in doubt and 
took steps to know the truth. Derham 
was arrested on a charge of piracy. He 
acknowledged the troth plight of years 
before and that he and Katherine had 
lived as man and wife, but denied the 
slightest familiarity between them 
since her marriage with the king. 

Derham’s confession pierced the king 
to the heart and was the queen’s death 
warrant. Katherine was made a pris- 
oner, her household discharged and her 
glory taken from her. The king, who 
loved her devotedly, would have been 
glad to save her life, but there were 
reasons why it was not to her interest 
or to the interest of the realm. These 
reasons were magnified by those who 
were striving to get rid of one who had 
supplanted a former queen and was 
of a different religion. The king in his 
desire to save her from the block en- 
deavored to force her to acknowledge 
her precontract with Derham, for the 
Church of Rome allowed no divorce ex- 
cept in precontract. But Katherine 
would not admit this troth plight, and, 
since she could not be divorced, there 
was no way of severing her matrimo- 
nial status except by execution. 

Katherine was‘transferred tothe Tow- 
er of London, that prison of so many 
political offenders and objects of the 
displeasure of the sovereign. Two days 
after the royal assent to her execution 
she was led to the scaffold. There was 
great dissatisfaction on the part of the 
people at her illegal execution, for even 
in those barbarous days the laws of 
England provided that no one should 
be put to death without a fair and open 
trial, which had been denied Kather- 
Ine. She was led like a sheep to the 
slaughter without being permitted to 
make any defense. She submitted to 
the headsman’s stroke with meekness 
and courage. 

Many others suffered a like fate, but 
Aone so well deserved as Derham, who 
was hanged and quartered. 

Such is the story of Katherine How- 
ard, Henry VIIIL.’s fifth queen. Nr 
more touching example, certainly no 
more notable one, of the consequences 
of being unprotected from evil influ 
ences, has ever been enacted. The fact 
as laid down in this brief sketch have 
been taken from history, not an inci- 
dent having been changed nor one add- 
e@ The story is a subject for a great 
moral drama and worthy of a genius 
in the handling.

That grinning matches were an ac 
cepted form of sport in early English 
days is shown by an advertisement an- 
nouncing a gold ring to be grinned for 
by men on Oct: 9 at the Swan, Coleshill 
heath, in Warwickshire, which appear- 
ed in the Post-Boy of Sept. 11 and 117, 
1711, supplemented by the suggestion 
that all the country fellows within ten 
miles of the Swan should grin an hour 
or two in their glasses every morning 
in order to qualify themselves for this 
extraordinary competition. 

Addison gives a detailed account of 
one of these “controversies of faces,” 
telling us that the audience unanimous- 
ly bestowed the ring on a cobbler, who 
“produced several new grins of his own 
invention, having been used to cut 
faces for many years together over his 
last.”

Tension In Japan Increased by 


Russia’s Slowness 


SIGNS POINTING TO WAR 


Opinion at Port Arthur That 
United States Millionaires Will 
Be the Gainers In the Far East 
In the Event of Hostilities 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 4—Minister 
Kurino denies that the foreign office has 
given him an intimation of the nature 
of Russia’s reply to Japan. The 
Japanese Jegation is without advices in- 
dicativg important developments in 
Japan, but it is admitted that the long 
delay in the response, coupled v ith the 
reports of Russian military activity, 
are doubtless increasing the tension and 
gravity of the situation in Japan. 

The strain here is manifested by the 
continuous semi-panicky condition of 
the bourse. The payers still hope for 
peace, but they show a more sceptical 
tone. The Russ, decluring that in spite 
of alarmist rumors it does not think 
there will be war, on the ground that 
there is nothing in the negotiations to 
warrant war, welcomes the warnings to 
Japan in the French press.which, The 
Russ says, has lost patience with the 
malicious campaign which prevents a 
peaceful settlement, and regrets that 
hitherto the continental press has done 
nothing to check the agitation in the 
British newspapers. ‘The paper says 
that if the newspaper exaggerations 
had been eliuinated there Was ho rea- 
son Why the negotiations should not al- 
ready have reached a peaceful settle 
ment. The situation, The Russ adds, is 
now acute, but may not resultin war. 

The Novee Vremya’s correspondent, 
who has just arrived at Port Arthur, 
telegraphs an interesting description of 
his journey and the awful winter condi- 
tions in Manchuria, including 47 de- 
grees of frost, little snow and whirl- 
winds sweeping clouds of dust across 
the yellow, treeless wastes. He says: 

“Crowds of wrinkled, filthy China- 
men assembled at the stations and 
among them, like young oaks, towered 
the stalwart Russian frontier guards, 
with pale, energetic faces and wearing 
sheepskin hats.” 

The correspondent expected to find 
busy war preparations at Port Arthur, 
but instead there was “no fever, no loud 
talk, no hurried movements, but 
majestic Russia attending to her soy- 
ereign’s ‘vork in calm confidence.” 

The conviction prevailing was that 
there would be no war, which was uot 
desired, although there was “undeni- 
able evidence that a secret enemy was 


systematically endeavoring to hurry 
Japan into hostilities.” 
The correspondent also says: “If 


there is war, the opinion prevails at 
Port Arthur that the United States, 
which for years has been preparing to 
mouopolize the trade of the far east, 
will be the gainer. The Japanese will 
be tood for powder. Over their pros- 
trate bodies America will get a foot- 
hold on the Asiatic continent, and 
eventually her millionaires will get the 
Chinese viceroys under thelr thumbs 
and American machinery wi!l convert 
Asia into a factory which will swamp 
the west with the products of Chinese 
cheap labor, exclude Europe from the 
Pacific and leave her the prey to the 
yampire—socialism.” 


Grave Situation Realized 

London, Feb. 4.—Baron Hayashi, 
Japanese minister to Great Britain, de- 
scribes the situation in the far east as 
“certainly very threatening,” but says 
that everything depends upon Russia’s 
reply. “It is highly improbable,” the 
minister says, “that Russia will make 
any aggressive move before the Japan- 
ese government Las received and con- 
sidered the Russian reply. What Russia 
wishes to do is toe throw the responsi- 
bility of taking the initiative upon 
Japan,” 


War “Instigated by Yankees” 

London, Feb. 4.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph 
quotes from the Nov.« Vremya a bitter 
editorial attack upon the United States 
which he supposes to be an outcome of 
the dispatch of American consuls te 
Mukden and Antung. The WNvvo2 
Vremya accuses the United Statos of a 
desire to win the hegemony of the en- 
tire globe and exclude Europe from the 
far eastera market and declares: “If, 
as it seems likely, war breaks sut, it 
will kave been instigated by the 
Yankees with their utilitarian views.” 


Has Not Heard of War 

London, Feb. 4.—Just before the 
adjournment of the night session of the 
house of commons, a member asked the 
government whether it had any infor- 
mation concerning the rumor that Rus- 
sia had declared war. To this question 
Home Secretary Douglas replied; 
“None whatever.” 


England as Peace Preservyer 


Paris, Feb. 4.—The Matin this morn- 
ing quotes what it terms a “high Eng- 
lish authority” for the following state- 
ment: “If Japan seeks to begin war by 
rejecting Russia’s forthcoming __re- 
sponse, Great Britain will use all her 
influence to hold her back.” 


For Stealing $187,000 
Cleveland, Feb. 4.—George A. Rose, 
late cashier of the Produce Exchange 
bank, who confessed to embezzling 
$187,000 of the bank’s funds, was sen-

HAD PERILOUS TRIP 
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Gloucester Schooner 

Gloucester, Mass., Feb. 5.—Captain 
Vincent Nelson and his crew of four 
men of the abandoned Gloucester fish- 
ing schooner Fernwood arrived here 
last eveniag. The Fernwood belonged 
to the frozen herring fleet and became 
imprisoned in the ice packs that gath- 
ered around the Bay of Islands on the 
western coast of Newfoundland. After 
an imprisonment of several weeks, 
Captain Nelson realized that it would 
be impossible to release or save the 
Fernwood. 

On Jan. 22 Nelson, accompanied by 
James Gilbert, Harry Rissis, J. P. 
Good and Harold Watson, who com- 
posed his crew, left the schooner and 
started over the ice floes to the New- 
| foundland coast, 12 miles distant. The 
| journey was a perilous one, and because 
j of the bitterly cold weather the five 

men suffered intense discomfort. The 
trip of 12 miles was accomplished In six 
hours. 

When the men reached the shore they 
discovered that their journey had just 
| begun. The nearest railway station 
was 52 miles distant. Nothing daunted, 
the five men immediately set out in an 
open sleigh, obtained from a fisher- 
man, across the stow-buried wilderness 
of Newfoundland. Three days were re- 
quired for this 52-mile journey and the 
men were forced to subsist on what- 
ever focd they could find on the way. 
At length the railway line was reached, 
and the Fernwood’e crew reached Port 
aux Basques. T'rom Port aux Basques 
the men crossed to North Sydney, C. B., 
and thence to Halifax and Yarmouth, 
sailing from the latter port for Boston, 
from whence they came to their 
homes.

POLITICS IN THE SENATE

Washington, Feb. 5.—The_ senate

A Religious Sisterhood Has 


eee of Mrs Maybrick 


A DUCHESS’ G00D OFFICES 


Through Her Efforts the Convict 
Was Given Six Months Outside 
Prison Walls In Which to Re- 
cuperate Before Release 


London, Feb. 5.—It is announced with 
authority that Mrs. Florence Maybrick 
is now iv a home in a distant part of 
England and under the care of a re 
ligious sisterhood. She has not been 
released, but to all intents and pur- 
poses her life now, compared to her ex- 
istence in Aylesbury prison, is that of 
a free woman. She will remain where 
she is until next July, when her pun- 
ishinent will be ended under the specia! 
license, und she will be allowed to go 
free, subject to the usual conditions 
governing tlcket-of-leave convicts, 

Tbe transfer of Mrs. Maybrick from 
a@ penal prison to a quiet country home 
consiitutes an almost unprecedented 
action on the part of the authorities. 
It was due to the mediation of Adeline 
Marie, Duchess of Bedford, who, as a 
visitor to Aylesbury prison for many 
years, bas taken a keen personal! inter- 
est in Mrs. Maybrick and finally suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the mitigation of 
her punishment to the extent of belng 
allowed to spend the last six months of 
her confinement outside the prison 
walls. 

The home office several months ago 
agreed to meet the request of the 
Duchess of Bedford, although it {m- 
posed u pledge of secrecy. Therefore, 
in order to permit her hair to grow out 
again and for the recuperatiou of her 
health, Mrs. Maybrick was quletly 
transferred to this private institution 
where, although she Is stiil actually a 
convict under a life sentence, she lives 
unknown and unnoticed and in a free- 
dom that belies her real status. 

The mystery with which this change 
in Mrs. Maybrick’s situation was af- 
fected excited the keenest Interest here 
and gave rise to pumeraeus stories that 
she had been released. ‘These, as pre- 
viously stated, are utterly without 
foundation. Her exact whereabouts is 
guarded with extraordinary secrecy for 
the purpose of preventing criticism of 
the government for having taken the 
foregoing exceptional steps in her case.

May Come to United States 

Washington, Feb. 5.—In view of the 
suggestion that has been made in the 
press to the effect that Mrs. Maybrick, 
when released from prison, will not be 
permitted to land in the United States 
on the ground that she has been a con- 
vict, it is learned that that issue prob- 
ably will be avoided by the simple de- 
vice of taking out a passport from the 
United Stites embassy in London. 
While the doctrine is not absolutely set- 
tled, the state department practice has 
been to admit the right of an American 
woman who has married an allen to re- 
gain her citizenship in America on the 
death of her husband by a mere asser- 
tion of her desire so todo. Mrs. May- 
brick therefore may come into the 
United States as an Americen citizen. 


Uruguayan Rebels Winning 

Washington, Feb. 5.—Cable advices 
to the stute department indicate a very 
serious state of affairs in Uruguay. It 
is reported that the government forces 
were defeated by the revolutionists and 
that in, their retreat the government 
forces left their wounded and their 
guns on the field. They have fallen 
back on Montevideo, the capital. The 
diplomatic corps has been called to ineet 
at the American legation to discuss the 
situation. 


Cotton Takes a Big Drop 
New Orleans, Feb.5.—About the worst 
break in the history of cotton future 
trading in New Orleans occurred when 
on vague War rumors prices were sent 
dov-n until they were from 106 to 160 
points lower than the close of Wednes- 
day and May was $9a bale cheaper. 
Hundreds of thousands of bales of cot- 
ton were thrown into the ring and the 

sellers exceeded buyers ten to one.

It is intimated in certain unotticial 
quarters tha. if Japan should offer a 
counter-proposal that Russia guarantee 
China's Manchurian treaties, irrespec- 
tive of the ultimate sovereignty of the 
province, there might be a chance of 
reaching such a compromise. 

It is argued that this 
wouid safeguard the existing 
mercial interests of all the powers in 
Manchuria and it is contended that if 
Japan demands more in the last resort, 
this would betray to the world her 
ulterior ambitions on the continent of 
Asia, which would be inimical to the 
interests of not only Russia, but of the 
very powers which now syinpathize 
with Japan. 

Much anxiety and doubt prevail here 
with regard to the future, but one 
thing is certain—Ruasia will not declare 
war nor will she initiate nostile action 
if the negotiations break down. Rus- 
sia will remain quiescent until attacked. 

The announcement that the Japanese 
authorities had postponed the war im- 
post until next April fs interpreted 
favorably here.

As to Taxes. 


= The editorial paragraph in the Herald 


on Tuesuay referring to Prof. Van 
Holst’s honest return to theassessors of 
Chicago of personal property subject to 
taxation has set people thinking. We 
have reason to believe, and bad reason 
to believe before, that his willingness 
to deal honestly with assessors was not 
unique. 

A correspondent who ought to know 
the facts says that Dr. William Everett 
of Quincy makes out his own statement 
aud allows himself to be taxed on per- 
sonal property to the value of $70,750, 
while other citizens who are presumed 
to have much larger wealth of the same 
kind are assessed for much less tban 
one-tenth of that sum, although some 
of them make far louder professions of 
public spirit and devotion to the public 
welfare, 

It is not unlikely that many other 
places could tell a story of similar sig- 
nificance. Men who shirk their just 
burden of taxation do not consider, as 
they ought todo, that by as much as 
they fall short of contributing their 
rightful share to the tax collector they 
are defrauding those who are more 
conscientions.—Herald.

THE LITERARY WORLD. | 


Ellen Glasgow’s Humorous Expe- 
rience—New Bust of Chaucer. 
(Special Correspondence.) 

Boston, Feb, 2.—Miss Ellen Glasgow, 
the author of “The Deliverance,” has 
three sisters whe are devotedly inter- 
ested in her work. This interest reach- 
ed a climax during the writing of “The 
Deliverance.” Miss Glasgow had given 
her sisters an outline of the story, and 
it appealed to them strongly. When 
she writes she locks herself in her den, 
a small room in the Glasgow home at 
Richmond, Va. After she had finished 
a chapter she allowed her sisters to 
read it. As the story developed they 
became absorbed. They could scarcely 
wait from day to day to learn the prog- 
ress of the novel. As the story grew 
they camped outside Miss Glasgow’s 
room, and when she came out after a 
hard morning’s work there was a wild 
scramble for the freshly written sheets. 


Gelett Burgess, who has just brought 
out a new book of “goops” in this coun- 
try, spent some time in England while 
he was producing his circular people, at 
the same time writing stories for the 
English periodicals. “One day,” he 
says, “when I was at the National Lib- 
eral club with Harold Frederic, who 
was drinking variously colored bever- 
ages, playing billiards and entertaining 
callers, all at the same time, I was in- 
troduced to some dozen men by Mr. 
Frederic, beginning with Charley Hoyt 
and ending with Maurice Maeterlinck. 
These two men were in the room at the 
same time, and it would perhaps be dif- 
ficult to offer a more glaring antithesis 
than the author of ‘A Hole In the 
Ground’ and the author of ‘Pelleas and 
Melisande.’ But to make the occasion 
forever memorable Hoyt leaned over to 
Harold Frederic and said, looking to- 
ward Maeterlinck, ‘Say, do you know I 
don’t care much for that man’s plays, 
but I guess I like ’em about as well as 
he likes mine.’ ” 


Henry Seton Merriman, or, to give 
him his proper name, Hugh Stowell 
Scott, the novelist, who succumbed re- 
cently, like Frank Norris, to an at- 
tack of appendicitis, was probably the 
least known, in a personal sense, of 
any English writer. He was almost 
a recluse. ‘To his last days, moreover, 
he could not get over being amused 
at the homage he received from his 
more ardent admirers. He was fully 
conscious of the ridiculousness of being 
called “famous” or “great,” knowing 
full well that he was no more than an 
entertaining story teller. His father 
frowned upon his early literary aspi- 
rations and secured him a position at 
sloyd’s shipping agency. It was di- 
rectly due to his father’s prejudice that 
the son wrote his first books anony- 
mously, later assuming the name by 
which he has since become so widely 
known. He did not acknowledge the 
authorship of any of his books until 
after his father’s death.

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ITHIN six hours after the new} 
general manager issued his fa-| 
mous “dry” order it was the} 
most discussed subject on the | 
division.

Women are not regarded as of much ac- 
count in Korea. To work for their 
masters and te amuse them are their 
principal duties in life. In addition to 
his many wives the emperor has a fine 
assortment of dancigg women, many of 


dancing women are perhaps the best 
looking women of Korea, where femi- 
nine beauty is not abundant, though 
the men are generally tall, straight and 
handsome. 
graceful and resembles that of the 
Japanese. The feet are scarcely moved 
at all, the body swaying to the music. 
The dress of the nobles at court is very 
costly, and their silken robes are beau- 
tifully embroidered and decked with 
gems. The hat ia the most curious part 
of the uniform, a transparent “topper” 
made of gauze with wings on it and 
always worn except while the owner is 
sleeping. 

The recognized religion of Korea is 
Buddhism of a rather debased form. 
The priests are men of importance and 
of reputed piety. They dress in black

gray or dark slate, but almost invaria- 
bly wear black trousers, thus making 


a decided contrast to the ordinary citi- 
zen, whose dress is white or brown. In 
the ports many religions flourish. In 


fact, the toleration is remarkable. Dev- 
il worship has crept into the religion of 
the majority until it has greatly cor- 
rupted it, and shrines of innumerable 
gods are omnipresent. 

Korea is rich in minerals, which, witb 
the fertile fields between the lofty 
mountains and the fisheries of the 
coast, will give the country a position 
in the commercial world as soon as it 
is opened up. The Japanese are build- 


ing a railroad from Fusan, on the 
southeast coast, to Seoul, while the 
Korean government has surveyed a 


road from Seoul to Wiju, on the Yalu 
river, which will be a continuation of 
the Japanese railway. When complet- 
ed the system will traverse the entire 
empire from north to south. The Jap- 
anese road was projected and partially 
finished by a private company, but 
with the rising of the war cloud the 
Japanese government assumed control 


/and is rushing work rapidly in order 


to have as much of the road as possi- 
ble ready for the use of troops if war 
is declared. Fusan is almost directly 
across the strait of Korea from Naga- 
gsaki, whence the Japanese transports 
may sail, and is also opposite Saseho, 
the home port of the Japanese fleet. 
In addition to the Fusan-Seoul road 
there is the short road from Chemulpo 
to Seoul, already mentioned, which in 


| a clash the Russians are likely to make 


use of, as it is but a short sail from 
Port Arthur. In the event of war part 
of the Russian army will probably 
cross the Yalu at Wiju and march on 
Seoul along the line of the projected 
railroad. Large bodies of Russian in- 
antry are already on the border await- 
ing the word to advance.

BALTIMORE'S 


AWFUL FIRE 


firemen Battling With Flames 
Which Are Beyond Control 


MANY BLOCKS DESTROYED 


an Unavailing Effort to Check | 


Conflagration Raging In the 
Business Section of the City-- 
Other Cities Respond to Calls 
For Fire Fighting Apparatus-- 
A Loss of $100,000,000 


Baltimore, Feb. 8.—The business see- 
tion of the city, comprising some of the 
finest buildings in America, is in ruins. 
The loss will exceed $100,000,000. The 
awful conflagration, which hus raged 
since 11 o'clock Sunday morning, is still 


beyond control. Nothing like it has 


been witnessed in this country since the 
great Chicago fire. 

3usiness blocks, hotels and public 
buildings have been wiped out by the 
score. Dozens have been blown up by 
dynamite to stay the fiumes. <A pall of 
smoke and ciuders covers the whole 
city. 

The postoffice building is now burn- 
ing, also the $4.500,000 court house. 
The Holliday street theatre has been 
| blown up with dynamite and the United 
States Express offices and central office 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad are 
burned. Both The Sun building ard 
The Ameriean, direcfly across the 
street, have been dynamited. 

The entire staff of the Baltimore Sun 
was transferred to Washington and that 
paper wil! be issued by the use of the 
plant of Ihe Evening Star. Estimates 
of the area burned, made by The Sun 
staff, place it at between 235 and 3 
blocks, all of which is the business sec- 
tion of the city. 

The tire broke out shortly before 11 
o’clock in the morning in the vholesale 
dry goods store of John FR. Hurst & 
Co. on Hopkins place, in the heart of 
the business district. with a series of 
loud explosions which were heard in re- 
mote varts vf the city, and spread with 
fearful rapidity. 

In a half hour there were a dozen big 
warehouses in tbe wholesale dry goods 
and notions district burning fiercely. 
‘rhe entire city fire department was 
called out, but was utterly powerless 
to check the spread of the flames, which 
were aided by high winds, and by noon 
there were savage firea in at least 30 
big warehouses and the conflagration 
was steadily eating its way into blocks 
east, west and south. Building after 
building fell a prey to the flames, and 
apparently there was no check to the 
onward sweep of destruction. 

On Bultimore street the .block be- 
tween Liberty and Sharp was soon 
ablaze, then came the next block east 
to Hanover, and after that the block on 
the south side to Charles street broke 
out into fiuames, the Consolidated Gas 
company’s building and Oehm’s Acme 
hall burning flercely. 

Meanwhile there were stores north 
of Baltimore street being similarly con- 
sumed. Muliin’s hotel caught and other 
buildings near it. West of Liberty 
street, on the south side of Baltisaore, 
the block was doomed, and the big 
Baltimore Bargain House also caught. 

Down in Hopkins place, where the 
conilagration started, Hurst’s building 
and the other wholesale houses on both 
sides of the street crumbled and fell. 

The big dry goods houses of Daniel 
Miller & Sons, anti R. M. Sutton & Co. 
were soon aflame, and along German, 
east and west from the Hurst building, 
there were a dozen buildings burning 
and scores more threatened. ‘The snec- 
tacle of ruin and destruction from any 
point in these doomed blocks was some- 
thing appalling. 

Mass & Kemper’s big wholesale store 
on Baltimore street quickly succumbed 
to the flames and the walls fell witha 
crash that was heard for squares. The 
Hurst building was utterly destroyed, 
not even a wall 10 fect high being left 
standing, and was apparently the centre 
of the cau!dron, from whence the flames 
radiated over the doomed neighhor- 
hood. 

On Hopkins place the Hopkins Sav-

large building owned by fhe William 
Koch Importing company, which was 
tlso quickly destroyed. 

Across the street the Stanley & 
Brown Drug company’s building was 
quickly In ruins, while fronting on the 
Baltimore street side of this block were 
the Roxbury Rye Distilling compaay, 
the building occupied by Si!berman & 
Todes, the house of Allen Sons, which 
had hardly beer completed, while next 
to it was the establishm2nt of Moses & 
Co. On the corner was the building oc- 
cupied by Sugar & Shear and several 
other smaller concerns. All of these 
were swallowed in flame, and in fact, 
the whole. block was nothing but a 
cauldron of fire. 

At 1:30 o'clock Mullin’s hotel, a 
seven-story structure, was in flames 
from garret to cellar and the great 
height and narrowness acted as a flue, 
rbonverting the doomed building into a 
huge torch. All the guests of the hotel 
had been ordered cit of the building 
shortly after the fire broke out in 
Hirst’s place. ‘There was no panic or 
confusion and no one was injured. 

Though every bit of fire-fighting ap- 
paratus in the city was called into 
requisition as the flames continued to 
spread the firemen realized that they 
had a tack before them which was too 
great for them to combat. Telegrams 
for fire engines were sent to Washing- 
ton and Philadelphia and about 1 
o'clock six «ngines arrived from Wash- 
ington and four from Philadelphia and 
joined in the battle with the flames. 
Aid was also asked from New York and 
Chief Croker promptly responded. 

Red hot cinders ignited tbe roof of 
Front street theatre and fo: a time it 
looked as though that structure would 
be burned. ‘The building is at least a 
half mile from the main conflagration 
and the fact that the roof caught froin 
falling cin lers shows to what distance 
the fiery rain fell. Tho blaze was ex- 
tinguished. 

Eagines from stations in Baltimore, 
Howard, Anne Arundel and Hartford 
counties also arrived as soon «s 
sible, some, { the apparatus travelilnz 
a distunce CG. 30 miles and more. 

At 3 o'clock a tremendous explosion 
of about 150 barrels of whiskey stored 
in the upper floors of 24 Hanover street 
hurls tons of burning matter across the 
street onto the roofs of the buildings 
opposite which the firemen were drench- 
ing with water ina vain hope of making 
Hanover street the eastern boundary 
line of the conflagration. The flames 
quivered for a few moments under the 
water but soon ate into the buildings 
on the east side. 

Two truck wagons caught fire and 
were consumed and an engine wus 
buried by falling walls, the firemen flee- 
ing for their lives. The whole city was 
notified of the conflagration by a ter- 
rifie explosion which occurred some 
minutes after 11 o'clock. A _ sharp, 
splitting roar went up with reverberut- 
ing thunder. This was followed by a 
peculiar whistiing noise, like that made 
by a shrill wird. 
crash soon occurred and dense columns 
of cinders and smexe shot up over the 
central section of the city and in a huge 
brown column moved rapidly toward 
the northeast. Borne on the strong 
southeast wind, the column of smoke, 
blazing cinders and even pieces of tin 
1o.fing. spread over the centre of the 
city and a rain of cinders fell, 
felling pedestrians to dodge red-hot 
pleces of wood. 

Two more explosions followed and 
thousands of people hurried to thascens 
of the fire. Of all the spectators, com- 
paratively few saw the fire itself. Uhey 
could not set within half a block of it, 
Even the policemen guarding tha ap- 
proaches to the fire had to repeatedly 
shift their positions and dodge falling 
cinders. Pieces of tin six by elght feet 
square were lifted into the air by the 
terrific heat, sailed upward like paper 
kites and when they reached a point be- 
yond tha zcue of the most intense heat 
fell clattering to the streets. 

The firemen and police, who were 
obliged to stick to their dangerous posts, 
dodged into doorways for shelter from 
the rain of hot missiles. Crash after 
crash could be heard within the burn- 
ing district, but even the firemen could 
not tell from what building they pro- 
ceeded. 

In the seething furnace of flame all 
sense of the divection of location of the 
buildings was lost. Walls and floors 
fell with thunderous roars that echoed 
for blocks away. 

Hundreds of merchants and business 
men with offices in the threatened dis- 
trict were notified by watchmen and 
police. Nearly all took steps to have 
their books removed to a place of 
safety.

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Negotiations Between Japan 


and Russia Are Severed 


JAPS TAKE INITIATIVE 


Action Creates Surprise In View 
of Fact That It Was Taken 
While Russian Note Was In 
Tokio Ready For Delivery-- 
Japan Expresses Impatience at 
Long Delay and Is Expected 
to Sieze Korea Today 


St. Petersburz, Feb. 8.—Although 
the fear was general here that the pre- 
sentatiou of the Russian note to Japan 
might be followed by an act on the part 
of the Japanese government which 
would plunge the two countries into 
war, the startling action of Japan in 
severing diplon atic relations with Rus- 
sia before the actual delivery of the 
Russian note cawe like a bolt froma 
clear sky. 

It was believed that the receipt of the 
note might have unmasked an ulti- 


matum, but that Japan should sever dip- 
lomatic relations, a step little short of 
a declaration of war, was almost likea 
blow in the faca under the present 
circumstarces, and it is resented ac- 
cordingly. 

The news that at any moment Japan 


| has drawn the sword and that the first 


clash bas occurred would not be sur- 
prising. The events leading to Japan’s 
abrupt action have marched with great 
rapidity. Tne Russian note was al- 
ready in the hands of Baron de Rosen, 
Russian minister at J'’okio, for delivery 
to Baroa Komura, the Japanese for- 
eigu minister, when M. Kurino, the 
Japanese minister here, presented him- 
Pelf at the foreign office and informed 
Foreign Minister Lausdorff that his 
government, in yiew of the delays in 
connection with the Russian answer 
and the futility hitherto of the negotia- 
Uons, considered it useless to continue 
diplomatic relations aud would take 
such steps as li deemed proper for the 
protection of Japan's interests. In 
instructions therefore, 
ae asked for Lis passport. 

Exactly what else passed at this in- 
terview is not known, except that 
Count Lamsdorff expressed surprise 
and regret at the basty resolve of the 
mikado’s government. M. Kurino re- 
ceived his passports and after consult- 
ing with Mr. Scott, the British ambas- 
sador here, be returned to his legation, 
where the preparations for his de- 
parture had already commenced. 

Another version of the situation at 
the time M. Kurino notified Count 
Lamsdorff of the course his government 
had elected to pursue is that the Rus- 
rian repl; was not in the possession of 
3aron de Rosen, but in the telegraph 
office here awaiting transmission. 

Upon the disclosure of Japan's posi- 
tion the Russian authorities met the 
situation with great promptuess. I1- 
structions recalling Baron de Rosen 
were forthwith telegraphed, and he was 
directed to leave Tokio immediately. 
Count Lamsdorf’s official circular to 
the Russian representatives abroad, in- 
structing them to inform the govern- 
ment of the countries to which they 
are accredited of Japan's action, was 
then prepared. This circular was 
printed in The Official Messenger. 

With war imminent, orders have been 
given for a rigid censorship over all in- 
formation relating to naval and mill- 
tary movements. Preparations were 
also made for the czar’s journey to the 
ancient capital, Moscow, whers he goes 
in accordance with the traditional cus- 
tom of his forefathers to invoke divine 
guidance. While the imperial train fs 
passing to Moscow troops will tine every 
foot of the way. 

When a press representative called 
at the Japanese legation Xunday he 
found a scene of great confusion. Dur- 
ing the night, as if br magic, all the 
bronzes and 


j;ivories nad disappeared and the 
epacious salons were bare. M. Kurino 
entered the salon with his habitual 


quick and nervous step. His bloodshot 
eyes gave evidence that he had been a 
stranger to sleep, but he displayed the 
impassivity of his race and was with- 
out excitement. There was an air of 
firm resolution about him, however, 
which was the only noticeable change 
in his demeanor. 


JAPAN TIRED OF DELAY 


Her First Move Will Be Seizure 
of Korean Territory 

Tokio. Feb. 8.—The severance of dip- 
lomatie relations between Russia and 
Japan appears to be onlyastep toward 
war, although when the ministers of 
Russia and Japan withdraw from their 
respective posts quick and decisive ac- 
tion is expected. When Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Komura notified Baron 
fle Rosen, the Russian minister, of 
Japan’s determination to sever diplo- 
matic relations, he is reported to have 
declared to him that Japan is tired of 
Russia's delays, evasions and insin- 
cerity and has decided to take imnie- 
diate action for the preservation of 
Japan’s Oriental interests. 

During the fina] negotiations Japan's 
repeated requests for an answer were 


ee 


treated in a most unsatisfactory man- 
ner. Japan waited until convinced 
that it was useless to wait longer, and 
has now ended the discussien. The 
indications are that there will be no 
formal declaration of war. Japan will 
publicly define its position and purposes 
and the foreign oifice has prepared a 
new stat2ment. 

Japan will unquestionably  sieze 
Korea today, although Russia has pre- 
viously intimated that it would not in- 
terfere, in view of that country’s atti- 
tude developmer ts are eagerly awaited. 

Baron de Rosen, the Kussiaa minis- 
ter, has arranged to depart from ‘Tok.o 
Friday next. He will leave Japan on 
the French steamsbip Yarra, embark- 
ing at Yokohama. The Austro Hun- 
gariar minister, M. Dambro, will as- 
sume responsibility of the Kussian in- 
terest and take charge of the legation 
property. Many of Baron de Rosen's 
colleagues, including United States 
Minister Griscom and other friends, 
called ut the Russian Jegation and bade 
de Rosen and his staff furewell. 

Baron 43 Rosen is said to be se- 
tiously disappointed over the outcome 
of the negotiations. He strongly advo- 
cated and strove for peace in the earller 
stages of the negotiations. In the later 
stages his views were over-ridden at St. 
Petersburg and he merely followed in- 
structions. Personaliy, ce Resen is 
very pepular among his colleagues and 
many Japanese forget the clirewn- 
stances necessitating his departure. 

Minister Kurino has been instructed 
by the Japanese government to with- 
draw from St. Petersburg by Wed- 
nesday. 

The government preliminary esti 
mate places the emount of money which 
it is possible to reise by the sale of war 
bonds at $250,000,000. 


France Will Remain Neutral 

Paris, Feb. 8.—The attitude of France 
in the presence of the grave Russo- 
Japanese emergency is a subject of the 
deepest concrn among officials. Nat- 
urally no declaration officially laying 
down the governmental! policy is forth- 
coming, ulthough it is expected that M. 
Deleasse will soon make a statement iu 
the chamber of deputies clearly outlin- 
ing the French position and explaining 
the action taken by the French govern- 
ment te avert war. France will un- 
doubtedly waintain strict neutrality 
and she will endeavor in every way to 
keep free from all possible entangle- 
ments which might drew her into hos- 
tilitles. 

Public interest has been aroused to 
the highest pitch. The imminence of 
war is the universal theme in ull pub- 
Ne places. About the only tangibie in- 
dication that a chance still remains of 
averting war is the report that France 
and Great Britain will, at tie last no- 
ment, exercise a strong restruiniug in- 
fluence. Unfortunately, this report 
cannot be verified as the officials seem 
to believe Japan’s decisive-action has 
carried events beyond the point of ef- 
fective intervention. 


Washington Expects War 

Washington, Feb. 8—Wnhr between 
Russia and Japan is momentarily ex- 
pected in administration and diplomatic 
circles. Count Cassini, the Russianam- 
bassador, promptly on the receipt of a 
long cablegram from the Russian minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, drove to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Loomis, the acting secre- 
tary of state, and informed him of the 
dispatch received from the head of the 
Russian foreign office. 

The Russian ambassador and the 
Japanese minister here each expects to 
have a long conference with Secretary 
Hay today. The Russian and Japanese 
represe itatives here will observe out- 
ward courtesies when they meat, but 
will not exchange calls. 

It is stated the United States will 
observe strict neutrality in the trouble 
between Japan and Russia. 


Says Japan Was Moderate 

London, Feb. 8—The ‘Times this 
morning asserts that the Japanese de- 
mands were of a moderation that will 
astonish the world when they are dis- 
closed. Japan did not even ask Russia 
to promise to move a single soldier from 
Manchuria or to renounce a single right 
in Manchuria. 

The Daily Graphic, dealing with this 
saine subject, asserts that the original 
draft of the treaty submitted to Russia 
was drawn up by Baron KXomura in con- 
sultation with Baron de Rosen. 


Hostilities Almost Certain 

London, Feb. 8.—Such expressions 
as “the possibility of avoiding hostili- 
ties” receives scant attention here and 
nobody believes but that fighting will 
begin almost immediately. 

The British press displays a very full 
appreciation of the delicate and difticult 
problem facing the governinent, owing 
to the alliance with the Japanese, and 
much questioning is indulged in as to 
whether the ministers have fully 
weighed their responsibilities. 


{ Will Not Accept Mediation 

Paris, Feb. 8.—The Figaro publishes 
a statement that M. Motono, the Japan- 
ese minister, says Japan will not accept 
an offer of mediation from whatever 
eource it might come. 


Hanna Somewhat Weaker 

Washington, Feb. 8—Senator Hanna 
passed Sunday without any radical 
change in his condition. His extreme 
Weakness was more marked than here- 
tofore and his teinperature was a lit- 
tle nigher. Those attending him, how- 
ever, insist there is nothing significant 
in these conditions and that there are 
we developinents on which to change 
Maric expressed belief that the outlook 
is hopeful for the senator's recovery.

FAGES HIS GRITIGS 


President Eliot Delivers Ad- 
dress to Union Men 
Lt 


MUCH GOOD IN UNIONS 


Controverts Their Policies, How- 
ever, as Well as Those of Em- 
ployers’ Associations--Upholds 


“Scab” as a Type of Hero 


3oston, Keb. S—Historic Faneuil 
hall never witnessed in recent years so 
remarkable a session as yesterday after- 
noon when Charies W. Eliot, president 
of Harvard university, often the object 
of scathiag censure from the iabor 
unions, met from the platform the 


union men of Boston, gave them his 
views on the labor question and an- 


swered frankly a volley of leading ques- 
tious from delegates present. 

There was not a trace of bitterness 
in the meeting. Every man accorded 
Harvard's president a hearty welcome 
and his replies to questions excited as 
much applause aes did the «guestions 
themselves, 

Without a’ trace of hesitation, never 
a halt in his voice, he appeared to frame 
his answers to questions so easily and 
vet succinctly that he fairly amazed the 
big audienc® with bis eloquence. 

His address, boldly controverting the 
policies of Leth labor unions and em- 
ployers’ associutions, declaring that the 
democratic spirit of America would 
never allow the long continuance of two 
monopolistic combinations, was no Jess 
frank than his declaretion that ‘the 
scab was a fair type of moderna hero.” 

His answer to Delezate Foster that 
there was no such thing as peaceful 
picketing in ‘in-e of strike called down 
his strong condemnation of picketing, 
declaring it to be a form of violence 
which he most strongly condemned in 
laber unions. 

The two points which President Ellot 
most strongiy urged, both in bis speech 
and his answers to questions, were that 
the unions impaired the efficiency of a 
man by the institution of an arbitrarily 
fixed wage, and that denying the right 


of a non-union man to work was an 
abridgement of persoual liberty, dls- 


tasteful to democracy. 

President Eliot found much to com- 
inend in labor vrions. In reply to Mr. 
Foster he stated that he did not belleve 
that unions should disband, and that be 
believed many of the humane measures 
introduced in recent years in employ- 
ments were due to the unions. He 
declared that tit employers’ associa- 
tions and the labor unions were pre- 
cisely in the same class, both monop- 
Clies, and tended to des*roy competition, 
which should be the lite of a democracy. 
He declarad that these combinations 
tended strongly toward dividinz Amer- 
ican society into classes, and that was a 
very dangercus proceedinz: 

The speaker had his remedies for the 
situation existing in the labor world. 
Steadiness of employment, sliding 
wage seale, common interest ane friend- 
ly relations ot employer and employe, a 
share of the profits for employes, phased 
on an expert examination of the ew- 
ployer’s books, a voice in the discipline 
of the werks for the employes and pen- 
sion for long service. 

Out of this he declared would come 
the settlement of disputes by discussion 
and free competition both for employers 
and workmen. 

At the corelusion of the address 
President Eliot answered questions. 
‘The right to ask questions of the speak- 
er was confined to the delegates of the 
Boston Central Labor union. ¥Follow- 
ing are a few of the questions put to 
President Eliot and his answers to 
them: 

“Are you still of the opinion, as you 
have been quoted, that the ‘scab’ is a 
zood type of the modern hero?” 

“Heroes are pot always popular, 
neither are ‘scabs’ and strike-broeakers. 
I ein foresd to distinguish between the 
two classes. These men have heroic 
qualities, otherwise they would not dare 
to face the opposition, wrath and ocea- 
sional personal violence which awnits 
them, To my mind the ‘seab’ isa nan 
who works at his own trade during a 
strike. He does so for the sole purpose 
of providing a living for Limself and bis 
family. The ¢trike-breaker 1s more 
‘ike a mercenary soldier. He does not 
always belong to the craft at which he 
works. He is employed during a strike 
4S a means of defense. But the fact 
that he is mercenary anda hireling does 
not detract from herojec qualities. I am 
still of the opinion that I have pre- 
viously expressed.” 

“Would you advise the wage-earner 
to abandon the trades unions, as at 
present constituted, and rely on those 
forces which, you say, make for greater 
intelligence and efficiency for the get- 
tlement of the industrial issue?” 

“No, I should not. I should advise a 
change in some of the objects now in- 
sisted oa in tradesunions. By no means 
abandon the organization.” 

“Can we gain the conditions we are 
after when, under the ‘open shop,’ we 
are forced to compete with those who 
do not care for such gocd conditions as 
we want?” 

“{ do not knuw whether the 

hop’ is a good thing. Perhans the 
right sort of competition is between 
shops that are all-union and shops that 
are all non-vnion; but competition and 
freedom for a man to Jcin a union or not 
to join it, to work as a non-union wan 
if he prefers to, I believe to be es- 
Sential to true individual personal lih- 
erty which a democracy ought to pro- 
vide,”

Apparently there is but one cause for | 
gladness and that is that there are no} 
homeless. The residence section of the 
city escaped. This phase of the situa- 
tion relieved the officials from any 
thought other than the saving of prop- 
eriy. 

At 2p. m. {t was predicted the flames 
would be held in check at the Union 
docks and prevented from leaping Jones 
Falls and placing the entire city east of 
there in jeopardy. At8o’clock that 
predicted was confirmed. A score of 
times flames were found lapping the 
sides of lumber piles in the east bank | 
of the falls. In some instances the lum- | 
ber was tossed into the falls and this | 
with similar measures stayed the on-| 
sweep of fire. 

Through the contest firemen were} 
handicapped by a gale which carried | 
burning brands far over the heads of 
the workers. But for the work of vol- | 
unteers in extinguishing these embers it 
is almost certain the burned area would | 
have been twice greater. | 

The city was carly placed under mar- | 
tial law and thus all danger of looting 
in the doomed district was eliminated. 
Genera! Corbin will be here today to 
take command of the federal troops. 
The presence of two regiments of} 
militia asan adjunct to the pollce, which 
were nugmented by details froin Phil- 
adelphia and Washington, resuited in 
the maintenance of the best of order. 

No one dares to guess what would 
have happened if the flames had jumped 
Jones Falls. The struggle Monday 
was with the one end of confining the 
fire to the west side of the muddy little 
stream. That this effort was success- 
ful is merely the resu!t of the fire burn- 
ing itself out, and coming in contact in 
front with the concentrated labors -of 
nearly 190 fire companies, aided by a 
powerful fire tug. 

Again and agnin the terrible heat, 
driven from the burning district across 
Jones Falls, ignited buildings and lum- 
ber piles.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSIONS

progress of the flames was continued | 
until the fire was under control. Then 
the dynamiters turned their attention to 
razing tottering walls which threat- 
ened to collapse. The result was thatal- 
most constant canonading was heard in 
al] parts of the «ity. 

With the fire under control, the black- 
ening waste which lies in the wake of 
the sea of flames presents a terrible 
view. It can be likened best to oceans 
of great coke ovens each shooting out 
its thousand tongues of flames ‘from 
pyramids of brick, stone and cement, 
Where the fire has died out nothing re- 
mains but waste, from which rise hun- 
dreds of towering, insecure sbafts. 
These are all that is left of what were 
once handsome office buildings, storage, 
wholesale amd business houses of all | 
kinds. 

J. F. Supplee, a competent authority | 
on factory statistics, estimates that the 
number of persons thrown out of em-| 
ployment will reach 50,000. Others | 
have estimated the enforced idleness at 
greatly more. } 

Inspector of Buildings Preston, after 
making a careful study of the burned 
district, placed the building loss alone 
at $150,000,000. | 

It is feared that ald must come | 
from adjacent cities or a partial fam- 
ine will be an added phase of the situa- 
tion.

| York, for the brave stand they made at 


the eastern end of the fire belt. Time 
and again they were driven from their 
position but at the coal yard they made 
a last stand and won. 

The water supply of Baltimore is 
causing some concern among city of- 
ficials. The fire proved a serious drain 
upon the several reservoirs. Had it not 
been for the water way, which was not 
only of assistance in checking the 
progress of the flames, but also afforded 
a source for the water supply witb | 
which to fight the flaines, it is difficult | 
to imagine where the fire would have | 
ended. 

When darkness fell last night the peo- 
ple of the stricken city knew the worst 
was over and turned homeward and ut 
midnight the streets were deserted save 
for the police and militia who guarded 
the burned area. To the south a red 
glow marks the 140 acres of devasta- 
tion—75 squares of property that repre- 
sented values to the extent of from $75,- 
000,000 to $125,000,000. Not even a 
close approximation can be made of the 
loss. No guess can be made of the in- 
surance. 


MERCHANTS RUINED 


Appear to Regard the Calamity 
With Remarkable Fortitude 
Save for its physical aspects the 

story of the fire is a negative one In all 

that usually attends so vast a calamity. 

There has been little or no excitement. 


There has been no hysteria. There bas 
been no disorder and there Nas been no 
looting or attempt at looting. Balt. 
more is as orderly asa Village, and only 
the throb of the lv boring fire engines 
and the reverberating boom of dyna- 
mite as it brings dangerous walls to 
the ground disturbs its wonted quiet. 
Men who have lost all, who were mer- 
chant princes two days ago and prac- 
tically beggarad now, view their great 
losses with a calm that is either the 
apathy of dazed senses or quiet resig- 
nation to the inevitable. This consti- 
tutes the most remarkable phase of the 


| calamity that has befallen the city, 


Not a single life hag been lost, and 
not a human being has been even dan- 
gerously injured. The hospital lists 
consist of minor burns, with tho excep- 
tion of Jacob Inglefritz, a fireman from 
York, Pa. He has a fractured leg and 
is badly busaed. It is doubtful if his- 
tory holds a catastrophe in which a0 
tremendous a money loss was accom- 
panied by so slight a human sacrifice, 
There is not a dangerously injured per- 
son in the hospital lists. 

So far there has been no call for ald. 
Proffers of assistanee have come from 
many quarters, from sister cities, from 
corporations and from private citizens, 
but Baltimore cannot say whether or 
not it will be needed or accepted. That 
will be decided today. 


MILITARY IN CONTROL 


No One Can Enter Devastated 
District Witheyt a Pasg 

Notwithstanding fhe magnttude BF 
the catastrophe, the absence of disorder 
and confusion was remarkable. This 
was due to the prompt action of the 
state and city authorities, who took a 
tight grip on the situation and never for 
an instant let go. The fire district and 
the territory immediately surrounding 
it is under the strictest military con- 
trol. 

During the coafusion of Sunday 
night detachments of regulars from 
nearby forts were sent to the fire dis- 


| trict and assisted the police in getting 


order and restraining the great crowds 
from encroaching upon the firemen. 
The Fourth and Fifth regiments of 
Baltimore came on duty before day- 
break Monday under the command of 
Brigadier General Riggs. The men, 
who numbered 1200, were distributed 


matter who he was, could get beyond 
the line established unless he held a 
military pass. These were issued per- 
sonally by the brigadier general. 

In order to be on the safe side, Gov- 
ernor Warfield, after a conference with 
other oilicials, decided early in the day 
to order out another regiment and ac- 
cordingly orders were sent to tho First 
regiment, the companies of which 
were scattered over the state, to as 
semble and come to Baltimore at once. 
They arrived during the night and after 
receiving orders from General Riggs, 
the soldiers were distributed around 
the great area of desolation. The 
Maryland naval reserves were also 
called out. 

There was some fear that with night- 
fall looting would start. The line of 
troops around the ruins was &o tightly 
drawn that {it was impossible fo: 
thieves to enter the firezone without de 
tection. As the flaancial district is in 
cluded in the burned territory, there i 
untold wealth hidden in the bliisterin;

VIOLATION OF TREATIES 


Japan Agreed Not to Land 


Troops In Korea Without No- 
tifying Russia, but Is Reported 


to Have Done So--Reports 


From Japanese Sources Place 
Russia In the Position of Seek- 


ing a Conflict 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 9.—In Russian 


circles it is not expected that Japan 


will formally declare war, but that she 
will attempt to catch Russia unawares. 
It is decided that the Russian army and 
fleet will be found ready and waiting, 


that Russia will not assume the of- 


fensive util she has been attacked, but 


that after that there will be no delay. 


The situation diplomatically is deli- 


cate and anomalous. Just what Japan- 


ese action Russia would consider a 
cause for war, under the circumstances, 
is not clearly defined; but it is pointed 
out that when Japan abruptly severed 
diplomatic relations no notilication was 
given concerning the Russo-Japanese 
treaties of 18956 and 1898, covering 
Korea. ‘These treaties provide for the 
independence of Korea, and in view of 
the commercial! interests of Japan in the 
hermit kingdom Russia therein recog- 
nized Japan’s right to send troops to 
Korea for the preservation of order. 

There is, however, au important 
reservation. In case Japan considers it 
necessary to avail herself of this clause 
Russia must receive advance notifica- 
tion. The treaties are specific on this 
point. Technically the landing of a 
Japanese army in south Korea without 
the notification, which Japan could not 
give now that diplomatic relations have 
ceased, would be a breach of the spirit 
of the convention. 

The Russian authorities declare their 
position diplomatically is very strong. 
It is possible, however, that Russia, in- 
stead of insisting on the inviolability of 
these treaties at this juncture, will take 
ber stand on the contentions set up in 
the negotiations, and recurd a Japanese 
invasion, of nortuern Korea, for the 
neutrality of which Russia insisted, as 
an overt act equivalent to war. 

The situation is such that the authori- 
ties are prepared at any momentto hear 
that Japan has made an aggressive 
move which would makea semblanceof 
peace any loiger impossible, and the 
ezar is maklag dispositions accordingly. 
Mediation is believed to be impossible 
unless the two adversaries ask for it. 
Neither France nor Great Britain arein 
a position to offer their good offices, on 
account of their alliances, and the dis- 
trust here of the United States wonld 
inake it diflicult for America to do so.

| pathy with the Russians says, however, 


that when war is actually begun he be- 
lieves the powers, which have been do- 
ing their utmost to prevent a conflict, 
may more easily propose mediation than 
during the progress of the negotiations.

LUNAR SCENERY. 


Its Appearance Proves the Moon's 
Lack of Air and Water. 

It is by indirect methods of observa- 
tion that scientists learn of the ab- 
sence of atmosphere in the moon. 
There are various arguments that can 
be adduced, but the most conclusive Is 
that obtained on the occurrence of 
what is called the occultation of a 
star. It sometimes happens that the 
moon comes directly between the earth 
and a star, and the temporary extinc- 
tion of the latter is an occultation. We 
can observe the movement when it 
takes place, and the suddenness of the 
extinction of the star is extremely re- 
markable. If the moon had a copious 
atmosphere, the gradual interposition 
of this would produce a gradual ex- 
tinction of the star and not the sudden 
phenomenon usually observed. 

This absence of air and water from 
the moon explains the pecullar and 
weird ruggedness of the lunar scenery. 
We know that on the earth the action 
of the wind and of rain, of frost and of 
snow is constantly tending to wear 
down our mountains and reduce their 
hard outlines, but no such agents are 
at work upon the moon.

|i Publishing House was Given 
a Hearing Yesterday. 


For the past few days the postoffice 
authorities in Boston, says the Globe, 
| have been receiving a large number of 
| complaints in relation to mail being 
| sent to children throughout greater Bos- 
an alleged attempt to extort by 
fraudulent means money from the per- 
sons addressed, 

These letters are sent out by the Cliff 
publishing company of New York city, 
| which has offices in the Bible House 

there. The names of the children who 
are receiving these letters were obtained 
by the Cliff publishing company from 
a Boston newspaper—not the Globe— 
which has been conducting a prize con- 
st. 

The New York concern obtained pos- 
session of the signatures to letters for- 
warded and then inclosed the autograph 
of the child with a circ ular, stating the 
youngster had won the prize, which 
consisted of a handsome diamond ring 
or a watch, etc,, as the case might be, 
and requesting that a sum of money to 
cover packing and express be sent to 
the Cliff publishing company, after 
which the prize would be forwarded. 

In the more than 250 complaints 
which have been received at the post- 
office within the past few days, only 
one instance has been found by the post- 
office inspectors, where any prize has 
been received when the money asked 
for has been forwarded to New York, 
and then a small brass watch, not worth 
the trouble of sending for, was shipped 
to the sender of the money. 

A Washington dispatch of Sunday to 
the Globe says: A hearing will be 
granted to the Cliff publishing company 
of New York tomorrow by the post- 
office department to show reason why a

fraud order should not be issued against 
the company and the use of the mails 
prohibited to it. 

Postoffice Inspector S. Letherman of 
Boston and Inspectors Taff, Johnson 
and Keif of New York are in Washing- 
ton to appear against the company.

Meadow Brook Co. Gather Supply 
from New Pond. 


While the weather this month has 
not been such as would please most 
people it has been of the kind the ice 
men like for it has afforded them an 
opportunity to fill their houses witha 
a good supply upon which to draw 
next summer when everybody is com- 
plaining of the heat. 

There is something fascinating about 
ice cutting and harvesting. No matter 
what the weather may be there are 
many who will stand on the shore and 
watch the huge cakes of ice go up the 
elevator and along the run into the 
houses. 

Such a crowd was present Sunday at 
the new ice pond of the Meadow Brook 
Ice Co. at Quincy Neck near the old 
Wendall quarry. Ice from this pond is 
being harvested for the first time this 
year. 

The Company has been at work get- 
ting it in readiness for several years. 
Preparing a pond for ice is a thing that 
can not be done hurriedly, as care must 
be exercised that all foreign matter be 
removed from the bed of the pond that 
the ice may be pure and clear. 

The new pond of the Meadow Brook 
Co. covers about five acres and is fed 
from a spring that not only gives forth 
a clear sparkling water but is a spring 
that never drys up in summer and 
never freezes in winter. 

A house with a capacity of upwards 
of 2500 tons has been built on the edge 
of this pond and it will be filled by to- 
night. 

The ice is in cakes 22 inches wide, 
44 inches long and 13 inches thick. 
Each cake weighs about 350 pounds. 
It is entirely free from any sticks or 
leaves. In fact the ice is so clear that 
it is transparent and the type of a 
newspaper hele on one side can almost 
be read through it, 

Before cutting was commenced a 
horse planer was run over it to remove 
what is known as snow ice, then it is 
marked off into cakes of the size above 
mentioned. These are then broken into 
strips of half a dozen or more cakes and 
guided by poles are floated into a 
channel where they are broken into 
single cakes. These are floated one at 
a time onto an elevator, of the endless 
chain kind, and quickly hoisted to the 
ruos along which they slide rapidly 
into the houses. 

There they are stowed away in layers. 
Half a dozen men are engaged in stow- 
ing away yet the ice comes too rapidly 
for them and frequently the engine has 
to be stopped to enable them to catch 
up. 

The capacity of the elevator is 22 
cakes per minute. It is not however run 
at that rate. 

As stated above the capacity of this 
new house is 2500 tons which with the 
6500 tons at their South Quincy plant 
give the Meadow Brook Co. a supply 
of 90,000 tons. Therefore there will be 
no danger of an ice famine in Quincy 
next summer,

Our Fleet In the Far East Will 
Watch *Operations 


ORDERS ARE PREPARED 


President Will Ask Consent of 
Russia and Japan Before Issu- 
ing Final  Instructions--To 
Maintain Strict Neutrality 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Tentative or- 
ders have been prepared sending the 
cruiser squadron of the Asiatic fleet 
northward from Subig bay to the 
vicinity of Port Arthur to observe the 
Japanese-Russian naval operations aud 
to be at hand to protect American inter- 
ests wherever they may be menaced in 
the war-stricken district. The orders 
will be submitted to the president for 
final revision, but will not be sent un- 
less they are agreeable to Russia and 
Japan, which nations will be sounded 
in advance on this subject. 

When the orders were prepared it 
Was expected that they would be sent 
forthwith, in view of the restraining in- 
structions they conteined for Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, commanding the Asiatic 
fleet, to observe strict neutrality in all 
movements.

In ease the 
squadron go?s vorthward itis fully ex- 
pected that Rear Admiral Evans will 
transfer his tlag to the Albany and as- 
sume command of the squadron, re- 
maining in the far east. after his regular 
tour of duty has expired, to observe the 
war, if any. 

Orders were issued for Lieutenant 
MeCauley, now on the Dolphin, to re- 
lieve Lieutenant Commander Marsh as 
naval attache t Tokio. Lieutenant 
Commander Marsh and Lieutenant 
Gillis, now on his way to Tokio, are un- 
der orders to follow the Japanese naval 
operations as best they can. It is not 
expected they will be taken aboard the 
Japanese ships permanently.

Cheap Acetylene Gas Was Discover« 
ed by an Accident, 

Cheap commercial acetylene gas was 
discovered by accident. Willson, a sctl- 
entific experimenter, belleved that near. 
| ly all metallic oxides could be reduced 
to a metallic state by heating them ta 
an extremely high temperature by the 
voltaic arc in the presence of free car 
bon. Aluminium had been successfully 
reduced in this way. Mr. Willson 
wished to obtain metallic calcium. He 
therefore mixed a quantity of quicts 
lime with pulverized coke and brought 
the mixture to a high temperature by 
the action of the voltaic arc. He ew 
pected to obtain a white metal, but in 
stead he appeared to produce nothing 
but slag. ‘This was thrown into the 
yard, and one day at noon while the 
boys were having their luncheon they 
picked up these bits of slag and threw 
them at each other. One plece fell inte 
a pail of water and produced a bub- 


bling effect and a strong odor. This at- 
tracted Mi. Willsuu’s attentiou, aud 


upon investigation he found that the 
strong smelling gas was extremely in 
flammable. Further investigation re 
vealed that it was pure acetylene gas.—

Steamer Foochow, from Dalny, 
passed through the Japanese fleet yes- 
terday. The fleet consisted of six bat- 
tleships, four first-class cruisers and 
six other vessels. They were 18 miles 
from Port Arthur and were proceeding 
in a southeasterly direction. The Foo- 
chow brought 300 Japanese refugees. 

When seen by the steamer Foochow 
Tuesday murning the fast cruisers were 
circling in a radius of six miles. No 
torpedo boats were seen and it is prob- 
able that they left the vicinity after the 
attack of Monday night. The Russian 
fleet outside of the harbor consisted of 
the battleships Petropaulovsk, flagship; 
Peresviet, Nagship; Pobreda, Poleaya, 
Czarewitch, Retvizan and Sebastopol, 
and the cruisers Novik, Boyarin, Bayan, 
Diana, Pallada Askold and Aurora. 
The disabled ships are inside Forts 
Huan Ching Shan and Chi Kwan Shan. 
The cruiser Boyarin is outside, but 
within range of the forts. 

The two battleships disabled are the 
Poleava and the Czarevitech. The dis- 
abled armored cruiser Boyarin and the 
grounded battleships block the entrance 
to the harbor, preventing gunboats from 
getting out and battleships and cruisers 
from going in and getting coal. Be- 
sides this Japan has the Russian gun- 
boata Variag and Koratz caught at 
Chemulpo. ‘They were bound for 
Viadivostock. 

The Japanese fleet was under the 
command of Vice Admiral Togo and 
consisted of four fast cruisers, which 
circled outside, drawing the fire of the 
Russians. They then joined the main 
fleet and all went into attack the 
armored cruisers. In the Japanese 
fleet, which cunsisted of two divisions, 
were the Mikasa, the flagship, the first- 
class battleships Sahi, Fuji, Yashima, 
Shikashima, Hatsuz and the dispatch 
boat Tatsuma. The second division of 
the fleet, under command of Admiral 
Kamimura on the tagship Idsumo, 
consisted of the armored cruisers Ya- 
kuma, Asama and Iwate.

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HAY MAKES A MOVE 


Neutrality 
China Must Be Recognized 


POWERS AGREE WITH HIM 


Both Japan and Russia Expected 


to Receive Our Representa- 


tions With Favor--The United 


States Holds Key to Situation 


Washington, Feb. 10.—Secretary Hay 
has addressed an identical note to a 
number of European powers to ascer- 
tain if they are willing to join in a no- 
tice to Russia and Japan that during 
hostilities and thereafter the neutrality 
wend integrity of China must be recog- 
nized. Details of the note not 
obtainable in advance of the receipt cf 
the replies. It is known, however, that 
exchanges already have taken piace 
which justify the state department in 
expecting favorable responses to its 
10le. 

It is understood that, relative to the 
question of restricting warlike opera- 
tions to the narrowest possible limits, 
the proposition took the form of a note 
to Russia and one to Jupau suggesting 
some such limitation. In addition the 
neutral powers were called on by the 
United States to address theinseives in 
the suine fashion to Russia and Japan, 
and it is intimated that these sugges- 
tions have been well received. 

A sufficient number of governments 
haye been heard from, including Great 

sritain, to ensure the success of Secre- 
tary Hay’s “latest diplomatic move.” 
Japan, it can be stated on the highest 
authority, welcomes the action of this 
government, and while, up toa late hour 
last night, the Russian position had not 
been ascertained, officials of the state 
department feel confident the repre- 
sentations of this government will be 
received with favor at St. Petersburg. 

It is felt that any official word on 
the subject would be imprudent at 
present, but it can be said that unof- 
licially it was known in advance that 
Germany and Great Britain and France 
and Japan were all anxious that the 
neutrality of.China be preserved. 

Unofficial pour purlers om the sub- 
jects were exchanged and it was pointed 
out by European diplomats that the 
United States held the key to the sit- 
uation, being free from entangling 
alliances. At the Japanese legation the 
principle for which Secretary Hay is 
contending is heartily enddrsed. 

At the cabinet mecting long and care- 
ful consideration was given to the sit- 
uation developed by the Russian- 
Japanese war. Almost the entire time 
was devoted to a discussion of the far 
eastern situation. It is not anticipated 
that the United States government may 
be drawn into the conflict, although its 
progress will be watched closely and 
anxiously by this government. 

It was decided that the United States 
should preserve absolute neutrality be- 
tween the combatants, but it is scarcely 
likely that a proclamation will be made 
formally of that decision until official 
advices of the actual beginning of hos. 
tilities have been received. ; 

It is understood that Admiral Evans’ 
squadron will proceed from Subig bay 
to Hong Kong and will not go further 
north for the present. In case no ex- 
ception is taken by either of the com- 
batant powers, the feeling in naval 
circles is that the squadron should go 
on to Che Foo so that the officers may 
observe the naval operations. In case 
this is decided on, suppiementary or- 
ders will be cabled Admiral Evans.

France Declares Neutrality 

Paris, Feb. 10.—The attitude of the} 
French government is now definitely de- 
termined upon. France will maintain 
neutrality under any and all cireum- 
stances, the Franco-Russian alliance be- 
ing construed as not requiring France 
to intervene in behalf of Russia even 
should Geeat Britain or any other third 
power intervene in behalf of Japan. 

The impression prevailed that the 
three Russian ships torpedoed are so 
disabled as to be unserviceabie for the 
remainder of the war, thus placing the 
Russian fleet in a state of manifest in- 
feriority. Members of the council of 
ministers express astonishroent atthe 
alleged negligence of tha commanders 
of the Russian ships in permitting the 
Japanese to surprise them. 

A great wave of popular sympathy 
for Russia was brought out by the news 
of the engagement off Port Arthur. 
The newspapers without exception 
severely arraign Japan for making a 
night attack before a declaration of 
war. 


NAVY TO USE FORCE 


American Interests In San Do- 
mingo Will Be Protected 

Washington, Feb. 10.—Drastic meas- 
ures Will be taken by this government 
to end the anarchy in San Domingo. 
Continued violation of international 
law, destruction of American property 
and disregard of foreign interests has 
couvinced officials that affairs there can 
be best improved by force. Its handling 
has been turned over to the navy and 
Secretary Moody is sending supple- 
mentary tustructions to Rear Admiral 
Wise, commanding the training squad- 
ron now In Dominican waters, giving 
him wide latitude in the course he is 
to follow. Rear Admira) Wise has been 


told in a word to protect by force 
American interests and to deal with 
each case on its own merits. The re- 


ports received from the island show, as 
an official expressed it, that the condi- 
tion of affairs there is “semi-barbaric.” 

The questioa was one of the features 
of the cabinet meeting yesterday and at 
the close of the discussion it was de- 
cided the best solution of the problem 
was to turn affairs over to the navy and 
have Admiral Wise ensure the abso- 
lute protection of American interests. 

Monte Cristi, Santo Domingo, Feb. 
10.—Steamer New York, from New 
York, arrived here, followed by the 
Dominican gunboat Presidente. Light- 
ers were sent alongside the New York 
to bring ashore some ammunition which 
formed part of her cargo. When the 
lighters had nearly reached the stea 1- 
er the gunboat fired on them and the 
revolutionists on shore replied ‘vith 
cannon and mausers. The New York, 
being in danger, thereupon left Monte 
Cristi for Porto Plata. 


Chicago Lumber Yard Afire 

Chicago, Feb, 10.—Fire broke out in 
the lumber district this morning In the 
factory of the Wilce Lumber company. 
The flames spread with great rapidity. 
A special call was sent for help, but be- 
fore it had arrived the flames, driven hy 
a high wind from the east, bad spread 
through the block from Allport street 
to Throop street and leaped across the 
latter thoroughfare and had attacked 
the box factory of J. J. Wintermyer. 
The department was unable to check it 
here and additional calls were sent for 
more engin’s.

Washington, Feb. 10.—The senate 
passed the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill without debate and then 
renewed consideration of the isthmian 
question. Mr. Fulton spoke in support 
of the course of the administration in 
connection with the Panama revolt and 
Mr. Carmack and Mr. Overman in op- 
position.

Japan Holds Masampho 

Yokio, Feb. 11.—Japan seized Masam- 
pho Sunday and Gispatched a heavy 
force there. Japan will fertify the port 
and establish a naval and military base 
there. 

Masampho is an exceedingly im- 
portant point, as it controls the Korean 
channel and is an excellent base for fu- 
ture operations. 

A forma! declaration of war has been 
prepared and approved by the cabinet. 

The mikado is personally superin- 
tending affairs, and the cabinet holds 
daily sessions. The government has is- 
sued orde-s for the protection of all 
Russian subjects residing in Japan. 

Baron Kanako and Baron Sukemat- 
au have been sent to the United States 
and Great Britain to explain Japan's 
position and attitude in the present 
conflict. 


Japanese Secure Big Prizes 

London, Feb. 11.—Dispatches to The 
Daily Mail from ‘Tokio and Nagasaki, 
dated Feb. 10, report the arrival at 
Sasebo, Japan, of two large Russian 
steamers. One is the Volunteer Fleet 
tssociation transport Ekaterinoslav, 
which recently landed troeps and arms 
at Port Arthur, and the other is the 
steamer Argun, belonging to the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway company. Both 
were captured by the Japanese crulsers 
Sai Yen and Hei Yen in the neighbor- 
hood of Fusan, Korea. 

In addition to the above the Japan- 
ese have captured the Russian com- 
mercial steamers Moukden, Russia and 
Alexarder in Korean and adjacent 
waters at various times since Saturday. 
Some of the steamers are rich prizes. 
The small steamer Koeik is detained at 
Yokohama, its status not being clear. 

The Ekaterinoslav is of 10,000 tons 
displacement, and had been fitted up as 
an wuxiliary cruiser. She had 30 rifles 
on board aud was on her way from 
Viadivostock. The Argun was going to 
Vladivostock from Nagasaki.

This is the opinion of President Fran- 
cis T. Bowles of the Fore River Ship & 
Engine Co., who was a member of the 
Board of Strategy in the Spanish war, 
and probably the best informed man in 
America regarding the eastern situation. 

In an interview given to the Post in 
his office at the Fore River works, 
man who has been identified with the 
building of the new United States navy 
since its beginning talked of the first 
battle in which torpedoes have ever 
been successfully used. 

‘* Japan seems to have played fair 
throughout,’’ said the admiral, ‘‘and 
our interest in preserving the integrity 
of Manchuria and Corea is the same as 
her own, although perhaps not as great. 

‘*There is no danger of the United 
States being drawn into complications 
in the east but I regard it as very nec- 


| essary that Japan should win. 


‘*Admiral Evans, who is in command 


| oversthere, is the best possible man for 


the place, and there can be no question 
but what the rights of Americans will 


| be safeguarded so long as he is in charge. 


‘The fact that Japan began hostilities 
| before making any formal declaration of 
the United 


| Spanish war. 

| ‘**Tbe first’ blow counts a good deal, 
|and Japan, getting that first battle, 
means much, which her skilful 
| men well realized. 

| **In numbers the Rassian and Japan-

‘“*Her vessels are more modern, 
| faster, and are better armed. It is

| sources, and can transport troops over 
| the Siberian railway in an almost end- 
| less chain. Bat if Japau commands the 
sea, I am convinced that she can land 
|forces enough to defeat the Russian

‘*But is not the railway a very crude 
affair, one that could easily be de- 
stroyed ?’’ was asked, 

‘*It is not a good railway as we know 
jrailways in America,’’ Admiral 
Bowles, ‘‘but it is a very good railway, 
nevertheless. A friend who went over 
it a few months ago assured me that it 
was in far better condition than had 
been reported. 

‘*Neither nation has any submarine 
| boats, although I believe that a few of 
the Holland type are now building on 
the Baltic, which the Russian govern- 
ment is expected to buy. These, how- 
ever, cannot be completed in time to 
be of any service in the present war, 

‘*What chiefly interests naval men in 
the reported engagement is the use of

TO LOGALIZE WAR 


Secretary Hay Sends Notes to 


Russia and Japan

CONSIDERED BOLD STEP, 


Announcement of Our Stalwart 
Neutrality and Ensuring That | 
of China Was Made at the 


Suggestion of Germany 


Washington, Feb. 11.—Russia has in- 
vited of the United States a declaration 
of her neutrality in the far eastern war. 
Secretary Hay last night sent a draft 
of the declaration of our neutrality to 
the president for his signature and it 
was issued from the state department 
today. 

Having received enough faverable re- 
plies to ensure the concurrent action of 
European powers in his endeavor “to 
localize within as small an area as pos- 
sible the hostilities in the far east,” 
and to ensure over asmuch of China 
as possible her neutrality, Secretary 
Hay last night addressed notes to Rus- 
sia and Japan inviting their co-opera- 
tion in this endeavor and announcing 
that the United States stood stalwartly 
for this principle. It was known in ad- 
vance that both combatant powers de- 
sire the localization of the war. 

In the present period of the negotia- 
tions state department officials find it 
inexpedient to discuss the various steps 


| which led up to the issuance of the note, 


but from a diplomat whose government, 
while entirely neutral, is conversant 
with the progress of events, this state- 
ment was obtained: 

“T'o Secretary Hay undoubtedls be- 
longs the full credit for the initiation 
of this policy, which is the boldest step 
yet taken by any country for the preser- 
vation of the integrity of China. The 
Washington government, however, 
awaited a suggestion from another pow- 


er before issuing their circular note. 
Germany called the attention of the 


United States to the desirability of 
limiting hostilities to the two combatant 
powers. Among my confreres the be- 
lief is general that Germany acted with 
the knowledge of Russia, but of this I 
am not certain. In this connection it 
should be remembered that both Russia 
and Japan are most anxions to confine 
hostilities to themselves and in this they 
undoubtedly huve the support «f my 
government and all the powers. It was 
impossible for Great Britain to make 
the suggestion and hope for its serious 
consideration by Russia. Franc2 would 
have been disposed to regard with sus- 
picion any such proposition coming 
from Germany, and Japan wonld have 
hesitated to acquiesce in a like sugges- 
tion emanating from France. 

“The United States was the only 
power that could take the initiative. 
This fact was called to the attention of 
the secretary during a call of the Ger- 
man anibassador on Monday morning 
last, shortly before Baron Steruburg 
left for New York. 

“Not only, hewever, has the secre- 
tary suggested the limiting of the zone 
of hostilities, but he has improved the 


opportunity to make another step 
toward preserving China’s integrity. 


| Examination of his note will show no 


reference whatsoever to the integrity of 
China, but certainly the neutralization 
of that couatry must contribute power- 
fully to the preservation of China’s in- 
tegrity and the maintenance of its ad- 
ministrative control. ‘The note is gen- 
eral in its character and therein lies its 
great strength. Germany was the first 
to respond favorably. In the case of 
France, it was necessary for that goy- 
ernment to assure itself that there was 
nothing in the suggestion that Russia 
might take exception.” 


After addressing Germany, Great 
Britain and France, Secretary Hay sent 
the same note to the other powers signa- 
tory to the peace protocol of 1900, inelud- 
ing Austria-Hungary, Italy, The Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and Spain, and finally 
he addressed the combatants, Russia 
and Japan, inviting their co-operation 
in the support of the principle for which 
this government stood. 

Mr. Jusserad, the French ambassa- 
dor, had a long conference with Count 
Cassini, the Russian ambassador. The 
note of Secretary Hay was discussed 
and in the personal opinion of the two 
diplomats its humanitarian purpose 
was approved. 

In diplomatic circles the feeling is 
strong that Russia will acquiesce in the 
suggestion, both as to the limiting of 
hostilities and the neutralization of 
China, when she was assured herself 
that ther2 is no ulterior purpose in- 
yolyed. 

On the authority of a high adminis- 
tration official it can be stated that this 
government has noittention of suggest- 
ing anyhing about Korea. It is recog- 
nized that Korea is the natura! battle- 
ground and that it is useless even to dis- 
cuss the neutralization of that country. 

It has been decided that the cruiser 
squadron of the Asiatic fleet with pro- 
priety can go as far north as Shanghai, 
and orders to that effect have been sent. 
From there on the vesscls will be sent 
northward to Chemulpo, to maintain 
eommunication with the American lega- 
tion at Seoul. Probably the vessels of 
the cruiser squadron will take turn 
about at this duty. 

It is possible that several naval at- 
taches may be sent to Manchuria. It 
has been suggested that a naval officer 
at Dalny and one at Mukden or Antung 
could be of assistance to the consuls this 
government is sending there.

Sonviet Escapes From Prison 
Under Very Eyes of Warden 
Boston, Feb. 11.—Right under the 

eyes of Warden Bridges and his guest, 
Councillor Watson of the governor's 
council, Edward Waters, serving a five 
years’ sentence at Charlestown state 
prison for burglary, made a sensational 
dash out of prison and got away in 
safety. 

About 6:30 o’clock last night Warden 
Bridges called Waters, who was the 
prison barber and a trusted man, into 
the guardroom. The warden wanted a 
shave, and he called Councillor Wat- 
son to see what job Waters 
could do. 

The warden hauled up the chair and 
Waters brought out the tools. Then 
the warden turned around to talk to 
Councillor Watson. The backs of both 
men were turned to Waters when he 
disappeared. 

The warden rushed out, and he and 
his aid, the councillor, saw Waters just 
skipping out ef the gate at the entrance 
to the prison grourds. As they reached 
the foot of the Waters was 
swallowed up in the darkness. The 
warden and Watson rushed out into the 
street in the direction taken by Waters, 
but when they bad sprinted about half 
a mile they compietely lost trace of 
Waters. 

When the two pursuers got back to 
the prison, it was found that Waters had 
picked up a mackintosh hanging on the 
wall and taken it with him in his tight. 
This offers a good screen for his light 
clothes. He also managed to pick up an 
old hat on his way through the vftice.

House bill 665 which accompanied | 
the petition of Charles M. Bryant, mayor | 
of the city of Quincy, for legislation to 
authorize and direct the Metropolitan

Section 1. The metropolitan park 
commission, created by chapter four 


hundred and seven of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-three, 
is hereby authorized and directed to 
take and maintain as a part of the Blue 
Hills reservation that portion of Ran- 
dolph avenue in the city of Quincey and 
town of Milton, beginning at Monati- 
quot stream on the line between Ran- 
dolph and Quincy and extending north- 
erly through Quincy and a part of Mil- 
ton for a distance of about seveuty-four | 
hundred feet.

THE COST OF A LEGACY. 


Sometimes It Doesn’t Pay to Inherit 
Money In Italy. 

In Italy it appears to be a somewhat | 
expensive affair to inherit money—| 
that is, if it be a small sum, Not long 
ago a young man dled in the UHttle 
town of Romagna who left 1 lira 58 
centesimi, or not quife 34 cents. This 
sum, which had been deposited in the} 
postofiice savings bank, became the 
property of the young man’s father. 
As the amount was so small, the fa- 
ther thought it unnecessary to make a | 
declaration of the legacy as the law) 
prescribes, especially as the stamped’ 
paper on which the declaration must 
be made would cost about 22 centesimi 
more than the money involved. | 

Three months afterward he received | 
a demand from the local state treasury | 
for the payment of 14 lire 48 centesimi | 
(nearly $3). Thinking a mistake had 
been made, he took no notice of this | 
demand, with the result that later an! 
official called upon him and demanded | 
the immediate payment of 18 Hire} 
($3.50). The father had not sufficient | 
money in hand, so the official took pos- 
session of the man’s furniture. The 
cost of this seizure brought the total ! 
sum to 80 lire, which the poor man} 
had to pay that same evening to avoid 
the sale of his goods by auction. 


AN EARLY AIRSHIP. 


It Was Built In England In 1835, but 
Was a Failure. 

We are told by Peter Farley, who 
wrote as an eyewitness, that in Au- 
gust,-1835, the Eagle was officlally ad- 
vertised to sail from London with gov- 
ernment dispatches and passengers for 
Paris and to establish direct communi- 
cation between the capitals of Europe. 

This early type of airship was 160 
feet long, 50 feet high and 40 feet 
wide, and she lay in the dockyard of 
the Aeronautical society in Victoria 
road, near Kensington gardens, then 
quite a rural spot. 

Suilt to hold an abundant supply of 
gas, she was covered with oiled lawn 
and carried a frame seventy-five feet 
long and seven feet high, with a cabin 
secured by ropes to the balloon. An 
immense rudder and wings or fins on 
each side for purposes of propulsion 
completed her fittings. The deck was 
guarded by netting. 

After all this preparation and adver- 
tisement the Eagle never got beyond 
Victoria road, for Count Lennox and 
his assistants failed to provide the| 


necessary motive power.

If the above news is confirmed it 
constitutes an achievement of immense 
| strategic importance. The result of the 
first Japanese naval operations at Port 
| Arthur and Chemulpo was to give 
| Japan a preponderance of naval power 
in the far east in fact as well as on 
paper. 

The naval situetion up to the time 
of the reported battle yesterday was as 
follows: Russia had lost at Port Arthur 
| and Chemulpo three battleships, five 
cruisers and cne gunboat. The battle- 
ship strength at Port Arthur stood at 
four vessels, Petropaulovsk, Peresvict, 
Pobieda, Sebastopol, the last two of 
which were undergoing repairs o1 Feb. 
2. The cruiser strength had fallen to 
one vessel, the Bayan. There bas been 
Lo change with respect to the smaller 
vessels. 

Counting damaged vessels as unfit 
for use at present, the relative fu- 
merical strength of the fleets, counting 
only battleships and armorcd or pro- 
tected cruisers, was as follows: Rus- 
sia—Battleships, four; cruisers, inelud- 
ing four at Vladivostock, jive. Japan 
—Battleships, six; cruisers, 20. 

Re-enforceznents of both navies are 
on their wey to the scere of action. 
Two armored cruisers of Japan wiil 
cross the China seas. Jn the other 
hand, the Russian squadron has not yet 
been reported as passing Singapore, 
and they may encounter difficulties in 
coaling on the way. Russia has four 
battleships of the older type in the 
Baltic fleet and five battleships at 
Reliie ports, in various stages of com- 
pletion, which might possibly be ready 
for sca next spring. There is not, how- 
ever, any complement of cruisers ready 
or Jikely to be ready to accompany a 
squadron made up of these vessels, 
though the deficiency might be com- 
pensated for by a flotilla of torpedo 


craft. 
New Story of First Battle 
London, Feb. 12.—A correspondent 


of The Standard at Tokio sends in an en- 
tirely new account of the Port Arthur 
encounter. He seys Admiral Togo’s 
| feet arrived on Monday night and found 
| the Russiaa squadron drawn up in bat- 
tle formation outside the harbor and 
under the shadow of the forts, the de- 
stroyers being spread out in frout over 
a distance of five miles. 

Admiral Togo decided on a night at- 
tack and opened fire at 11 o'clock. 
While the cannonade was hottest a 
number of Japanese torpedo hoats 
crept along close inshore to the foot of 
the cliff and succeeded in the dark- 
ness in getting between the Russian 
ships and the land. Here they lay un- 
noticed until the Russians began to give 
way before the Japanese fire and sought 
to re-enter the harbor. The Japanese 
torpedo boats then opened fire at com- 
paratively close range and sunk two

Cashier of Wolfboro Bank Took 
$25,000 Not His Own 

Wolfboro, N. H., Feb. 12.—Bank 
Commissioner Baker has completed his 
examination of the affairs of the Wolf- 
bero Loan and Banking company and 
when he Jeft for Lebanon last night, 
after placing the bank in charge of Di- 
rector French, he stated that the short- 
age in Cashler Piper’s accounts does not 
exceed $25,000. 

Until the books of the depositors are 
brought in, the amount of Piper’s bond 
paid, and the rest of the deficiency made 
up by the sale of securities or by the 
stockholders, no effort wi!l be made to 
reopen the bank. 

About 100 of the 880 bankbooks 
have been brought in, but it is expected 
that it will be several weeks before all 
are returned. The official of the surety 
company states that the total amount 
of Piper’s bond, $20,000, will be paid as 
soon as the exact amount of the short- 
age is known.

RUSSIA BROKE. PLEDGES 


Ehowed Intention of Absorbing 
Manchuria and Thus Endan-

Tokio, Feb. 12.—The following is the 
text of the imperial! rescript declaring 
war against Russia: 

“We, by the grace of Heayen, Em- 
peror of Japan, seated on the throne oc- 
cupied by the same dynasty since time 
immemorial, hereby make proclamation 
to all our loyal and brave subjects as 
follows: 

“We hereby declare wai against Rus- 
sia and we command our army and navy 
to carry on hostilities against her, in 
obedience to their duty, with all their 
strength, and we also command all our 
competent .uthorities to make every ef- 
fort, in pursuance of their duties, to at- 
tain the national aim with all the means 
within the linsts of the law of nations. 

“We have always deemed it essential 
in international relations, and have 


made it our constant aim, to promote the 


pacific progress of our empire in civill- 
} cation, to strengthen our friendly ties

It is believed 
in well informed circles that the re- 
ported destruction of a railroad bridge 
in Manchuria is possibly the work of 
an advance party of “Boxers,” who. 
it is understood, China is crganizing for 
the invasion of Manchuria. 


St Petersburg Paper Mistaken 

London, Feb. 12.—It is said at the for- 
eign offic: here that the assertion of The 
Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg that 
the Japanese fleet, in its attack on Port 
Arthur, used Wei Hai Wei as a base 
for its attack on Pert Arthur, is abso- 
intely uatrue. 


Port Arthur Lost to Russia 

Rome, Feb. 12.—Admiral Candiani, 
who commanded the Italian squadron 
in the far east during the Chino- 
Japanese war, and who is considered a 
most competent judge of the present sit- 
uation there, in an-interview said: “It 
is reported that Port Arthur hag pro- 
visions for 18 months and that thereare 
no civilians there, but this is doubtful. 
I believe Port Arthur to be lost to the 
Russians ané that their fleet is destined 
to be graudally destroyed, excepting 
the few ships taking refuge at Vladivo- 
stock. I believe Russia can bring to- 
gether 150,000 men on land and it 
would be difficult to increase this num- 
ber, while Japan can concentrate 300,- 
000 troops in Kxorea, where she would be 
supported by local sympathy.” 


Others May Become Involved 

London, Feb. 12.—At Lloyds 30 per- 
cent is paid to insure against the risk 
of war between France and Great Brit- 
ain within six months.

STRICT NEUTRALITY 


President Roosevelt Formally 
Issues Proclamation 

Washington, Feb. 12.—President 
Rocsevelt sigaed the proclamation de- 
claring the neutrality of this govern- 
ment in the Russo-Japanese 
8:58 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The following are among acts for- 
bidden within the territory and juris- 
diction of the United States: 

Accepting and exercising a -commis- 
sion to serve either of the said belliger- 
ents by laad or by sea, against the other 
belligerent. 

Enlisting or entering into the service 
of either of the belligerents, as a seaman 
on board of any vessel of war, letter of 
marque, or privateer. 

Hiring or retaining another person to 
enlist or enter in the service of either 
belligerent. 

Hiring or retaining another person to 
gu beyond the limits of jurisdiction of 
the United States with intent to be en- 
tered or enlisted as aforesaid. 

The act is not to be construed to ex- 
tend to a citizen of either belligerent 
transiently within the United States. 

Fitting. attempting, or procuring or 
knowingly being concerned in the fur- 
nishing, fitting out or arming of any 
ship or vesse!] with intent that such ship 
or vessel shall be employed by either of 
the belligerents.

of contreband of war. 

The proclamation says that any fre- 
quenting and use of the waters within 
the territorial! jurisdiction of the United | 
States by the armed vessels of either 
bellizerent must be regarded as un- 
friendly and offensive, and declares that 
from and after the 15th day of Febru- 
ary inst. and during the continuance of | 
the present hostilities between Japan 
and Russia no ship of war or privateer 
of either belligerent shall be permitted 


to make use of any port, harbor or road- 
stead or waters snbject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States from which a 
vessel of the other belligerent shall 
have previously departed until after the 
expiration of at least 24 hours from the 
departure of such last mentioned yes- 
sel beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 

It gives notices that all citizens of the 
United States and others who may claim 
the protection of the government who 
muy misconduct themselves in the 
premises, will do so at their peril, and 
that they can in nowise obtain any pro-

Has Not Decided Whether to 
Accept Hay’s Suggestion 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 12—Secretary 
Hay’s note to the powers has attracted 
much attention in diplomatic circles 
here. Any movement having for its 
purpose the limiting of the scene of hos- 
tilities is received with sympathy, but 
tn certain quarters the practicability of 
the action suggested is questioned. A 
prominent diplomat expressed surprise 
that the presorvation of Korea was not 
Included in the note. 

The wishes of the United States have 
been communi ated to the Russian goy- 
ernment and presumably also to Japan. 
At the foreign office it is learned that 
no response to the note has been made, 
and it is considered extremely doubtful 
whether Russia feels herself in a posi- 
tion to make any’ declarations now 
which might hamper her military op- 
erations. The question is said to beone 
for the military authorities to decide 
and the representations of the United 
States, which are understood to be 
couched in the most courteous terms, 
probably will be referred to Viceroy 
Alexieff. 

Newspapers here do not fully under- 
stand the purport of the note and re- 
gard it as an attempt at mediation, the 
bare suggestion of which, while the 
country is smarting under the sting of 
defeat, creates irritation. 

The Vedomosti points out that the 
United States should have initiated a 
joint action a fortnight ago to re- 
strain Japan, and that it is now too late. 
Furthermore, Russia, after her ex- 
perience at Berlin, has had enough of 
international congresses. 

The prompt declaration of the neu- 
trality of the United States, although 
expected as a matter of course, has 
made a good impression here. 

The bitterness agaiust Great Britain, 
already great during the negotiations 
betweea Russia and Japan, is 
ing almost alarming proportions. The 
supposition that Great Britain evac- 
uated Wei Hai Wei to give Japan a 
base whence to attack has called out the 
deepest indignation, which has been 
still further inflamed by the publication 
in Great Britain ofa blne book on 
Thibet, containing the offensive lan- 
guage of Lord Lansdowne. Even in 
less stirring times this would have 
caused a publi sensation.

Confidence in Emmons. 


Henry H. Faxon, when interviewed 
as to his opinion of Judge Emmons’ 
recent statement in regard to the in- 
clination of the Boston Police Board to 
issue more licenses to grocers, and 
fewer to salvuons said: 

‘*I don’t believe in licenses or the 
sale of liquor in any shape, but if 
licenses have to be granted, I feel sure 
that grocers could dispense liquors with 
less harm to the public than the saloon 
keepers, 

‘* But if such a valuable privilege is 
granted to the grocers, I believe that 
they should pay high for it. It is a re- 
sponsible trust; no fourth-class license 
fee should purchase it.’’ 

‘*Grocers should be able to handle the 
sale of liquor in a manner more condu- 
cive to the public good than is its 
present method of sale by saloon 
keepers. But still I do not think that 
any licensee, whatever his business, 
can sell or dispense liquor and yet live 
rigidly up to the requirement of the 
law. But I have the utmost confidence 
in Judge Emmons. 

‘‘T am inclined to think, however, 
that even the grocers’ establishments 
will be but meagerly patronized by the 
self-respecting class of citizens. I do 
not believe that any law abiding citizen 
who has any regard for his wife and 
family will carry liquor home to his 
household. 

If liquor dealers are compelled to 
pay all the way from $1400 to $2100 for 
their licenses, then I think that the 
grocers who receive licenses to sell 
bottled goods should paya much higher 
license than they are compelled to pay 
at present. 


Russia Won’t Be at Fair 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 12—The mer- 
chants of Moscow are considering the 
question of devoting the money intended 
for the St. Louis exposition to the Red 
Cross society and to assisting the war 
orphans and widows.

DOROTHY QUINCY. 


a Valuable Painting. 


Interest ia the preservation of the 
historic Dorothy Q house in this city 
extends beyond the borders of the com- 
monwealth. The New Hampshire 
Gazette of Portsmoutb, in its issue of 
Feb. 11, reprinted the appeal for funds 
from the Ledger, and by the way of in- 
troductory said: 

Among the portraits that until within 
the past twenty-five years adorned the 
walls of the old Goy. Wentworth man-| 
sion at Little Harbor, Portsmouth, was 
a fine painting by Copley, of the beauti- | 
ful Dorothy Quincy, who became the 
wife of Gov. John Hancock and subse- 
qaently Madam Scott. This picture 
was greatly prized, an offer for it of 
five thousand dollars having at one time 
been refused. We understand that it is 
now in possession of Mrs. Mary S. 
(Israel) Rose, of Toronto and has been 
placed in the Boston Art Museum. 

The ‘‘Rambles about Portsmouth’’ 
inform us that Dorothy Q was connect- 
ed with the family of Mr. Jacob Sheafe 
and made frequent visits to Portsmouth 
both before and after her marriage. 
(It appears that Jacob Sheafe, Jr., 
married Mary, the daughter of Edmund 
Quincy.) An incident of one of the 
visits to this town we copy from the 
‘*Rambles,’’ premising that the resi- 
dence of Col. Wentworth where the re- 
ception took place is still on Hanover) 
street, directly opposite the head of) 
Fleet street. 

“It was a time when Gov. Jobn 
Hancock with his lady and family 
were spending a week in Portsmouth, 
quartering at the boarding house stand- 
ing on the spot where Richard Jenness 
now lives. (This was in 1869; it is 
now the Merrick Hotel), that a grand 
entertainment was prepared at Col. 
Wentworth’s to His Excellency. At! 
this entertainment all the elite of the 
town were present, and a son of Gov. 
Hancock, five or six years of age, 
richly attired, gave anattractive feature, 
by dancing a minuet. The impression 
left of that circumstance was made 
lasting by the fact that this was the 
last display of bis skill in this branch 
of education. Only a week or two after 
the child returned to Boston, he sud- 
denly expired,’’

Panama, Jan. 24.—United States ma- 
rines are no straugers to the people of 
Panama.

perbaps the most useful of Uncle Sam's 
armed protectors, and when trouble 
comes in any quarter he is pretty apt 

to be the first to have a hand in it. 

On land the uses of the mariyes are 
varied and important. A frequent duty 
abroad is to guard the American lega- 
tions and consulates and the interests 
of American citizens in times of revo- 
lution and public disorder. It is in 
this capacity that they have been much 
employed in the turbulent and unsta- 
ble Latin American states, where their 
presence has usually had salutary effect 
without the firing of a gun. 

The “hazards of war’ are not the 
only nor indeed the greatest dangers 
which confront the United States ma- 
rines in South and Central American 
countries. More fatal than bullets 
are the terrible diseases peculiar to 
these regions, bred and fostered by 
centuries of accumulated filth. Here 
in Panama, with its tropical climate 
and disease breeding sinks, its “load- 
ed” mosquitoes and debilitating va- 
pors, the marine faces more real d:an- 
gers than those of battle. Here he 
must not only preserve order and pro- 
tect American interests, performing 
the duties of policeman and soldier, 
but he must take the first steps to- 
ward cleaning up the country and mak- 
ing it habitable for the unacclimated. 
Sanitation is therefore at present about 
the most important part of the work of 
the American marines on the isthmus. 
And this they have already begun. 

The marines now stationed on the 
isthmus are directly under the orders 
of Colonel George F. Elliott, who is 
commander of the United States ma- 
rine corps. Their principal camp is at 
Empire, which is high up on the Cule- 
bra hills and is as healthful as any lo- 
cation in this latitude can be. After 
scouring the walls with carbolie acid 
the marines have been able to utilize 
the old bungalows erected by the 
French for the engineers on the canal 
construction. The houses built here 
by the French will be a great saving 
to the Americans when the work on the 
new canal begins. “All you need in 
this climate is a tight tin roof,” old 
residents say, and “that the French 
bungalows still retain, though floors 
and walls are decayed after ten years 
of neglect. Baths are another requisite, 
and these the French provided, though 
sparingly, and they will need many re- 
pairs. At present there is only one 
shower bath on the isthmus. 

In Panama city the dreaded diseases 
are largely a consequence of a want of 
knowledge about how to live, and with 
proper sanitation the place may be 
made reasonably healthful. Out of a 
population of 18,000 one graveyard now 
receives fourteen bodies a day. Poison- 
ous vapors from decomposing refuse 
mix with the dampness of the atmos- 
phere and are inhaled, with deleterious 
effect, and malaria, Chagres fever and 
dysentery are the frequent resuits, Pan- 
ama is bad enough, but Colon is worse. 
Outside the railway grounds, the railway 
hotel and residence section of the offi- 
cers, where something has been done to 
make the place habitable, Colon is 
about as unkempt and unsavory as may 
be imagined. 

The work, therefore, of sanitizing the 
isthmus and making it habitable for 
the largely augmented population which 
the construction and operation of the 
Panama canal will bring is a most dif- 
ficult and important task; but, judging 
from what Uncle Sam has done for 
Havana and Santiazo, in Cuba, it is not |

They are used back of a scene behind 
doorways, where light is needed off 
the stage to represent the illumina- 
tion of that part of a dwelling not 
shown. For the same purpose “strip” 
lights are used—rows of incandescent 
lights fastened to a strip of wood pro- 
vided with a hook, by which it may 
be hung to the back of a scene when 
required. 

“Side” lights are incandescent lights 
arranged on either side of the prosce- 
nium arch. Sometimes they are built 
within the arch or they are arranged 
to be swung outward when the cur- 
tain is raised. 

The footlights are familiar to all, 
and the “border” lights are thosghung 
over the stage directly above the scen- 
ery, shutting off the top of the stage. 
These are arranged in a trough like an 
inverted “OU” to cast their light down 
upon the stage. These are practicaliy 
all of the lights used upon the stage of 
a house, though magic lanterns are 
employed at times for the simulation 
of water effects, moonlight ripples and 
lightning. The old fashioned calcium, 
using the oxyhydrogen gas, is so sel- 
dom employed in the modern theater 
as to call for no comment.

Mission, who in 1698S published “Tray- 
els In England,” wrote: 

“On the eve of St. Valentine’s day 
the young folks in England and Scot- 
land, by a very ancient custom, cele- 
brate a little festival. An equal number 
of maids and bachelors write their true 
or feigned names upon separate billets, 
which they roll up and draw by way 
of lots, the maids taking the men’s 
billets and the men the maids’, so that 
each of the young men chooses a young 
girl that he calls his valentine and each 
of the girls a young man she calls hers, 
By this means each has two valen- 
tines, but the man clings to the valen- 
tine that has fallen to his lot rather 
than the one who calls him hers. For- 
tune having thus divided the company 
into so many couples, the valeutines 
give balls and treats, wear their bil- 
lets several days upon their sleeves, 
and this little sport often ends in love.” 

The custom of drawing one’s valen- 
tine by lot became exceedingly popular 
all over Europe, especially in merry 
England, and continued as late as a 
century ago. But it grew to be such an 
extravagance that it wore itself out, 
for each “valentine” was expected to 
present his or her partner with a costly 
gift. Even royalty took part in the fes- 
tival. Pepys’ diary and other memoirs 
of the time mentioned jewels, gloves, 
silk stockings, garters, ete., as among 
the gifts bestowed upon valentines.

for Year 1903. 


About One-Third Under 
Five Years. 


Over One Sixth Were Over Seventy 
Years of Age. 


The returns of deaths made to the 
City Clerk during the year 1908 show 
quite a decrease from the previous year. 
The number recorded in 1903 was 406, 
against 455 in 1902. These, however, 
do not mean that number of deaths 
occurred in Quincy, for there were last 
year 29 who died in other places who 
were brought here for burial. This 
would bring the number of deaths in 
Quincy down to 377, which is less than 
13 per 1,000, a very low death rate, 
[he population is estimated at 30,000. 
Even at 25,000 the death rate would be 
but 15 per 1,000. 

There were 115 persons who died in 
Quincy who were buried out of town. 

Of the total namber of deaths record- 
ed, 145 claimed Quincy as their birth- 
place, and 7 were born in other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts. The num-| 
ber of deaths from violent 
was 32.

The Cities of Japan,—Tokio, Yoko- 
hama, and Osaki—were taken up by 
Mr. Corthell who gave many interesting 
facts of the people and surroundings. 
Tokio seemed to appeal to him as the 
most attractive. It is called the 
*‘Venice of the Orient.’’ He pictured 
its one hundred square miles of terri- 
tory, its freedom of life and restful 
atmosphere. As an evidence of the! 
progress that Japan has made, he said, 
more books were published each year | 
than in the United States.

Japanese Said to Have Lost Fi 


Vessels at Port Arthur 


BATTLESHIP WENT DOWN 


Two Torpedo Boats and a Cruis- |Never Before Such a Profusion of Beautiful Flowers 


er Also Said to Have Fallen 
Before Russian Fire--Stories 
of Landing of Japanese and 
Assaults Upon Them by Rus- 
sians Lack Confirmation--Ex- 
aggeration Likely as to Size 


of Forces Involved 


London, Feb. 16.—The voluminous 
dispatches from the far east published 
here are again characterized by absence 
| of real light on the situation. Numer- 
ous unconfirmed and conflicting ru- 
mors are given, and among them is a 
report of another engagement at Port 
} Arthur in which the Russians lost eight 
vessels sunk and 10 captured. 
A correspondent of The Daily Mail 
who witnessed the engagement off Port 
Arthur confirms his previous accounts 


of the fight a week ago and asserts 
again that one Japanese torpedo boat 
Was sunk and another deserted by its 
crew in a sinking condition and subse- 
quently captured by the Russians. He 
says also that the Japanese lost one 
battleship and had oue cruiser put oui of 
action and that the colonel of the 
Fifteenth Russian regiment was killed 
by a shell during the bombardment. 

Cablegrams to The Daily Mail from 
Wel Hai Wel and New Chwang report 
a Japanese fleet, with transports, 
cruising in the Gulf of Pechili, ap- 
parently with the idea of effecting a 
landing near Port Dalny. 

Nothing confirmatory has been re- 
ceived of the report of an attempt on 
the part of the Japanese to effect a land- 
ing on both sides of the Liao Tung 
peninsula, just north and in the rear of 
Port Arthur, or of a landing being 
made at Pigeon Bay, 12,000 troops tak- 
ing part, and another at Talien Wan, 
where 600 men were used. Both expe- 
ditions were reported to have been re- 
pulsed, one with severe loss—according 
to report 410 men were killed at Talien 
Wan and 30 at Pigeon Bay. 

While these reports are unofficial, it 
seems quite probable that a determined 
attempt has been made by the Japanese 
to cut the railroad line. It will need 
more evidence, however, to establish 
the fact that this is anything more than 
a preliminary skirmish in the attempt 
that Japan eventually will make to take 
Port Arthur. It probably will be found 
that these operations were conducted 
by marines and sailors from the fleet 
rather than by soldiers, and that the size 
of the force at Pigeon Bay was much 
exaggerated. 

The quick repulse of the invaders by 
the Russians shows that when it comes 
to land fighting the Russians will make 
a better showing than they do on the 
water. The assaults on Port Arthur 
and various points along the Liao Tung 
peninsula are for the purpose of keep- 
ing the Russian fleet and troops occu- 
pied to cover the concentration of 
Japanese troops in Korea and to cut the 
railroad line if possible. 

When the Korean contingent is de- 
barked and provisioned then Japan may 
be expected to turn her serious atten- 
tion to Port Arthur. A large fleet 
then wil be released to convoy the neces- 
sary transports. Of course, should she 
find any weak spot in the Russian 
armor along the Liao Tung during 
these minor operations, she would seize 
it and hold it if she could. It may be 
expected that repeated efforts will be 
made to destroy the railroad and it is 
quite likely that these will be magnified 
into serious attempts to take Port Ar- 
thur. 

Japan now has an army of upwards 
of 20,000 men in Korea in the vicinity of 
Chemulpo and Seoul. How many 
troops, if any, she had in the Yalu dla- 
trict is not known. Japanese warships 
have been reconnoitering the river's 
mouth for some days.

The funeral of ex-Chief Engineer 
Lewis P. Webber of the Boston Fire 
Department was held this morning at 
9 o’clock from his late residence on 
Independence avenue in this city, and 
was followed by a service at St. John’s 
church at 10.15.

The remains were escorted to the 
church by the Fire Chief club in full 
uniform, and 60 blows were struck on 
the fire alarm cireuits as the cortege 
moved.

Julian E. Johnstone as 
deacon, Rev. John J. Casey as sub- 
deacon, and Rev. Maurice Lynch as 
master of ceremonies.

IS DEAD 


Had Been Practically Uncon-| 


scioug For Two Days 


STRONG MEN WEAKENED 


Though They Knew Death ae 


but a Matter of Minutes, An- 
nouncement of the End Came | 
as a Shock--Services to Be 
Held 
Pathetic Attempt of Senator) 


to Maintain His Humor 


In Senate Chamber-- 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Senator Mar- 
cus Alonzo Hanna died at 6:40 o’clock 
last evening at the family apartments 
in the Arlington hotel, after an illness 
extending over nearly two months, filled 


with apparent recoveries, followed by 
relapses and finally’ drifting into) 
typhoid fever, which, in his weakened 
condition, he was unable to withstand. 
When the end came all the members of 
the senator's family were in the room 
except the senator’s wife and Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Hanna. Mrs. Hanna had 
left the room only a few minutes be- 
fore. 

The last sinking spell began at 6:20 
o'clock. Drs. Carter and Osler were 
then in attendance. They did not con- 
ceal the fact that life was about to ebb 
and al] members of the family were 
sent for. Mrs. McCormick, one of the 
senator’s daughters, and Miss Phelps 
were present at the death. Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Hanna were the first to ar- 
rive and they withdrew immediately 
to the chamber of the senator's wife to 
summon her to the bedside. It was 
while they were absent that the sena- | 
tor breathed his last. In the mean-} 
time Mr. McCormick, Mr. and Mrs. Par- | 
sons and H. M. Hanna had entered the | 
room. Mr. Dover, the senator's secre- 
tary, stood in the door. There were 
no distressing incidents attending the 
last moments. It was a sinking spell 
which terminated in 10 minutes. 

Just after his eyes closed in death, 
Mrs. Hanna was able to come into the 
room. She bore up well under the 
ordeal. The courage which has been 
displayed by Mrs. Hanna was the sub- 
ject of the greatest surprise. 

Yor the last two days Senator Hanna 
had not been conscious except at in- 
tervals and then only to obey me-| 
chanically some instructions given him 
by the physicians. Fourteen hours be- 
fore the end was announced life had 
practically suspended, the filckering 
epark being kept alpive by the most 
powerful scientific agencies. 

Five minutes before death came 
General Dick came from the bedside 
with the announcement: “He is worse 
and has only a few minutes at the 
most.” ‘That statement immediately 
prefaced the last official bulletin, which 
was: “Senator Hanna sank gradually 
during the afternoon and died quietly 
at 6:40 o'clock.” ; 

Mr. Dover read the bulletin to the 
newspaper men who were waiting. 
Though it was known five minutes be- 
fore that the next word probably would 
be the announcement that the senator 
had breathed his last, the effect upon 
his friends in the crowded hotel lobby 
was almost that of a sudden shock. No 
attempts were made to restrain grief. 
Senators Fairbanks, Scott and Kit- 
tredge broke down. They knew there 
was no hope, but that proved no guard 
against the tears which ran down their 
cheeks. General Dick wept his sorrow 
at the loss of a friend who had been a 
brother. His associations with Senator 
Hanna were born in politics, but be- 
came bonds, firm as though bred in the 
blood. 

None knew Senator Hanna well but 
to admire him and it was but a short 
step from admiration to love in the days 
of anxiety which attended the sena- 
tor’s illness. So it was that conversa- 
tion was a curious admixture of 
whispers and choked sobs. 

Spontaneously outbursts of un- 
stinted tribute were heard on every 
side. Men who are acknowledged lead- 
ers of their political parties, kings ot 
finance and commerce and men selected 
to serve the highest position in the na- 
tion were among those who expressed 
the country’s immeasurable loss. 

Friends at once took charge of the 
funeral arrangements. Services will be 
held in the senate chamber at noon to- 
morrow, at which the president, cabi- 
net, congress, public officials and friends 
will be present. 

For a brief period in the forenoon the 
remains will lie in state in the marble 
room. After the services special trains 
over the Penngylvania railroad will 
carry the remains, the family and 
friends to Cleveland, where services 
will be held on Friday afternoon. 

The last intelligible words spoken by 
Senator Hanna were pathetic in his at- 
tempt to maintain to the last the humor 
which was characteristic of his life. 
On Sunday morning he moved his head 
slightly and his eyes rolled a little to 
the right and then to the left. The nurse 
anticipated his want and bending to the 
patient's ear asked if be was looking 
for his handkerchief, 

“I think my wife has my handker- 
chief,” the senator whispered. 

Members of the family, eager for any 
sign of consciousness or recognition 
which the senator might display, were 
teld of the remark and they at once 


recognized it as one of his favorite Té 
joinders in good natured plaguing in 
which Mr. and Mrs. Hanna often in- 
dulged. It was the senator’s custom 
when he missed any personal article, 
especially his handkerchief, to say: “I 
expect my wife has it.” 

At about 11 o'clock Sunday the sena- 
tor became unconscious and thereafter, 
though the physicians and members of 
the family strained every nerve to de- 
tect a return of recognition, the senator 
did not speak a word that could be un- 
derstood, nor did he appear to know 
what was going on about him. Occa- 
gionally he mumbled a few sounds, but 
nothing could be made of them and his 
little pleasantry were the last words 
spoken, 

When it was known there was no 
chance for recovery, arrangements were 
made to have a death mask taken by 
Sculptor Dunbar and that was done last 
evening. The cast will be perfect and,

to the constant use of oxygen had taken 
on what appeared to be a coat of tan, 
which gaye it almost a life-like ap- 
pearance. 

President Roosevelt called at the Ar-

of the late Senator Hanna’s family. 
Some consideration has been given by 
the president and several members of 
the cabinet to the question of accom- 
panying the funeral party to the place 
of interment of the late senator's re- 
mains in Ohio. ‘The president would 
like to go very much and it is possible 
may do so. The matter, however, is 
still undecided. 


Marcus A. Hanna was bornat New 
Lisbon, O., Sept. 24, 1887. He removed 
to Cleveland when 15 years of age. He 
went into business in 1862, becoming 
one of the wealthiest men in the United 
States, being interestea in banks, ship- 
ping, railways and mines. His fortune 
is estimated at $8,000,000. 

Mr. Hanna was a delegate to Repub- 
lican national conventions of 1884, 1888 
and 1896 and was responsible for the 
nomination of William McKinley for 
president. He managed the campaigns 
of 1896 and 1900, making “sound 
money” the issue in 1896 and “the full 
dinner pail” in 1900. Ina speech at 
Chicago he compared Bryan's tour of 
the country to thatof a_ travelling 
médicine man. 

Mr. Hanna succeeded John Sherman 
as United States senator from Ohio, be- 
ing elected to the senate for full terms 
in 1898 and 1904. He declinedin De- 
cember to act as chairman of the Repub 
lican national committee for another 
term. By many he was regarded asa 
possible candidate for president in op- 
position to President Roosevelt. 

As a man, Mr. Hanna was kind- 
hearted, sympathetic, genial in mannet 
and earnestly desirous to help those 
who were willing to help themselves, 
His friends tesfify that no deserving 
person ever appealed to him in vain for 
charity. He once said in answer to ap 
inquiry, that to him half the pleasure 
in aiding others was keeping it to 
oneself. 

McKinley's candidacy and the issues 
on which it rested brought Mr. Hanna 
into public notice. His ability as an or- 
ganizer was recognized then and has 
been impressed upon the country since 
that time on many occasions. His con- 
sideration for workingmen and power 
with them have been illustrated. Sena- 
tor Hanna’s power in legislation and be- 
fore the people have come as surprises. 


Praise From Ex-President 

Princeton, N. J., Feb. 16.—Formes 
President Grover Cleveland paid Sena- 
tor Hanna the following tribute: “My 
relations with Mr. Hanna were only 
such as grew out of our association as 
members of the National Civic Federa- 
tion. He was active in the work of 
that body and sincerely devoted to the 
adjustment of differences between em. 
ployers and employes. He was ot 
great service in the work of the federa- 
tion and what he did and was able to 
do in accomplishing its objects made 
him a useful man. His loss cannot fail 
to be greatly felt in more than one field 
of yaluable endeavor.”

SUGARING-OFF 


Bethany Brotherhood Hold an 
Enjoyabie Meeting. 

One of the most enjoyable meetings 

yet held by the Brotherhood of Bethany 


church was that of Monday evening, 


which was attended by over 100 men, 
W. G. Shaw, the president, welcomed 
the large gathering, and the entertain- 
ment opened with gospel hymns. Mr. 
W. Fred Wigmore, who has won the 
heart of one of Quincy’s fair young 
ladies, was first introduced, and cap- 
tured the men also with a jovial tenor 
solo; he was recalled. 

R. D. Chase, the treasurer of the 
Quincy Cooperative bank, then gave an 
interesting talk on ‘*Cooperative 
Banks.’’? The desire for the accumu- 
lation of personal property, he said, 
dated back almost to the beginning of 
the world. He briefly reviewed some 
of the earlier plans, In 1779 an English 
clergyman proposed that if his people 
would bring to him at least two pence 
per week until Christmas he would add 
to the savings one-third. This was 
perhaps the beginning of the Coopera- 
tive bank idea, which was similar to 
building and loan associations in other 
states. 

From 1840 to 1850 these associations 
had a remarkable growth, especially in 


Pennsylvania, In 1887 Cooperative 
banks were established in Massachu- 
setts, and two years later in Quincy. 


The first meeting was held in Hancock 
hall, During the period of the Iron 
Hall and kiadred endowment orders, 
and again daring the granite strikes 
the progress had been slow, but there 
had been a constant; and successful 
growth all the time. 

The principal was the payment of $1 
per share per month until maturing of 
shares, which was in about twelve 
years, when they were worth $200 each. 
The monutyly payment was the distin- 
guishing feature from savings banks, 
and inculcated a systematic and busi- 
ness way of saving. 

The Cooperative banks loan the money 
received on mortgages and on share 
The State today has 132 such 
banks with a capital of $30,000,000. 
There were 5000 in the United States 
with 1,500,000 shareholders. 

In fifteen years the Quincy bank had 
grown to 600 members with assets of 
$250,000 or more. All classes of people 
are shareholders. Those who borrow 
are people who are building for them- 
selves homes, 

At the close several questions were 
asked and answered, and W. G. Shaw 
told of results from savings in Cooper- 
ative banks. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to 
Mr. Chase and Mr. Wigmore for their 
entertainment, and then an adjourn- 
ment was made to the dinning room. 

All during the evening the aroma of 
maple syrup had penetrated all parts of 
the building, and a sugaring off was 
the next attraction. During the even- 
ing Rev. E. N. Hardy, the pastor, had 
superintended the boiling of the syrup, 
and the men found on the tables on 
their arrival big tins with 
packed snow, upon which the hot 
Syrup was poured from _ pitchers.

THE LIGHTHOUSE 
KEEPER'S PROXY 


{Original.} 

When I was a young man I secured 
a job at a lighthouse. My duties were 
nominal, and at first I was much 
pleased at having so little to do, but 
before long became tired of the monot- 
ony and wished myself anywhere else. 
I asked the keeper what he hired me 
for, and he said it was for company. 
He couldn’t stay there alone, so he was 
willing to give 25 per cent of his salary 
for a companion. I told him that I 
would attend to the duties and give 
him 50 per cent of the salary, and he 
might stay away altogether. To this, 
after some consideration, he assented. 
When he left he told me he would come 
back oceasionally, especially immedi- 
ately after pay days. If lighthouse of- 
ficials came along I was to try to find 
out if they had ever seen the keeper, 
Branegan. If they had I was to say 
he had been taken ill and had gone to 
a hospital. If they did not know him, 
I was to claim to be the keeper him- 
self. With this he departed. 

I found it a bigger contract than I 
had anticipated. The loneliness was 
simply awful. I stood it a month and 
was about to resign when a boat load 
of lighthouse officials and others came 
to the steps, and when they came up I 
noticed several women among them. 
One of them was a young girl, Cora 
Earl, the daughter of the captain of 
the life saving station a mile down the 
beach. She was very pretty, and we 
took a fancy to each other from tbe 
start. I showed them over the prem- 
ises, and as the keeper wasn’t known 
to any of them I assumed to be he. 
After they had gone it was ten times 
as lonesome as before. 

The next day I locked up and went 
to the life saviug station to see Cora. 
I found her mighty well pleased to see 
me and didn’t get away from her till 
it was nearly time to light the lights. 
I arranged for her to meet me the next 
day half way between the light and 
the station. She did so, and it wasn't} 
long before we were betrothed. It oc- 
curred to me to tell her that I was 
not the keeper, but I didn’t dare do it. 
I had nothing to marry on except my 
salary, and I was fea would 
make a break and I would be relieved 
of that. I was surprised that her fa- 
ther hadn't seen Branegan, but learned 
that the keeper was supposed to be a 
solitary man who wouldn't have any 
friends. Those I met were astonished 
to discover that he was so sociable. 

Sranegan came aloug once a month 
and sometimes oftener. He had influ- 
ence to get information when any offi- 
cial would call at the lighthouse and 
would usually be on hand. I posted 
him how I was playing him with the 
life saving people, and he was careful 
not to give me away. I married Cora 
six weeks after I met her. Her father 
thought it too soon, but I told him I 
was so lonesome that I couldn't stand 
it any longer. So we got spliced, and 
Cora came to live with me at the light. 

One night in a fog a came 
right in to within half a mile of the 
light. I was in the yawl at the time, 
and, as the fog stood a few feet above 
the water, I could see her, though she 
couldn't see me or the lighthouse. I 
pulled out to her, shouting as I pulled, 
and succeeded in heading her off. 
When directly under her bows her cap- 
tain hailed me, and I told him he was 
within a few hundred yards of the 
rocks. He gave an order to back off, 
but before leaving asked me my name, 
ete. I told him I was Branegan, the 
lighthouse keeper. 

A few days later two men came to 
the lighthouse and asked for Branegan. 
L told them I was Branegan, and they 
clapped a pair of handcuffs on me. I 
was taken into the city and charged 
with murder, but when my accusers 
came to see me they declared I was 
not Branegan. I was obliged to con- 
fess how I came by my position, and I 
was returned under guard to the light- 
house. A man was left with me to see 
that I did not communicate with Bran- 
egan, 

Of course this was a great shock to 
my wife. She remembered that she 
had married me without knowing any- 
thing about me, and I was obliged to 
confess that appearances were much 
against me, but before I was taken 
away I told her the true story, and she 
believed me. 

Since my marriage 1 was used to 
meeting Branegan half a mile up the 
beach on pay day, and next pay day I 
concluded to go to him as usual. I 
couldn’t save him if I would. Of 
course I was followed and Branegan 
was arrested. 

The lighthouse governors heard of 
my arrest as Branegan, but the mat- 
ter was explained, and when I went 
back after my release it was with au- 
thority to act temporarily as keeper. 
The truth is they had no one else just 
then to put in my place and knew that 
I had been acting as keeper for months. 
Nothing was done until after the ar- 
rest of Branegan himself, when I re- 
ceived a call from a member of the 
lighthouse board. He informed me 
that the captain of the ship I bad saved 
from going on the rocks had reported

check for $1,000 for ne. Thi- be gave 


me with my appointment as keeper, 
with an advance of $200 a year salary. 

From the moment of my arrest my 
wife’s parents had lost confidence in me 
and begged her to come back to them. 
but she stuck to her post, though my 
conduct looked very suspicious. When 
I received the check and my appoint- 
ment she took me again into her con- 
fidence, and we have been very happy 
in our storm beaten home ever since, 

Branegan was acquitted of the mur- 
der on a plea of insanity and after- 
ward died in an asylum for the crim- 
inal insane.

| still further illustrate the inefficiency 
of the Russians in naval affairs. 

The arrival of Japanese cruisers in 
fighting trim from Italy gives Japan 
udded strength on the water and will 
tend to hasten Japan's land opera- 
tions. 

The report given out from Port Ar- 
thur that the Russian fleet had sailed, 
with the suggested object of attacking 
southern Japan or threatening the 
transports that are now pouring troops 
j into Korea or that are at sea near the 
Liao Tung peninsula, may be consid- 
ered as untrue. Japan would like noth- 
| ing better than to get the Russian fleet 
| out from under the protection of the 
guns of Port Arthur and fight a de- 
cisive battle. 

If it is true, as reported, that the Jap- 
anese fleet and transports are threaten- 
ing New Chwang we are likely to hear 
| soon of some heavy fighting. It seems 
a trifle early, however, for such a 
move. 

The report that 600 Russian troops 
were frozen to death while marching 
across Lake Baikal may not be true, 
but the fact that such a disaster is pos- 
sible illustrates the precarious condi- 
tion of Russia’s line of communications. 
Lake Baikal, which is 400 miles long, 
forms part of the Siberian railroad route 
to the far east. During the winter 
months it is frozen over to a depth of 
three feet or more, and travel across it 
by sledge is comparatively easy. Some 
of the time steamers can be forced 
through this ice, but this part of the 
route is so unreliable that a railroad is 
being built around the lake. This will 
not be finished for a year. Meanwhile 
a temporary railroad is being con- 
structed across the lake on the ice to 
take care of the increased traffic de- 
mands of the line.

According to special dispatches pub- 
lished here from Tokio, the Russian 
squadron has returned to Viadivostock. 
The correspondent at Chemulpo of The 
Daily Express makes the astonishing 
statement that Japan has already land. 
ed 120,000 troops in Korea, 80,000 of

The press attaches the greatest

All the re- 
ports tend to confirm the impression 
that Russia has little or nothing to ex- 
pect from sea operations. 

According to a dispatch to the Paris 
edition of the New York Herald 400 
torpedoes, being two-thirds of Russia’s 
entire available supply of these articles, 
were destroyed on board the Russian 
cruiser Variag at at Chemulpo.

Fate of the Scotia Queen After} 
a Terrible Buffeting 

Hyannis, Mass., Feb. 17.—After bat- 
tling against high gales, great ice fields, 
boisterous seas and zero weather in 
Nantucket sound for more than a week, 
the little schooner Scotia Queen, with 
a cargo of lumber, all but succumbed 
after reaching the north side of the 
sound, and lieg off Bass river full of 
water with her crew safe on board the 
tug Lehigh. 

Since last Wednesday the Scotia 
Queen has been frozen solid in the ice, 
liberated by a thaw, forced ashore at 
Nantucket by the ice fields that had held 
her, blown off by a favorable breeze, 
thrown on a shoal again six hours later 
by a shift of the wind into the opposite 
quarter, given up for lost by the Muske- 
get life savers and finally worked off the 
Tuckernuck shoal and across the ice- 
filled sound to shelter from yesterday's 
blizzard under Point Gammon where, 
seemingly exhausted by her efforts, she 
gradually filled with water just as aid 
for her crew arrived. It is thought that 
with a moderation inthe weathershecan 
be pumped out and so continue on her 
voyage.

If there suould be a viola- 
tion by either of them of the neutrality 
of China outside of Manchuria, it will 
be time for the peowers to get together 
and, acting on the lines indicated by 
Secretary Hay, make concurrent repre- 
sentations on the subject. 

Secretary Hay yesterday afternoon 
received responses from Austria-Hun- 
gary and from Portugal! to his neutrality 
proposition, the answers in each case 
amounting to an acceptance of the prin- 
ciples laid down by t he secretary. 
This completes the list of answers from 
all of the powers addressed with the ex- 
ception of Russia.

London, Feb. 19.—Little far eastern 
news appears in the press with the ex 
ception of official dispatches, and the 
comment is made that the official re 
ports of Viceroy Alexieff and others are 
remarkable mostly for what they leave 
unsaid.

ready to strike blows worthy of the 
dignity and might cf Russia.

tones of considerable irony. 


It is now believed both in London and 
on the continent that Viceroy Alexiefi 
has decided to fal! back upon Harbin, 
practically abandoning Port Arthur, 
Viadivostock and the whole of south 
ern Manchuria to the Japanese, and 
that he is perhaps hoping that the re 
duction of Port Arthur and Vladivo- 
stock will occupy the enemy while he 
is concentrating his forces at Harbin. 

At St. Petersburg it apparently is be- 
lieved that the Japanese have seized 
Chin Wang Tao, on the extreme south- 
western boundary of Manchuria, near 
Shanhaikwan. Russia claims that this 
action is a violation of Japan’s agree- 
ment to respect the integrity of China 
proper. 

According to the maps at hand it cer- 
tainly is a delicate question as to 
whether Chin Wang Tao is in Man- 
churia or in the “administrative entity 
of China,” as Secretary Hay would put 
it. ‘The seizure of this point probably 
is with the object of turning the Rus 
sian position at Mukden and Harbin, 
and looks toward Pekin. Russia has 
filed a protest with the Chinese lega- 
tion at St. Petersburg against this ac 
tion. 

This news if true is of importance as 
indicating that the movement to turn 
the Russians out of New Chwang ac- 
tually is in progress. 

A vigorous Chinese military move 
ment, attributed to Viceroy Yuan Shi 
Kai, commander-in-chief of the Chi- 
nese army, is said to be under way. It 
is declared that 15 or 20 trainloads of 
Chinese troops will be dispatched from 
Tien Tsin to defend the Liao Tung 
frontier. The significance of this, if it 
is true, is that China will thereby re- 
cover from Russia's grip the big terri- 
tory between the Liao river and the 
great wall, including Shannaikwan and 
the New Chwang railway. Telegrams 
for days past have ascribed to Yuan Shi 
Kal active preparations to defend the 
Chinese frontier, and quantities of arms 
and ammunition from Japan are said to 
be arriving for the use of his troops. 

Correspondents in the far east and 
military experts elsewhere are divided 
in their opinions as to where the first 
serious land attack by the Japanese is 
likely to be delivered. There is no doubt 
that Japan has landed large forces in 
Korea, at Masampo and Fusan, on the 
south, Chemulpo and possibly Pingyang 
on the west and Wonsan and Kilju on 
the east. The correspondents also tell 
of an army of 100,000 men as being on 
transports beaded for the Yalu or the 
Liao Tung peninsula. 

Japan at present has the Russian 
fieet so demoralized that she probably 
deems it safe to send out her trans- 
ports at will, but it is very doubtful if 
she has 100,000 troops afloat. As to the 
immediate destination of such as are on 
transports at sea it is quite probable 
that some are headed for the Yalu and 
some for the Liao Tung peninsula, 
where an effort will be made to cut the 
railroad and isolate Port Arthur. 

The correspondents of The Times 
and The Daily Telegraph at Tokio unite 
in announcing the resumption of the 
Japanese coasting trade and confirm 
previous reports that the Russian cruis- 
er Boyarin was sunk during the attack

on Port Arthur of Feb. T4. Some cor- 
respondents say the warship in ques- 
tion was the cruiser Bayan and not the 
Boyarin.

Bians ordered the Hsi Ping, together 
with the British steamer Ching Ping 
end the German steamer Pronto, to ex- 
finguish their lights and fires, 
sian warships then arrived and finding 
three vessels tn the roadsted without 
lights they began firing at them. The 
Pronto received most of the shots. The 
forts then began firing end the utmost 
confusion prevailed. 

The Japanese legation here received 
an official dispatch from Tokio saying 
it was not true that any Japanese ves. 
sels had been destroyed, so far, in any 
of the various naval engagements, and 
that all necessary repairs had already 
been made. The Japanese fleet remains 
intact. 

This message also denies the report 
that the Japanese were driven from the 
neighborhood of Kin Chau after a skir- 
mish in which 150 Japanese were taken 
prisoners, and declares that the Japan- 


ese made no attempt to land at Pigeon} 


Bay. It says the Japanese forces have, 
up to the present time, taade no attempt 
to land at any point where they could 
come in contact with the Russians, and 
that consequently all reports of land 
actions and Japanese losses are untrue.

RESPEGT AND LOVE 


Cleveland People Pay Tribute 


to Dead Statesman 


FACE IS EXPOSED TO VIEW 


f£ifty Thousand People Filed 

_ Past Casket and Saw Emacia- 
ted Features Which Bore Tes 
timony to Much Suffering 


Cleveland, Feb. 19.—This city has 
truly been one of mourning. The body 
of Senator Hanna lay in state upon 
a shrouded catafalqgue in the audi 
torium of the Chamber of Commerce, 
where it was taken immediately upon 
its arrival here from Washington. 

Surrounded by a veritable garden o: 
flowers and guarded by a detail of sol- 
diers from the state militia, the city of 
Cleveland now claims its own dis 
tinguished dead. From 1:30 yesterday 
afternoon to 9:80 o'clock last night fully 
50,000 people passed the flower-covered 
casket and took a last look upon the 
face of the dead statesman. 

With snow blowing into their faces 
fiercely and a cold wind chilling them 
through and through, thousands of peo- 
ple stood for hours in a double line 
stretching for more than five squares 
waiting for an opportunity to pass into 
the building where lay the remains. 
Although the crowd was passing into 
the auditorium at the rate of more than 
60 a minute, the line grew rapidly and 
when at 0:30 o’clock the doors were 
closed for the night, there were still sev- 
eral thousand who were compelled to 
return home disappointed. 

Troop A was at the depot, drawn up 
in two platoons, when the funeral train 
arrived. When the casket had been 
placed in the funeral car and the mem- 
bers of the committee and friends had 
been assigned carriages, the cortege, 
headed by a platoon of police and fol- 
lowed by Troop A on black horses, 
moved for the Chamber of Commerce 
building, where the body lay in state un- 
til this noon. 

All along the line of march the rever- 
ence, respect and loye felt for the dead 
senator was shown. Men stood with 
bared heads in an almost blindiag snow- 
storm while the cortege passed and 
many eyes were filled with tears. <A 
bugle announced the arrival of the 
cortege at the entrance of the chamber 
and the battalion of engineers, which 
lined the entrance and exits to the 
chamber, was drawn up to “attention.” 

Slowly the casket was borne through 
the ranks of the soldiers and placed up- 
on the bier. n the entrance to the hall, 
the pall-bearers with their burden took 
the lead. They were followed by the 
members of Governor Herrick’s staff 
and,,taking up the rear, were the citi- 
zens’ committee of the chamber and ex- 
change. Later the top of the casket was 
removed, antl the face of the dead sena- 
tor exposed to the view of those friends 
who knew him best. 

L. C. Hanna, the brother of the sena- 
tor, was the first to look upon the sena- 
tor. With head bared and bowed, he 
stood fully two minutes gazing stead- 
fastly with tear-dimmed eyes upon the 
features of his brother. Goyernor Her- 
rick and the members of his staff then 
passed before the casket and after them 
the members of the special committees, 

The chamber auditorium, where the 
body lay in state, was most appro- 
priately set for the occasion. From the 
four large chandeliers there wasa huge 
canopy of black. From a black and 
white rosette in the centre four white 
streamers extended to the corners of 
the canopy around the entire hall. 
Near the ceiling was hung a wide black 
border. From this at frequent inter- 
vals, starting with a black and white 
rosette, where hung black and white 
streamers reaching to the floor. Be- 
neath the canopy stood the catafalque 
upon which rested the remains of 
President McKinley at Canton. As 
life-long friends and companions, it was 
thought fitting that the same bier should 
be used for Senator Hanna that did ser- 
vice for President McKinley. 

The floral tributes were the most 
elaborate since the funeral of the late 
President McKinley. A whole carload 
of offerings from Washington officials 
and friends accompanied the funeral 
train. There were also tributes in rich 
profusion trom societies and friends in 
Senator Hanna’s home city. 

The Senator Hanna seen by the thou- 
sands who filed past the bier was far 
different from the Senator Hanna fa- 
miliar to Clevelanders in life. The face 
was thin and drawn, bea ring mute testi- 
mony to the suffering that he had un- 
dergone. The hands, crossed upon the 
chest and visible through the casket 
front, were thin to emaciation. The 
death pallor was heightened by the 
contrast with the clothes of black. 

At 9:80 o’clock last night Memorial 
post, G. A. R., of which Senator Hanna 
was a member, marched to the Chamber 
of Commerce in a body and in the pres- 
ence of their dead comrade conducted 
the ritualistic funeral service of their 
organization. After this service the 
hall was closed, members of Troop A 
remaining to guard the body during the

For 
instance, even Spain is preparing for 
possibilities. The Spanish minister of 
war informed a newspaper man yes- 
terday that he was mobilizing fhe mill- 
tary forces at his disposal, and said: 
“Although the Russo-Japanese dispute 
does not concern us. we must be pre- 
pared for all eventualities. Patriotism, 
however, demands that we keep silent 
regarding the points Spain must 
fortify.” 

The Paris Figaro publishes a tele- 
gram said to be from a high Russian 
ofticial, and sent from the frontier, say- 
ing that Colonel Von Schenk, com- 
mander of the Emperor Alexander regi- 
ment of the German guards, of which 
the czar is honorary colonel-in-chief, 
was received by the czar and handed to 
him an autograph letter from Em- 
peror William on the war in the far 
east, and especially on the subject of 
Great Britain's attitude. 

Continuing, The Figaro’s informant 
says official circles in Russia continue 
to count on Germany's unreserved sup- 
port, and discuss openly the possible 
change in the equilibrium of Europe 
which might result from the grouping 
of Russia, Germany and France, taken 
in connection with the anti-British 
feeling. 

The increasing possibility of war 
with Great Britain is discussed without 
reserve in Russian military circles. Rear 
Admiral Rojestyenski, chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the navy, has said it was 
impossible, according to the Russian of- 
ficial who telegraphs The Figaro, to 
send to Port Arthur all the naval offi- 
cers who want to go there, because they 
may be required in the Baltic. In con- 
clusion this official saysthe whereabouts 
of Viceroy Alexieff has been unknown 
for three days past and that the official 
telegrams are received without signa- 
ture.

DAY, 
FAT ON A FOWL. 
It Is Not So Good a Thing as Some 

Housekeepers Think. 

“When I see men or women looking 
for nothing but fat on a fowl,” said a 
marketman, “I don’t envy them their 
dinner. There is a layer of fat under- 
neath the skin when poultry is unduly 
fattened, and in the cooking this over- 
heated fat saturates the meat, and dell- 
cate stomachs have a hard tussle. This 
is why lots of people can’t eat ducks 
land geese at all. These overfattened 
fowls are in reality more expensive 
and less easily digested, there being 
anuch less lean meat in proportion to 
the fat. Most of my customers are now 
willing to pay what a good turkey is 
worth, understanding the difference. 
What is the difference? Why, there 
are a few rules that must be observed. 
For at least six days before killing 
barnyard fowls must be cooped, not 
huddled, have a good, clean space 
and be well fed on corn for at least 


| "tive days. Then for twenty-four hours 


before killing they should be fed on 
skimmed milk or soft boiled rice. The 
night before the killing the turkey 
must have plenty of water, but no 
food, which leaves the crop empty, the 
intestines clean, the dark meat quite 
light, and gives a flavor as different as 
possible from the offensive flavor that 
is likely to impregnate the common 
fowl killed in the common way. The 
flesh of all animals is flavored by their 
food. This accounts for the delicious 
flavor of the canvasback and redhead 
ducks. Both eat of the wild celery at 
the water's edge, the former taking the 
roots, the latter the tops.’”—Philadel- 
phia Record. 


LABRADOR. 


It Is a Picturesque Country With 
Many Great Waterfalls, 

Labrador externally is forbidding 
and discouraging. She is not all moss 
covered rock, however. From a scenic 
point of view she has something to 
offer that will interest the world. Un- 
fortunately it is possible to reach the 
country by water during only four 
months of the year. Dog sledges and 
snowshoes are the medium of travel 
the remainder of the year. ‘There are 
no roads. 

The interior of Labrador has been 
found to be tableland, about 1,500 feet 
above sea level, the foothills of which 
reach down to the Atlantic coast. 
Piercing these foothills at intervals 
along the 760 miles of coast line are 
deep inlets, some of which resemble 
Norwegian fiords. Of these perhaps 
the most picturesque is Nachrach bay, 
1,100 miles north of St. John’s. It is a 
mile or more wide and twenty miles 
long. Great shouldering cliffs, more 
than 1,500 feet high, jut out into the 
water on either side, glistening cas- 
cades tumbie over their sides, and mys- 
tifying sea caverns lure one to explore 
them. Fifteen miles from the mouth is 
a waterfall of trethendous height. Its 
altitude has been variously estimated 
at from 400 to 600 feet. Tumbling over 
the edge of the cliff in a cascade, it 
takes this great leap and then dashes 
along on its foamy way down several 
hundred feet until it drops into the 
bay. This is by no means the largest 
waterfall in the country.—New York 
Tribune.

The Camel Raid. 

Camels in Somaliland are kept in 
great herds sometimes numbering 30,- 
000. Such numbers involve wide areas 
for grazing and consequent distances 
from the few places where water may 
be found.

No other news of this attack has been 
received in London, but the Che Foo

NOT TRUE TO THE POLE, 


The Variations In the Pointing of 
the Compass. 

We commonly say that the pole ot 
the needle points toward the north. 
The poets tell us how the needle is true 
to the pole. Every reader, however, is 
now familiar with the general fact otf 
a variation of the compass. On our 
eastern seaboard and all the way across 
the Atlantic the north pointing of the 
compass varies so far to the west that 
a ship going to Europe and making nu 
allowance for this deviation would fina 
herself making more nearly for the 
North cape than for her destination. 
The “declination,” as it is termed in 
scientilic language, varies from one re- 
gion of the earth to another. In some 
places it is toward the west, in others 
toward the east. 

The pointing of the needle in various 
regions of the world is shown by means 
of magnetic maps. Such maps are pub- 
lished by the United States coast sur- 
vey, Whose experts make a careful 
study of the magnetic force all over the 
country. It is found that there is a 
line running nearly north and south 
through the middle states along which 
there is no variatton of the compass. 
To the east of it the variation is west, 
to the west of it east. The most rapid 
changes in the pointing of the needle 
are toward the northeast and north- 
west regions. When we travel to the 
northeastern boundary of Maine, the 
westerly variation has risen to 20 de- 
grees. Towiurd the northwest the east- 
erly variation continually increases un- 
til In the northern part of the state of 
Washington it amounts to 23 degrees.— 
Simon Newcomb in Harper's.

Senate Ratifies Panama Treaty 


Without Amendment 


MORGAN HAD “LAST SAY” 


Exchange of Ratifications Will 
Take Place at Once and the 
Great Project Will Be Speedily 
Pressed by Proper Methods 


Washington, Feb. 24—The United 
States senate ratified without amend- 
ment the treaty with Panama for a 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama by 
a vote of 66 to 14. The result was a 
foregone conclusion, the interest in the 
biatter being only in the division of the 
vote on the Democratic side, which was 
not known definitely until the roll was 
called, all the Republicans being for 
ratification. Fourteen Democrats voted 
for ratification and 14 against. Two 
Democrats were paired in favor of the 
treaty and three Democrats were paired 
against it, so in the total vote 16 Demo- 
crats were for the treaty and 17 
against it. 

The only other vote was on the 
amendment offered by Senator Bacon, 
providing for an arrangement to com- 
pensate Colombia for loss of the ter- 
ritory of Panama. This was rejected 
by a vote of 24 to 49. It was a party 
vote on the affirmative side and also on 
the negative side, with the exception of 
Mr. Gibson and Mr. McEnery, Demo- 
crats, who voted with the Republicans. 

The debate in executive session was 
generally on the merits of the treaty, 
with reference to the secret papers 
which were sent to the senate by the 
president. Senator Morgan made a set 
speech which occupied the greater part 
of the time. Senator Culberson made 
comments on the secret correspond- 
ence and asserted that it showed that 
the “reasonable time” referred to in the 
Spooner act was known to have ex- 
pired, both for negotiating the Hay- 
Herran treaty and Its ratification. Sen- 
ator Culberson also read from a letter 
addressed to Albert Shaw by the presi- 
dent, dated Oct. 10, 1903, in which the 
president said he saw no hope for any 
negotiation with Colombia and that he 
would be delighted should a revolution 
occur on the isthmus. 

Senator Kittredge, a member of the 
inter-oceanic canal committee, imme- 
diately after the ratification of the 
canal treaty introduced a bil! to pro- 
vide for the temporary government of 
the Panama canal territory aud the 
protection of the canal works and for 
other purposes connected with the con- 
struction of the canal. 

Everything is ready for the speedy 
consummation of the Panama canal 
treaty and both the war and the state 
departments have made preparations 
for the next step, the former by the dis- 
patch of troops to the isthmus, and the 
latter by the completion of arrange- 
ments for the exchange of ratifications 
of the treaty, which will take place in 
Washington within a day or two. M. 
Bunau-Varilla, minister from Panama, 
very soon after he has made the ex- 
change of treaties will lay down his mis 
sion, according to notice he bas already 
given. His successer a8 minister here 
will be Pablo Arosamena, the present 
head of the eeastitutional convention. 

The aduinistration intends to press 
the -«nal project by all proper methods. 
As a cabinet officer expressed it, the | 
next step after the appointment of the 
commission will be “to scratch dirt” 
and already such members of the com- 
mission as are assured of their places, 
like Admiral Walker and Major Gen- 
eral Davis, have been giving some at- 
tention to the provision of the clerical 
force and the engagement of engineer- 
ing talent to conduct the actual work of | 
eanal digging.

Will Increase State Tax. 


The cities and towns of Massachusetts 
will have an opportunity to curtail .on 
the appropriations for Poor departments 
this year, because the State bas assumed 
the expense of the insane and idiotic 
which in the past has been assessed. 
In 1902, according to the report of the 
Overseer of the Poor, $4,009.95 was ex- 
pended by the city of Quincy for in- 
sane, and $540.70 at other hospital out- 
side of Quincy. An additional sum on 
account of 1902 was also paid last year. 

In 1903 the expenses of Quincy for 
insane and feeble minded was probably 
as large or laager, for the number 
afflicted is rapidly increasing. 

What the city saves in this way, 
however, it will probably be called 
upon to pay in its State tax>~Comment- 
ing on this the Boston Advertiser says 
editorially: 

‘If, as so many members of the 
legislature predict, none of Gov. Bates 
special suggestions for raising the 
money to take care of the insane and 
idiotic are accepted, it simply means 
more taxes ior most of the towns and 
cities throughout the state. In some 
way the State bas to raise $1,100,000 
for this new burden which has pre- 
viously been paid by the communities 
to which these unfortunates belonged. 

‘*When the law was passed, four 
years ago, for putting this expense on 
the state, it isa pity that the legisla- 
ture did not also say how the money 
was to be raised. That would have been 
the-snsible way, instead of leaving the 
state now with this tremendous new 
burden and no provision for meeting it.

But so far, the publieh~ant 
nounced plans of most.a&+ke cities seem 
to call for lucaletaxes as high as last 
year, i2$spective of the State tax, which 
must naturally be much higher, unless 
some new source of State revenue is 
found. 

‘*In any case the State must find $1,- 
100,000 more than its revenue of last 
year, when the cities and towns wére 
taking care of their own pauper insane. 
If with the sum now spent by thestate, 
the cities and towns live up to their old 
tax rates, and the State has to collect 
this amount in addition, it simply 
means that taxpayers will have to ralse 
tbat much extra.’’

In the Hermit Kingdom 


NEWTREATY WITHKOREA 


Empire’s Independence and In- 
tegrity Is Guaranteed, In Re- 
turn For Which Japan Will 


Assume Coxrtrol of Defenses 


Washington, Feb. 25.—Russia will 
ignore Japan’s newly negotiated treaty 
with Koreg, guaranteeing the inde- 
pendence and integrity o: the hermit 
kingdom, and has so informed the 
United States. Japan, it may be stated, 
assumes practically the same attitude 
of indifference towards Russia’s protest 
to the powers, which, on high authority, 
it is declared, will be ignored by the 
Tokio government. 

In diplomatie circles Secretary Hay’s 
announcement of the negotiation of 
the Japanese-Korean treaty created a 
sensation. While the treaty, it is 
stated, opens up possibilities for new 
international complications in the far 
eastern war, the diplomatic corps here 
express the firm belief that there is no 
ground for apprehension at present 
that the war will extend beyond the 
two belligerents and Korea. 

It will not surprise diplomats 
versant with Japan’s plans to see

It is known, however, that Korea gives 
Japan extensive military rights and the 
officials here regard the negotiation of 
the treaty as a declaration by Japan of 
her protectorate over the hermit king- 
dom and a move which has long been 
expected. It is supposed that Japan is 
given the right to fortify Korea in any 
way she wishes and practically assume 
control of all Korea’s defenses. This 
declaration of a protectorate of Korea 
by Japan of course removes Korea from 
the rank of neutral powers and makes 
the hermit kingdom as legitimate a 
field for military operations as Japan 
itself. 

Although Count Cassini had not re- 
ceived formal news of the treaty’s con- 
clusion, he was informed of it by Mr. 
Hay. Russia, it is believec, will not 
abandon her contention for the inde- 
pendence of Korea and will refuse to 
recognize Japan’s right to establish a 
for in the 
treaty. The Russian ambassador, in 
his conversation with Secretary Hay, 
pointed out that Japan’s declaration 
had come too late to be observed by 
Russia, as the St. Petersburg govern- 
ment already had announced that 
Japan's conduct in Korea had been such 
that it would be impossible for Russia 
further to regard as valid any orders or 
declarations issued by Korea. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
declared that the information given him 
by newspaper men was the first he had 
received. The minister said he was not 
aware of any such treaty and intimated 
that perhaps reference was had to an 
old treaty between Japan and Korea. 

Secretary Hay, as soon as the minis- 
ter saw him, placed the substantve of 
Mr. Allen’s cablegram at his disposal 
and will inform the minister of any 
further details on the subject which 
the department may receive. 


Explanation Called For 

Washington, Feb. 25.—The navy de- 
partment has called on Commander 
Marshall, commanding the gunboat 
Vicksburg at Chemulpo, Korea, for a 
full report regarding the attack of the 
Japanese fleet on that port on Feb. 8 and 
of the subsequent incidents.

Tamagno hada 
slight cold on the chest, but protested 
that it made no difference whatever in 
the singing quality of his head tones. 
Upon this Lassalle offered to wager 
that he could sing higher with his 
falsetto than Tamagno with his ‘voce 
di petto.’ The challenge was accepted, 
and forthwith the two began a vocal 
duet the like of which I am certain I 
shall never hear again. Out came Ta- 
magno’s A’s and B flats, as quickly re- 
sponded to with the falsetto equiva- 
lents from Lassalle’s sturdy throat. 
Then the Italian went ‘one better,’ and 
the Frenchman, in order, as he said, 
to help himself up the scale, mounted 
his chair and emitted the B natural, 
whereupon Tamagno also stood upon 
his chair and brought out not only a 
high C, but a ringing D flat. Lassalle 
was now for mounting the table, but, 
this being ‘ruied out’ as an unfair ad- 
vantage over a less athletic opponent, 
he proceeded to get the necessary notes 
from the eminence of his chair amid 
terrific applause from the rest of the 
company. Tamagno now made a bold 
dash for a D natural, but did not quite 
succeed, and as Lassalle fared no bet- 
ter we pronounced the result a ‘dead 
heat.’ ”

| Fictory May Not Be So Great as 
Indicated by Alexieff 

London, Feb. 25.—Viceroy Alexieff’s 
dispatch to the czar clearing up the 
doubts caused by the numerous sensa- 
tional versions of the last Port Arthur 
affair was received in London too late 
to be published in the early editions of 
the morning papers, but it confirms the 
opinion founded upon earlier rumors 
that Admiral Togo made a daring at- 
tempt to bottle up the Russian fleet at 
Port Arthur, and, although Viceroy 
Alexieff asserts that the entrance to 
the harbor of Port Arthur is still free, 
the fact that Admiral Togo’s fleet, 
minus the vessels injured in the 
courageous exploit, was soon steaming 
at full speed on a southeast course 
from Wei Hai Wel, is interpreted as an 
| indication of the Japanese admiral’s 
satisfaction with the accomplishment 
of his design. 

It is pointed out here that it would 
be difficult for the Russians, in the dark- 
ness of night, to ascertain just what 
had happened to Japanese vessels or to 
distinguish whether it was _ their 
| intention to sink and torpedo boats. As 

two injured vessels were observed 
| steaming slowly away from Port Ar- 
| thur, and as the Japanese fleet was go- 
| ing at full speed off Wei Hai Wei, it 
is presumed that the two injured ves- 
sels might have gone elsewhere to re- 
pair. Another explanation of the in- 
completeness of Admiral Togo's squad- 
ron as seen off Wei Hal Wel is that he 
possibly left some vessels to watch off 
Port Arthur. 
Further details of this engagement 
from independent sources are awaited 


with the greatest interest, but it is be- 
lieved that the reports that Japanese 


battleships or transports were sunk 
should be taken with a degree of al- 
lowance. 


“Help Russia or Be Killed” 

Kin Kow, Feb. 25.—Viceroy Alexieff 
has caused a proclamation to be issued 
throughout Manchuria notifying the 
Chinese that Russia is at war with 
Japan on account of Japan’s treacher- 
ous attack on the Russian fleet. This 
proclamation warns the inhabitants 
that they must prevent the encroach- 
ment of Chinese on Russian territory. 
It says if they make any attempt to 
show hatred towards the Russians they 
will be ex®&rminated without mercy. 
This is considered by many officials an 
intimidation to compel natives to “help 
the czar or be killed” on various pre- 
texts.

HOMES OF HEALING. 


The History of Hospitals Begins 
With the First Century. 

The temple at Epidaurus was found- 
ed by Antoninus Pius at the end of the 
first century A. D. in honor of A®scu- 
lapius, Homer’s blameless physician. 
Beyond the sacred inclosure was a 
building for the reception of the sick 
and dying, which Strabo describes as 
a place renowned for the cure of all 
diseases, always full of invalids and 
containing votive tablets descriptive of 
cures. t 

About 880 A, D. a hospital was found. 
ed by Valens and richly endowed by 
him at Cmwsarea, and another at Rome 
by Fabiola, a wealthy Roman widow, 
for the reception of the sick poor. 

Basil is said by Gregory, the pres- 
byter, to have built a large hospital 
for lepers with money collected for the 
purpose. The Hotel Dieu in Paris, 
founded in the seventh century, and 
two founded in 1080 by Lanfranc, 
archbishop of Canterbury, were both 
connected with monastic establish- 
ments. Bartholomew’s, 1547, and St. 
Thomas’, 1553, are the oldest hospitals 
in London and were both originally re- 
ligious foundations. 


Omens In Tea. 

When the tea is made and the lid of 
the teapot is forgotten for a minute or 
two it is a sure sign that some one will 
drop in for the meal. Two spoons put 
by chance into the saucer of a maid 
or a bachelor denote that he or she 
will be married within a year.

IN THE LEDGER. 


When cold storage was first intro- 
duced into this country the chilly stor- 
age rooms were absolutely free from 
rats and mice. The temperature was 
kept considerably below the freezing 
point, and in the cold surroundings rats 
and mice were unable to live. 

In time, however, the rich stores 
packed away there proved too tempt- 
ing for thieving rodents, and they be- 
gan to make inroads into the cold stor- 
age rooms, at first paying a hurried 
call and as soon as they had taken a 
few nibbles rushing with a shiver out 
into warmer places. 

Gradually, however, these visits were 
lengthened and became more frequent, 
not without considerable mortality 
among the rats, but in the end there 
grew into being what is known as the 
“cold storage rat.” This animal has 
neither tail nor ears, both having been 
frozen for his ancestors, resulting in 
their total loss to the families of the 
first intrepid pirates of cold storage. 

These earless and tailless cold storage 
rats are perfectly at home in a temper- 
ature below the zero mark. This, I 
think, is one of the most striking ex- 
amples of how the animal kingdom in 
the wise economy of nature can adapt 
itself to the most severe surroundings. 
—Atlanta Constitution. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 


They Were First Suggested In 1697 
by Daniel Defoe. 

Primitive savings banks were found- 
ed at Hamburg in 1778 and at Berne 
in 1787, the idea having been suggested 
by Danie] Defoe in 1697. Francis Mas- 
seres proposed in 1771 to confer upon 
the ratepayers of any English parish 
powers to receive and invest savings 
and to grant deferred annuities, but a 
bill to this effect failed to pass through 
parliament. The first practical at- 
tempts were on a small and tentative 
scale. <A children’s bank was started 
by Mrs. Priscilla Wakefield at Totten- 
ham in 1798. 

The Rev. J. Smith of Andover, with 
two friends, agreed in 1790 to receive 
small sums from his parishioners dur- 
ing the summer, to be returned with a 
one-third bounty at Christmas, a lib- 
eral offer which was eagerly embraced. 

The title of “Father of Savings 
Banks” has been given, however, to the 
Rev. H. Duncan of Ruthwell, Dum- 
friesshire, who established a savings 
bank in 1810 on so successful a basis 
that in four years it possessed an accu- 
mulated fund of £1,160. 

Acts to encourage savings banks in 
England and Ireland were passed in 
1817 and were extended to Scotland in 
1835.—Pearson’s. 


PROLIFIC INSECTS. 


The Termites, or White Ants, Are 
the Greatest Egg Layers. 
There is infinite variety in the num- 
ber of eggs laid by different animals, 
the general rule being that those high- 
est in the scale of life are least prolific. 
Among vertebrates fish are the most 
prolific. Trout and salmon average 
1,000 eggs to every pound of weight. 
Buckland reckoned the roe of a half 
pound herring at 19,840, of an eight 
pound turbot at 885,000 and of a thirty 
pound cod at 5,000,000, while the stur- 
geon has more than a third of its 
weight ready for the toothsome caviare. 
Mollusks vary in their powers of re 
production from thirty to fifty at a 
time in snailsj to the thousands of the 
whelk, while the spat of some reaches 
2,000,000, It is among insects that stu- 
pendous numbers appear, reaching a 
climax in the termites, or white ants. 
The queens of these are egg laying 
machines of the most astonishing fe- 
cundity. They become huge cylindrical 
packages, 2,000 times their usual size, 
chained to one spot. The laying at 
the rate of sixty eggs a minute, or S0,- 
000 a day, reaches probably in two 
years the enormous total of 50,000,000! 


Winter Hawthorn Blossoms. 

The legend respecting the origin of 
the Glastonbury thorn is well known— 
how Joseph of Arimathea, In visiting 
Britain on a preaching mission, ar- 
rived weary at Glastonbury, and while 
he rested his hawthorn walking stick 
was thrust into the ground; how it 
at once began to grow and ever after, 
so the legend says, flowered on Christ- 
mas day. The thorn is simply an early 
flowering variety of our common haw- 
thorn. That it does flower remarkably 
early is quite true, for a tree in the 
Royal Botanic gardens, Kew, opens its 
flowers between November and March. 
—London Knowledge. 


A Tiny Dog. 

The Mexican lapdog 1s so very mi- 
nute in size as to appear almost in- 
credible to those who have not actually 
seen the animal itself. A well known 
writer on natural history, speaking of 
this tiny member of the canine species, 
says that “it is precisely like those 
white woolen toy dogs which sit upon 
a pair of bellows and when pressed 
give forth a nondescript sound intend- 
ed to do duty for a legitimate bark.”

Posslet Bay is in Russian Manchuria, 
about 70 miles southwest of Vladivo- 
stock. Hunchin is on the left bank of 
the Tumen river and about 40 miles to 
the west of Possiet Bay. Kirin is a 
big Manchurian town, and lies about 


220 miles inland and to the west of 
Possiet Bay. Kwang Cheng Tsi is 
about 80 miles west of Kirin. Kbaba- 


rovsk is about 400 miles to the north of 
Viadivostok, with which port it is con- 
nected by a railroad. 

War correspondents and Europeans 
in Japan, commenting in amazement 
upon the success of Japanese officials 
in preserving secrecy regarding all the 
operations of war, declare this con- 
spiracy of silence is not only confined to 
government and service circles, but that 
it extends to every section of the com- 
munity. All classes of people are sub- 
mitting with marvellous patience to be- 
ing deprived of news, which they recog- 
nize as imperative to the success of the 
national cause. it is undoubtedly in 
pursuance of this policy that no Japan- 
ese account of the Port Arthur attacks 
has yet been published and none is ex- 
pected until Admiral Togo has com- 
pleted his designs there. 

In the meantime, if the report from 
Yin Kow of a Japanese landing near 
Vladivostok should prove correct, a 
most important and new development 
in the Japanese operations will have 
been revealed, as it points to an attack 
on Vladivostok, from which Possiet 
Bay is only a little over 70 miles dis- 
tant. 

The report that the rallroad has been 
cut between Harbin and Vladivostok 
may possibly be connected with these 
operations, but until more rellable infor- 
mation is forthcoming this report must 
be received with reserve. It has already 
been reported from Tokio that certain

Mr. Watts has felt it to be his duty 
to write to the state department, point- 
ing out the state of public feeling her« 
and the great prospective damage to 
American trade unless measures are 
taken to allay the irritation. Amer-

icans here believe that an official ex- 
planation of the Vicksburg incident 


would be opportune and have an excel- 
lent effect. 

The government officially has not 
taken notice of the incident, being with- 
out direct official advices from the far 
east on the subject. In government 
circles, however, it is seen plainly 
that Russian susceptibilities have been 
wounded and the fear is expressed that 
should Washington now disregard Rus- 
sia and procure exequaturs for the 
newly appointed American consuls at 
Mukden and Antung from Pekin and at- 
tempt to send these officials to their 
posts, a really -unpleasant incident 
might be created. 

Russia does not want to be placed in 


the position of refusing to allow these 


men to enter upon their duties, but, 
with a state of war existing and com- 
merce at a_ standstill, military con- 
siderations are paramount, and Russia 
might consider herself warranted in in- 
terpreting such a course on the part of 
the United States to be political rather 
than commercial. The refusal of Rus- 
sia to allow Mr. Morgan, the néwly ap- 
pointed American consul at Port Dalny, 
to go to his post at present, is based 
solely on the military situation which 
may compe] all foreigners to leave Port 
Dalny. 

The sincere hope is expressed that 
the United States will not embarrass 
Russia further by pressing the ques- 
tion of consular representation at this 
time.

Also Acted In Same Capacity 
For Consumptives’ 
That Matter Is an 


Error In Bookkeeping 


Home-- 
Claims 


Boston, Feb. 26.—Wallace H. Ham, 
manager of the Boston branch of the 
American Surety company of New 
York, treasurer of St. Luke’s home for 
consumptives, Roxbury, and until a few 

| days ago treasurer of St. Paul’s Episco- 
pal church in this city, was arrested, 
charged with larceny of $104,000 from 


the American Surety company. He 
Was arraigned before Judge Ely late 


yesterday afternoon and held in $50,000 
for a hearing March 38. 

In connection with the hearing George 
N Berry, counsel for the surety com- 
pany, stated that although the war- 
rant alleged the appropriation of $104,- 
000, he was ready to prove by witnesses 
that as much as $175,000 had been 
taken by Ham as manager of the 
surety company. Mr. Berry said that 
Ham also was responsible for a loss of 
from $40,000 to $50,000 in the funds of 
St. Luke's home. 

After Ham's arrest the American 
Surety company issued a statement in 
which they claimed that the accounts of 
St. Paul's Episcopal church were in- 
volved in the general deficit and named 
$190,000 as the aggregate of Ham's 
shortage. 

When Ham was brought into court 
Lawyer Berry asked that bail be placed 
at $100,000, because of the large amount 
alleged to hnve been stolen. The com- 
pany felt safe, he said, in saying that 
the misappropriation would be as large 
as $175,000, and was ready to prove this 
by witnesses. Judge Ely, however, 
fixed the bond at $50,000 and continued 
the case until March 3. Arrangements 
at once were made to try to secure 
bondsmen. 


The exact shortage, if any, in the 
funds of St. Paul's church has not 
been determined. Henry .@ Vaughan, 
the newly elected treasurer of the 


church, is at work upon the books and 
has been assisted by Ham _ himself. 
Ham has been treasurer of St. Luke’s 
home for over 20 years. A meeting of 
the trustees of the institution was held 
yesterday afternoon, with Bishop Law- 
rence, president of the board, presiding. 
The claim as to the shortage was _ in- 
vestigated and discussed, but no state- 
ment as to action tdken was given out. 

Ham’s explanation of the alleged 
shortage is that the entire matter is 
merely an error in book-keeping which 
he can explain satisfactorily later. 
Three days ago he resigned as treasurer 
of St. Paul’s church, giving as his 
reason that financial difficulties had 
arisen. As treasurer both of the home 
and the church, he handled large sums 
of money. 

Outside of the business and church 
world Ham is not especially well 
known, as he was not a clubman or espe- 
cially identitied with society. He is 48 
years old and lives at 133 Winchester 
street, Brookline, and he has a summer 
home at Needham. The only club to 
which he is known to belong is the 
Boston Art club. He has a wife anda 
little child whom he adopted only a 
short time ago.

A few years ago reports came 
thickly from Seoul that she had been 
murdered by a band of conspirators 
who had the sympathy of the Japanese 
government, their object being to re- 
move him from the dominion of a pow- 
er which was antagonistic. It was 
never proved that Japan had anything 
to do with this attack. The king es 
cauped from the and received 
shelter in the Russian legation. 

Until 1897 the ruler of Korea was 
only a king, acknowledging the suze- 
rainty of the emperor of China. Tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity 
vided by outcome of the Chinese- 
Japanese he in that year declared 
himself an emperor. 

It is said that the emperor does not 
the streets of his capital. 
Five times a year 
he makes a progress through the chief 
a wide thoroughfare, which 
carefully prepared for the event and 
therefore presents a fair appearance 
when he traverses it. On these occa- 
sions the emperor rides in a chair car- 
ried by a host of bearers. He himself 
is adorned beyoud the lilies of the field 
in magnificence. 

Owing to the fear of revolutions the 
emperor in the daytime and 
turns the night, when revolutions in 
Korea are sprung, into day. The New 
York Tribune tells a story of one occa- 
sion when he was trying a new bed 
and did not sleep in it for a funny rea- 
son.

RUSSIAN CAVALRY LEADER. 


Prince Louis Napoleon, Who will 
Fight For the Czar. 


Prince Louis Napoleon, who is to 
take command of the Russian cavalry 
in Manchuria, has for some time been 
at the head of a cavalry division in the 
Caucasus and is a trained soldier who 
spent his youth in study, much after 
l ion of the first Napoleon. He 
Ss second son of the late Prince 
Jerome and Princess Clotilde, sister of 
the late ; Humbert of Italy. 


Prince Louis is at the present time 
probably the strongest of the pretend-

ers to the throne of France, although 
it is not likely that he will ever make 
any attempt to gain it. When Prince 
Jerome died he designated his second 
son in his will as heir to the wealth 
and the throne of the Bonapartes. The 
will had no political effect, however. 

Prince Louis was born at the Cha- 
teau Meudon in 1864 and, electing the 
military profession, served in the 
French army until the passing of the 
law of 188G by which his father, Prince 
Jerome, and his brother, Prince Victor, 
were expelled from French territory. 
Prince Louis was not affected by the 
expulsion law, but he preferred to fol- 
low his father into exile. Desiring to 
pursue his military ambitions, he ob- 
tained a commission in the Italian ar- 
my, but three years later, when war 
between France and Italy seemed al- 
most inevitable, he offered his services 
to Russia. 

Alexander III. made him lieutenant 
colonel of a dragoon regiment. Since 
then Prince Louis has remained in the 
Russian service, becoming by all ac- 
counts an exceedingly capable cavalry 
officer. When Nicholas II. came to 
the throne the prince was received 
with every mark of favor and was 
soon raised to the rank of major gen- 
eral. 

Prince Louis possesses most of the

THE WATER LOTUS. 


A Plant That Has the Power of Pu- 
rifying Standing Water. 

There is a plant growing in the 
southern waters of the United States 
which possesses the singular proper- 
ty of being able to render the most im- 
pure standing water perfectly healthy. 
The people of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi call it the water lotus. 

It consists of leaves about the size of 
the head of a pin and roots go fine as 
to escape notice save under a micro- 
scopic inspection. Where it grows at 
all, it covers the water and to the cas- 
ual observer looks like a coating of 
green scum. The flowers and seeds 
are microscopic, so that its appearance 
in any given locality is not readily ac- 
counted for, but wherever it does ap- 
pear the water beneath is always fit 
to drink. 

So marked is this property that fam- 
ilies using the water from bayous 
where the lotus is abundant are known 
to have better general health than 
those taking thelr drinking water from 
places where the lotus is not found. It 
is often transplanted into ponds, bay- 
ous and lakes, spreads with wonder- 
ful rapidity and never fails to do its 
work well.—St. Louls Globe-Democrat,

A most instructive and interestipg 
evening was enjoyed by those who at- 
tended the Unity club of Friday, Feb. 
Mr. Parlin had charge of the meet- 
ing and introduced Mr. Herbert Y.

SOLAR HEAT WAVES.

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the Sun and the Hot Stove Pour Out) 


the Same Kind of Energy. 

So far as I know no reasons at all for 
doubting the high temperature of 
central body of the system have 
ever been found. There are in 


solar 


three distinct ways in which heat can} 
to an-| 


be transferred from one body 
other—conduction, convection and radi 
ation. ‘The first two are dependent 
upon the presence of matter. The lit 
ter will take place across a perfect 
vacuum. 

We may receive heat from a stove by 
all three methods. If we our 
hands upon it we receive heat by con- 
duction; if we hold them above it they 
are warmed by convection, the heat be 
ing brought to them by the rising cur- 
rent of hot air; if now we stand in front 
of the stove we still feel its warmth, 
the sensation in this case being pro- 
duced by the heat waves which it 
emits. These waves are similar to the 
electric waves used in wireless telegra- 
phy, differing from them only in their 
length. They bear the same relation to 
them as the ripples on a mill pond bear 
to the Atlantic rollers. With the in- 
struments at our disposal at the pres- 
ent time we can measure the length of 

| these waves as accurately as we can 
measure the length of a table with a 
footrule, and we can prove that they 
will pass through a vacuum, a plate of 
glass or a tank full of liquid air with- 


place 


out losing their ability to warm our 
hands. We find, however, that if we 


pass this radiant heat through certain 
substances—water yapor, for instance 
—its intensity is diminished owing to 
the fact that some of the waves have 
been absorbed. It is possible to deter- 
mine the exact length of the waves of 
heat which have been removed by ab 
sorption in the vapor, and if we test 
the radiation which comes to us from 
the sun we find that waves of this 
same dength are absent, the water va- 
| Por in the earth's atmosphere having 


refused to transmit them. This fact, 
taken alone, is pretty good evidence 
that the sun and the hot stove are 


pouring out the same kind of energy.—
